BOTES OP OBDBB. 


Stated meetings of the Coiincll shall 
be held on Tuesday of each week at 
8:30 P. M. 

Buie 2. 

Any Councilman not present at any 
2 ’egular or duly called special meeting 
of Council shall be tinea tne sum of 
ten dollars ($10.00), unless excused by 
tile Council for sickness or other un¬ 
avoidable causes, and any such fine or 
fines imposed shall be deducted from 
tlie salary of such offending member 
from time to time first coming due after 
such offense. All as is provided by 
the Act of Assembly of May, 1911, an 
act relating to the government of cities 
of the second class, and ordinance of 
Council relating thereto. 

Buie 3. 

A quorum shall consist or a majority 
of the members. This applies to com¬ 
mittees as well as to regular or special 
meetings of Council. 

Bnle 4. 

At the hour appointed for the meet¬ 
ing of Council, the Pre.sident siiall take 
the chair, and the Clerk shall proceed 
to call the roll and note the absentees, 
and no meml)er shall depart without 
leave from the President. In the ab¬ 
sence of the President, the members 
shall elect a President pro teippore, pro¬ 
vided there be a quorum present. 
Should no quorum attend within thirty 
minutes after the hour appointed for 
tlie meeting, the Council shall thereupon 
stand adjourned. And all absentees 
.shall be fined in accordance with Rule 
2 liereof. 

Tlie order of business at all stated 
meetings of Council shall be as follows: 

Reading, correction and approval of 
the minutes of previous meeting or 
meetings, where the .same may not have 
been already read, corrected and ap¬ 
proved. 

Presentation of petitions, letters, me¬ 
morials, remonstrances and ordinances, 
wliich may be referred to the appro¬ 
priate committees, or otlierwise disposed 
of without debate. Re.solutlons not giv¬ 
ing rise to debate may also be called for 
ad option. 

Unfinished business. 

Reports from standing committees. 
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Reports from special committees. 

Motions and resolutions. 

The ordei- of business at .special ineet- 
iiiKs shall be the same as in the case 
of stated meetings, e-xcept the special 
business for whicli the meetings have 
been called shall be first considered 
after tlie rea<ling, coi-rection and ap¬ 
proval of the minutes of previous meet- 
in g.s. not already read, corrected and 
approved. 

Buie 5. 

Special meetings of Council shall be 
called by tlie Clerk at the order of the 
lYeshlent or of any standing commit¬ 
tee of the Council, or of one-third of all 
the members or by the Maj'or, provided 
tliat such call shall be in writing, .shall 
specify the purpo.se for which the call 
l3 made, and shall be .signed by the par¬ 
ties ordering the call and be entered 
by the Clerk upon his minute book; and 
the Clerk shall mail' a notice to the 
members of such special meetings not 
less tlian forty-eigiit (48) hours pre¬ 
vious to said meeting, except for emer¬ 
gency meetings authorized to he called 
l>y tlie Mayor umler the Act of March 
7th, 1901. 

Bale 6. 

All meetings of Council and commit¬ 
tees sliall he open to tlie public, yet no 
person sliall be admitted to the floor of 
Council, as inclosed, but tne members, 
officers of Council, the Mayor. City Con¬ 
troller. heads of departments, report- 
er.s of the press, and persons as.signed 
to dut 5 ' by the President, 

Buie 7. 

The President shall rigidly enforce 
all rules adopted for the government 
of Council, shall preserve order and de¬ 
corum, and in debate shall prevent per¬ 
sonal reflections and confine members to 
the question under discussion. When 
two or more members arise at the same 
time he shall designate the one entitled 
to tlie floor. He shall decide all ques¬ 
tions of order, subject to an appeal from 
his decision. 

When a member is about to speak 
or communicate any matter to the Coun¬ 
cil. lie sliall rise and re-^pectfully ad¬ 
dress lilmself to the I’resident. confining 
his remarks to the subject before tlie 
(^>uncil and avoiding personal reflec¬ 
tions; and no rnember. unless l>y per¬ 
mission of Council, shall in any one 
meeting speak more than twice on the 
same matter. 

Kvery member presenting a paper to 
tlie President for the consideration of 
the Council shall first endorse his name 
thereon an<l state its general purport, 
and tlie names of such members, as also 
of every member wlio shall make any 
motion, .shall he entered upon the min¬ 
utes of C!ouncil. 

If any member in debate transgresses 
the rules of the Council, the President 
shall, or any member may, through the 
President call him to order. It the case 
requires it. the member so called to 
order may be fined five dollar.s ($5.00) 
to twenty dollars ($20.00) to be deduct¬ 
ed from his salary, as in the case of 
fines for absenting himself. 


Biile 8. 

All ordinances for the appropriation 
of money, and all resolutions or orders 
lo enter into contracts, whereby the 
(Jity shall or may become liable for the 
payment of money; all ordinances and 
resolutions of a general or permanent 
character, shall be fully and distinctly 
read mi tliree different days in the 
Council, unless where necessary in 
cases of urgency, when in such cases 
the rules may be suspended by three- 
fourths (J4) of the whole number of 
Council. 

All votes sliall be taken viva voce, 
unless the yeas and nays .shall be re¬ 
quired by law or demanded by any one 
member. 

The yeas and nays may be demanded 
on any question at any time before the 
vote shall have been announced. 

No ordinance shall be passed except 
by bill, and no bill shall be .so altered 
or amended on its passage as to change 
its original purpose. 

.All bills, ordinances and resolutions 
or other matter.s desired and intended 
to come before Ckiuncil should he pre¬ 
sented in person by a member or filed 
with the Clerk, which shall in open 
meeting, he read by the President or 
(’lerk by title (at regular or .special 
meetings of the (iJouncil). and tlie Presi¬ 
dent shall refer it to the proper com¬ 
mittee, and when returned therefrom 
shall be printed and a copy of each bill 
mailed to each member at least forty- 
eight hours previous to a regular or 
special meeting of Council. 

No hill shall be passed containing 
more than one subject, which shall be 
clearly expressed in its title. 

Every bill shall be read at length; all 
the amendments made thereto shall be 
pi’inted for the use of the members be¬ 
fore the final vote is taken on the bill. 

No bill shall become a law on the 
same day on which it is introduced and 
reported. Except in case of public 
emergency, and then only when request¬ 
ed by the Mayor and approved by the 
affirmative votes of all the members of 
Council present, as provifled in Section 
12 of the Act of A.s.semhl of May, 1911. 
relating to the government of cities of 
tlie second clas.s. 

P2very bill, ordinance or resolution 
shall be read when reported out of com¬ 
mittee, then re'ad again at the next reg¬ 
ular or special meeting thereafter, pro¬ 
vided forty-eight hours have elapsed 
from the time of reporting to Council 
and first reading, and then put on final 
reading and passage at the following 
regular or special meeting of Council, 
unless where necessary in cases of ur¬ 
gency the rules have been suspended as 
herein provided, /iny bill, ordinance or 
resolution may be amended at any time 
before the third reading and the final 
passage. On the final passage of any 
bill, ordinance or resolution, the vote 
shall be taken by yeas and nays; the 
names of persons voting for and against 
the same be entered on the journal at 
the passage or approval of any such 
bill, ordinance or resolution, .shall re 
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quire at least five votes or the major¬ 
ity of the whole Council. 

No ordinance giving any extra com¬ 
pensation to any public officer, servant, 
employe, agent or contractor, after sei’- 
vice shall have been rendered or con¬ 
tract named, nor providing for the pay¬ 
ment of any claim against tlie City, 
williout previous authority of law, shall 
he iiasaed, except hy two-tliirds vote 
of all members of Council. 

When any bill upon its third reading 
and final passage receives the votes of 
a majority of the members of Council 
present, but not a majority of those ap¬ 
pointed. such bill shall be considered 
as laid upon the table, and may be 
called up for further action at the same 
or any subsequent meeting of Council. 

No rule shall be suspended but by an 
affirmative vote of three-fourths of the 
members present, and such vote shall 
he taken without debate. 

Rule 9, 

The President of the Council shall ap¬ 
point the following standing commit¬ 
tees: 

1. Committe on Finance shall have 
eliarge of and .jurisdiction over all or¬ 
dinances, resolutions, bills, papers and 
all matters relating to finances, taxa¬ 
tion and the indebtedness of the City, 
and the appropriation of mone.vs. or the 
paymenf of mone.vs. not provided for by 
previous authority of law; the exonera¬ 
tion. release or satisfaction of any 
claims, held by the City; the creation 
of offices or positions of any kind: tlie 
regulation of salaries, fixing tlie number 
and pay of employes; the care and con¬ 
trol of the public funds and all other 
legal and financial business of the City 
government, and such other business as 
may be referred to it bv the Council; 
provided, however. tl>at where money 
has been specifically appropriated hy 
tbe Council for any of the purposes of 
the departments of the City govern¬ 
ment. that thereafter any matter re¬ 
lating thereto shall be referred to the 
committee of the proper department, 
and the said committee shall then have 
complete charge and .jurisdiction there¬ 
of. 

2. Committee on Piihlie Works sliall 
have charge of and .jurisdiction over all 
ru'dinances. resolutions, hills or papers, 
uertninifig to the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works as far as relates to streets, 
hiidiwavs. sewers, public propei'ty and 
bridges. 

3. Committee on Public Safety shall 
have charge of and jurisdiction over all 
matter.s of every kind and character 
pertaining to tiie, business of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, including 
all matters relating to police affairs, to 
fire, to city telegraphs, the inspection of 
buildings, fire escapes, and all such oth¬ 
er matters pertaining to the Department 
of Public Safety, as the Council may 
direct. 

4. The Committee on Charities and 
Correction shall have charge of and 
juri--diction over all ordinances, reso¬ 
lutions. bills or papers affecting or per¬ 
taining to the Department of Charities 
and Correction. 
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5. Committee on Filtration and Wa¬ 
ter shall have charge of and jurisdic¬ 
tion over all ordinances, resolutions, 
plans and specifications relating to the 
erection and construction ot the filtra¬ 
tion plant foi' the City of Pittsburgh 
and water or water supplies. 

6. Committee on Public Service and 
Surveys sliall have char’^e of and juris¬ 
diction over all ordinances, resolutions 
and bills pertaining to the laying out, 
establishing the grade 'and vacating 
the public highways of the City, and 
granting of francliises or rights of way 
to corporations. 

7. The Committee on Health and 
Hanitation sliall have charge of and 
.jurisdiction over all ordinances, reso¬ 
lutions. bills and papers relating to the 
public liealth, the inspection of gas fit¬ 
ting. plumbing and house drainage and 
the maintenance and improvement of 
liygienic conditions in the City. 

8. Tlie Committee on Parks and Li¬ 
braries shall have charge of and juris¬ 
diction over all ordinances, resolutions 
and bills pertaining to the public parks 
and libraries. 

Each committee shall be comjiosed of 
eiglit members, tlie Chairman of whicli 
shall be designated by the President 
of the Council, and serve for the same 
term or length of term for which the 
President of the Council is elected, 

-All reports from all committees (spe¬ 
cial or standing) shall be in writing, 
signed by the (IJhairman and members 
thereof, and the papers shall be returned 
with the report. Nothing in this rule 
shall be cf)nstrued to prevent the intro¬ 
duction of minority reports. 

The President of the Council shall he 
ex-officio member of all standing and 
special committees. 

The Rules of Council as far as ap¬ 
plicable shall govern all committees of 
Council. 

Rule 10. 


All standing committees of Council 
will meet on Wednesday and Thursday 
of each week at 3:30 o’clock M., in 
tlie following order:

To the Honorable the Council of the 

City of Pittshurgii. Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen: In accordance with law, 

T ])eg to call your attention and make 
c’ertain recommendations in regard to 
a large number of matters in connec¬ 
tion witli the business of the city and 
its government that in my opinion re- 
<}uire a decision from your lionfirahle 
body as to tlie policy to be pur.sued in 
relation thereto. Some of tliese mat¬ 
ters are urgent, some musi. T>e con¬ 
sidered now hy way of a)reparatIon 
for execution later on in tlie present 
year and next year and some of them 
will require such lengthy consideration 
by the Council as to .Justify a begin¬ 
ning now. Some of these maiter.s aie 
in relation to the improvements au¬ 
thorized by the electors in 1910, for 
which bonds were sold in .Tanimry of 
this year. Some of them are in relation 
to other improvements authorized at 
tliat election, but for which bonds have 
not as yet been sold. Some of them 
are in relation to transportation and 
include grants of certain franchises; 
some of them are questions of legisla¬ 
tion under Acts of .Assembly passed at 
tlie recent session; some are of a fiscal 


nature concerning the management of 
the city's finances; some are in relation' 
(r> certain important (juestions of policy 
in relation to the city’s highways; and 
lastly, some are of a larger and more 
general nature affecting tne more or 
less immediate future of the city in 
its commercial and Industrial aspects. 

In the first group might be included 
a determination of the pressing ques¬ 
tions of a city administration building, 
the location and erection of one or moi’e 
municipal refuse plants and tiie loca¬ 
tion and construction of a tuberculosis 
camp. The administrative pusiness of 
the city is divided into nine depart¬ 
ments, four of which departments con¬ 
tain some twenty-five bureaus, and in 
these departments the city has em¬ 
ployed some 6.500 persons. The Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works is located in the 
city hall, the Oliver building and the 
old city hall on the North Side; tlie 
Department of Public Safet.v is con¬ 
ducted in its own building on Sixth 
avenue; the Department of Public 
Health partly in the Public Safety 
building and partly in the Nixon build¬ 
ing; the Department of Charities partly 
in the Public Safety building and partly 
in a small building on Fourth avenue; 
the Department of T>aw in the Berger 
building; (he C'lontroller. the City Treas- 
ui’er and the Shade Tree Commi.s.sion in 
the City Hall; the Board of Assessors 
and the Board of Water Assessors in 
the Oliver building. Not only does it 
tend to a lowering of efficiency, but. this 
scattering of the public bu.siness Is ex¬ 
tremely costlj^ to the city, amounting 
annually to about $45,000.00 in rentals. 

One million, five liundred thousand 
dollars wortli of bond.s have been sold 
for the purpose. Three sites have been 
given some consideration: Firstly, market 
square, secondly, the site of the present 
city hall on Smithfield street and last¬ 
ly. a location on J^^orhes street in the 
s(iiiare immediately beyond ihe court 
house and jail. 1 am prepared to go in¬ 
to a fiirtlier discussion of this subject 
with your honorable body or a commit¬ 
tee thereof at your pleasure. 

The subject of the distribution of 
municipal I’efuse is one upon which 
care must be exercised. The immature 
state of the art makes the disposition 
of refuse almost one of experiment in 
each locality. Firstly, the <inestion 
]>resents itself as to W'hether all refuse 
consisting of garbage, rubbish, street 
sweepings and ashes should be treated 
jointly or separately, and secondly, 

: whether the process should be by way 

' of reduction or incineration. In the be- 

I lief til at the matter is one that must 

1 largely be determined by practical ex- 
j periment an approiiriation of only $100.- 
000.00 was asked for. the thought in 
I mind at the time the bond loan was

I sum as that in the erection of a plant 

: for some one particular part of the city 

I and after obtaining some results at

I the city. Tlie city has a valuable re- 









port of iiudolpn Herring, of New lork, 
containing liis coneluHions after a thor¬ 
ough study <jf conditions In this city 
upon rubbish disposal. The J)irecloi* 
of the department of Health has visited 
nearly all of tlie plants operating in 
the large cities of the country. The 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Con- 
.struction in the Department of Public 
Works lias also given much time and 
attention to this (luestlon and these 
otficials will he prepared to meet witJi 
your honorable body or a committee 
thereof to find a solution of this ques¬ 
tion. 

At the same bond referendum the 
electors voted $250,000.00 for the erec¬ 
tion of a tuberculosis camp for the 
treatment of that disease. The Direc¬ 
tor .of the Department of Health lias 
three sites in mind and has had made 
estimates of cost which he is prepared 
to submit upon request. 

TJie I^epartment of Public Works de- 
sire.s a determination of policy on the 
part of the legislative branch of the 
government in regard to certain other 
authorized expenditures of money in the 
same group of improvements, the bonds 
however, not having yet been .sold. 
They consist firstly, of the expenditure 
of $800,000.00 for additional play¬ 
grounds. about $130,000.00 for Improv¬ 
ing tiie existing parks and $100,000.00 
for tiie improvement of the wharves. 
Peparations also must be made for the 
construction of a bridge across Saw 
Mill Run; for tbe construction of a 
bridge extending from Bloomfield to the 
Grant boulevard and for the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the Sylvan avenue bridge over 
the fr)ur Mile Run. There Is more or 
le.ss discussion as to the exact location 
of tlie.se bridges. The constructive 
plans for tbe same should be begun at 
an early day in order that contracts 
may be let in the very eany part of 
next year, and therefore T feel com¬ 
pelled to submit all of these sub.jects 
to you at this time. 

Kor more than five years the subject 
of an Kast TOnd subway has been much 
discussed and considered, partly from 
Uie point of view of rapid transit and 
partly by way of alleviation of tbe poor 
service of the present surface roads 
During the jiast year, under the advice 
of Bion .T. Arnold, a printed copy of 
w’hoso report is sent lierewith. an ordi¬ 
nance was prepared by the Daw Depart¬ 
ment for submission to Councils and 
for the consideration of the two com¬ 
panies which held charters from the 
State under which said companies were 
empowered to construct subways with 
the consent of the city. Representa¬ 
tives of one of tliose companies have 
been actively engaged for some years in 
attempting to promote the passage of 
an ordinance containing a grant from 
the city for such purpose, and that com- 
liany has indicated its practical accept¬ 
ance of the ordinance as drawn by tlie 
Department of I.aw. There are many 
dealls requiring careful .stud.v. but the 
discussion has been so complete that 
I venture to express the r)]>inion that 
you should have little dittlculty in ar- 


rtving at an early tiecision upon the 
whole subject. There is a variety of 
surface franchi.ses for whicli demand 
is being made upon the city, in some 
cases by the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany. in other cases by its patrons in 
various localities and Jastl.v by the rail- 
way.s company in response to the sug¬ 
gestion of the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion in its decree and recommendations 
of .lune 21th, 1910. Of the grants de¬ 
sired by the railways company, one Is 
for Diamond street, between Wood and 
Smithfield streets, the purpose of this 
being to shorten the loop of the South 
Side cars and permit some of them to 
turn at Diamond street. Another fran- 
chi.se de.sired by the railways company 
and some of Its pgitrons is a connection 
between Us Morningside traek.s and the 
Butler street tracks, the purpose be¬ 
ing. as I understand it. to permit cars 
to run from the borou^-hs of Sharps- 
burg. Ktoa and Aspinwall directly to 
Kast Liberty; one from Murray avenue, 
between the bridge over Beech wood 
boulevard and Hazelwood avenue, this 
being merely the relocation of the 
tracks of the main line to Homestead 
from a right-of-way on private prop¬ 
erty to a newly opened^, street, it be¬ 
ing the intention of the" city to grade 
and pave Murray avenue between thosQ 
points. Certain connections between 
tracks of different underlying compa¬ 
nies was requested by citizens in cer¬ 
tain localities in which requests, as T 
understand, the company joins. One at 
I'^orbes and Brady streets would per¬ 
mit the carriage of passengers from 
the South Side to Oakland and Fast 
TAberty directly through without a trans¬ 
fer at that point. Another connection 
at South High teen til and Carson streets 
is demanded by a large number of citi¬ 
zens of the South Side for the purpo'^e 
of rerouting many of the South Side 
lines and bringing, in their opinion, 
greater convenience to many per.son.s 
in that section. These and many more 
demands of a like nature are probably 
reasonable ami a grant of the privileges 
will tend to an improvement in service 
by permitting much re-routing and re¬ 
looping. My onlv comment upon the 
same is that conditions should lie added 
as to the nature of the use to which 
the grants will be put and the service 
that will be furnished in order that 
tlie purpose of the cliange wdll be car¬ 
ried out. 

Thirdly, there was introduced into 
the last Councils a group of ordinances 
by the railways company at the sug¬ 
gestion of the Railroad Commission. 
These ordinances cover nearly all of 
the down tow’n streets which are not 
now under the control of the traction 
system. I desire to respectfully sug¬ 
gest to your honorable body that there 
are certain considerations involved in 
your deliberations upon these measures 
requiring the greatest care in order to 
arrive at the best solution. 

In 1909, on complaint of the city to 
the Pennsylvania State Railroad Com- 
mi.ssion. that body appointed Emil 
Swens.son, C. K. of tbis cUy to make a 
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ludy of the complaints ai^alnst the 
rittsburgh Railways Company. Mr. ; 
Swen.s.son. in an exhaustive report, recom- ! 
mended among other things tliat prac- 
iically all of the .streets In the so- i 
caileii terminal dlstrirt be given over 
to the railways company for the use of ■ 
its cars, upon reasonable condition.s of I 
servk-e. it being liis opinion that the 
present trackage in that district is fn- 
•sntticient to handl.e the number of cars 
necessary to furnish the service re- 
quirefl, and at the same time recom¬ 
mended that an order be made upon the 
railways company to Immediately sup¬ 
ply 280 more new* cars of the largest 
si/e. After consideration of this report 
the Railroad Commission practically or¬ 
dered ]O0 new cars and declined to fol- 
’ the recommendations of its agent as 
tile a<lditional iiuniher, upon the 
round llwit a greater number of cars 
ouJd not be effectively and usefully 
-'perated upon the present mileage in 
lae terminal <listrict. A furtlier reason 
/•►r refusing to order the large number 
of cars rested upon the representation 
«»C the railways company that no other 
type of car than the single-ended car 
was advisable in cars of the largest 
size and that certain outlying boroughs 
at the termini of certain of their lines 
would not grant the proper facilities 
for turning these cars when tliey had 
arrived at their <lestination. The Rail¬ 
road Commission, therefore, in its opin¬ 
ion and recommendations of .iune 2 4th, 
1910. shifted the responsibility for the 
a<Jmittedly insufficient number of ears 
\ipon the municipalities affected, that is 
to .say. tiie City of Pittsburgh and the 
boroiigh.s. in the following recommen¬ 
dations: “O. That the company 

promptly determine wrhat additional 
francliises and privileges It regards as 
neces.sary for the most satisfactory and 
efficient service and then make appli¬ 
cation to the res]»ective municipal au¬ 
thorities for the gram thereof and per¬ 
sist in efforts to obtain the same until 
a definite conclusion is reacbeil.” 

I respectfully .suggest to your honor¬ 
able body that there will be much dif¬ 
ficulty in obtaining a further hearing 
of the many complaints of the poor 
service until you have given considera¬ 
tion and reachecl a conclusion regartling 
the franchise demands in the bu.slness 
district and until you have undertaken 
lo negotiate with the boroughs involved 
to give like consideration to the termin¬ 
al demands of the railways company in 
those places. ^ly opinion is that the 
easiest .solution of the franchise ques¬ 
tions in the business district can be 
reached either by the issuance of a 
license for such streets as may be 
agreed upon betw'een the City Council 
and the company for a very brief period 
with the power of revocation on short 
notice which. In effect, will be an in¬ 
determinate franchise, or else by a non¬ 
exclusive franchise wditdi will carry 
w'ith it the right to give a similar privi¬ 
lege over the .same street lo a compet¬ 
ing company in the future, in either 
event the grant to be accompanied by 
reasonable conditions as to service. 


The same report of the Railroad Com¬ 
mission contains a number of other 
recommendations or orders of consider¬ 
able importance. 1 send herewith a 
copy of the report of Mr Swensson, a 
copy of the opinion anil recommenda- 
tion.s of the Railroad Commission and 
a copy of a communication from my¬ 
self to the president of the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company under date of Oc¬ 
tober Hth, 1910, all of which are self- 
explanatory. To the latter communica¬ 
tion I received no reply from the com¬ 
pany and subsequently thereto and a 
sliort time afterward.s t obtained a 
per.sonal interview' at which the <iue.s- 
tion.s contained tlierein were repeated. 
No satisfactory answer was forthcom¬ 
ing except that negotiations wliicli had 
been pending for a long time in regard 
to the widening of tlie Smith field street 
bridge and the separation of the grade 
cios«iings at Try street and Thirty- 
third street w'ere renewed and 
continued. Since that time an agree¬ 
ment has been effected in relation 
to the first two projects and negotia¬ 
tions are still in ' progre'is with the 
railw'aj's company and tlie Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company re'^pecting 
the last project. I beg to suggest to 
you that an effort be made by you to 
further the elimination of this last 
named cros.sing, as it i^ by all means 
the mo.st dangerous and obstructive one 
w'ithin the city. Preliminary steps have 
been taken with both the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company and the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company towards the 
elimination of the crossings on Second 
avenue, between Greenfield' avenue and 
Hazelw'ood avenue, to which aBo 1 beg 
to all your attention. As to the other mat- 
ter.s contained in the reports of Mr. 
Swensson and the Railroad Commission 
as well as my communication to the 
pre.sident of the railways company. I 
suggest a conference between your iion- 
orable body and myself for a iliscussion 
of the whole subject w'ith a view to ar¬ 
riving at some conclusion as to what 
further po.sftfon should be assumeil by 
the city, Notwitiistanding current opin¬ 
ion to tlie contrary the Pennsylyania 
Railroad Commission, even though its 
pow'er of enforcing its decree is encum¬ 
bered witii much circumlocution, has 
j very large powers to cope with the dif- 
1 ftculties of our situation. In thi? con¬ 
nection I respectfully beg to direct 
j your attention to the necessity for a 
! city official whose sole duty shall be 
the inve.stigation and study of tlie de¬ 
tails of service rendered. With a small 
expenditure of money both the legisla¬ 
tive and executive branches could ob¬ 
tain much valuable information upon 
which to base their official actions, if 
such an agency should be established. 
Before leaving this subject, let me call 
your attention to a bill pending In tne 
last Councils at the time of their aia- 
solution known as the Street Railway 
Regulating Ordinance, this bill having 
been drawn to meet the objections of 
the courts to a like measure previous¬ 
ly enacted. In a decision upon the first 
ordinance the court upheld the right 
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of the city to regulate but struck down 
Ihe particular ordinance because of its 
u nreasojiableness. 

During the recent sessit>n of the 
Stale Legislature cei’tain new depart- 
menls w'ere created in tlie city govern- 
jnent. Drdinances will l)e re<|uifed re- 
si)erting them; creating a Department 
of Supplies, a Department of City Plan¬ 
ning and an Art Commission. New 
ordinances will be required under the 
acts of Assembly recently enacted em¬ 
powering cities to legislate upon smoke 
prevention and upon the inspection of 
weights and measures. In line with 
the further division of administrative 
activities, 1 beg to suggest to your con¬ 
sideration an ordinance creating a Bu¬ 
reau of Repairs in the Department of 
Supplies, it being my opinion that the 
city, like all other large business in¬ 
terests, should have all of its mechan¬ 
ical repairs concentrated under one 
h ead. 

On the subject of the city’s fiscal af- 
fair.s I beg to call your attention to 
tlie collection of delintiuent taxes, a 
s\ibject of the liighest importance and 
least understood and the one tliat has 
given rise to the most acrimonious and 
longest drawn out controversy during 
the i)ast two years. Until the passage 
of the recent Act of Assembly increas¬ 
ing the penalty inflicted upon delin¬ 
quents, the law was practically an in¬ 
vitation to the taxpayers to delay the 
payment of their just due^ to the city. 
Most cities collect between 95% and 
100%, according to general financial 
conditions, immediately upon the lax 
being levied, less than 5% becoming 
delinquent in any one year. . In the 
City of Pittsburgh only under most 
prosperous conditions are 80% of the 
current taxes paid to the City Treasur¬ 
er during the year in which they are 
levied. Upwards of 20% usually go de¬ 
linquent and at this moment the city 
has outstanding obligations of prop¬ 
erty owners amounting to upw'ards of 
five millions of dollars, a sum which, 
if all collected at one time, would be 
sufficient to avoid the current expense 
lax levy for a whole year. Owing to 
this peculiar condition it has been con¬ 
sidered advisable to place this function 
in the charge of a separate department. 
There is one other reason of a minor 
nature that tends to delay the pay¬ 
ment of taxes and that is the very con* 
siderable amount of almost unsalable 
real estate within the city, the owners 
feeling little interest in their propri¬ 
etorship and the failure on the part 
of the city for many year-; to enfot*ce 
its collections by tax sales has en¬ 
couraged such owmers to ignore their 
obligations in the hope that tlieir title 
would not be disturbed until a pur¬ 
chaser w'oxjld be secured upon whom 
they could transfer their property with 
its obligations. Tliere are now' upwards 
of 1.200 pieces of property upon which 
no taxes have been jjaid for six years 
or more. Some have not been paid 
since the year 1877. During the past 
two years it has been admitted inad¬ 
visable to attempt to collect the'^e great 


accumulations because of the hardship 
that W'ould result to property ow'ners 
who have been encouraged by the city’s 
course of conduct during tlie long 
period of year.s to rest in a state of 
false security. The wiiole policy of tlie 
city lias been w'rdng from the beginning 
of tlie present tlelinquent lax collection 
system. In 1877, an Act was passed im¬ 
posing a penalty of 10% w'hich I be¬ 
lieve was a proper penalty under the 
circumstances and the wdiole 10% was 
awarded to the official appointed for the 
purpose, on the theory that sucii a large 
reward would hasten collections. The 
principle is sound and one upon which 
all business men act in their private 
affairs but the error lay in not making 
a distinction betw'een th.e good debts 
and bad debts. The sum total of de¬ 
linquencies was so great as to defeat 
the very purpose of the law. Instead 
of energizing the collector by appealing 
to his self interest and compelling him 
to earn considerable sums by his per¬ 
sonal attention to the details of his 
employment, his profits upon the mere 
routine business of his office were so 
great as to make it unnecessary for him 
to exert himself beyond ordinnry at¬ 
tention to his iluties. In the yeai’s fol¬ 
lowing the theory of the commission 
system of compensation w'as entirely 
lo:*;! sight of and the sole discussion 
of the subject has been entirely upon 
tlie size of the emoluments received 
by tlie officer and from time to time 
the commission was reduced from 10% 
to 5%, from 5% to 3%, from to 

2% and finally about tw'o years ago to 
11/4%. In the meantime the penalty 
upon the delinquents W'as reduced from 
10% to 5%, the operation of the 
two causes mentioned above per¬ 
mitting most of the delinquencies to 
constantly mount higher and higher. T 
shall submit to you a statement of 
the collections month by month with 
tiie sum total of delinquencies from 
the year 1903, to date. During that 
time for a period of nearly three years 
the collections w'ere made by a collec¬ 
tor under an agreement to accept in 
lieu of his commission a stated salary. 
Some deductions can he draw'ii as to 
the efficiency of service under the two 
different methods of compensating the 
head of the department. The subject 
is too large to be T>i‘Operly treated in 
a paper containing so many other mat¬ 
ters as this and 1 shall hold myself in 
readiness to discuss this subject with 
your honorable t>ody or a committee 
tliereof at your pleasure. I will ven¬ 
ture to express the opinion that the 
Iiecnliar conditions existing here justify 
the continuance of tliis office for at 
least a few years until after the opera¬ 
tion of the new Act of 1911, has be¬ 
come effective and the foreclosure of 
the property of all of the professional 
delin(iuents which has been begun this 
year will be completed and that further, 
the system of commissions will yield 
better results to the city than the pay¬ 
ment of a salary. As said above, the 
intrinsic merits of the questions in¬ 
volved have been entirely lost sight of 























































in the discussion of the income of the 
present incumbent of the office and most 
.'tbsurd beliefs exist as to his profits. I 
understand that during the past year, 
instead of amounting to between fifty 
and one hundred tliousand dollars, as 
fr^iuently alleged, they amounted to 
about sixteen tiioii.sand dollars, 

Anotlier subject giving rise to inucli 
controversy has been the disposition or 
the city bank deposits. Under the ap- 
j)relien.sion tliat J as the officer em¬ 
powered to execute the contract was 
withoiil discretion in the premises, I 
signed a contract with six depositories 
under tlic ordinance passed previous to 
iny induction into office, which contract 
my predecessor had refused to execuie. 
It was represented to me and I believed 
il)at the ordinance' was mandatory and 
that 1 was not permitted to exercise 
any discretion in the matter. It was 
known at tlie time that one of the six 
banks involved bad been selected fraud¬ 
ulently and corruptly. That bank was 
at that time holding city deposits by 
virtue of a contract whjch had expired 
and which had been procured without 
fraud. Three other banks were holding 
I lie )>aUince of the city’s funds under 
contiaots and all of tliese tianks with 
two others were <lesignated as deposi- 
tiiries in tiie oi-dinance which had befn 
conuiitly procured. On the demand of 
tlie two lianks wliich were not enjoying 
their rights and wliicli until that time 
were not under any suspicion as having 
been included in any corrupt solicita¬ 
tion. tile contract with the six banks 
was executed. Since that time it has 
been lUscovered that large sums were 
distributed on belialf of all the banks 
to the legi.sJative officers of the city to 
jirocure tlie passage of the ordinance in 
pursuance of whicli tlie contract was 
executed. frequent demand has beeii 
made since tlie discovery of the whole- 
.sale corruption tliat the responsible ot- 
ficer.s of the city take the necessary 
steps to an mil the contract. On each 
occasion consulation between the city 
t’ontroller and myself led us to con¬ 
clude til at general financial conditions 
did not justify the attempt to witlidraw 
.such a huge sum as tlie city always 
lias oil ileposit at one time. In tlie 
delicate state of business sentiment it 
was even admitted wise on one or two 
nccasicns to avoid if possible any dis¬ 
cussion of the subject. My recommen¬ 
dations in tliis matter are. firstly, tliat 
at this time >’our honorable body enact 
a general ordinance to take effect at 
the termination of the present contract, 
it being my opinion that since the ordi¬ 
nance will not take effect immediately 
there will much more likely be a rea¬ 
sonable conclusion reached In accord¬ 
ance with the principles involved than 
if the subject is discussed, considered 
and disposed of at a time when the self 
interest of many banking institutions 
who will desire to profit by participat¬ 
ing therein will cloud the consideration 
of the subject by selfish appeals in 
their own interest, and .secondly, that 
some action be taken at this time to¬ 
wards at least obtaining from the pres¬ 
ent depositories a rate of interest such 


! as is known to have been offered by the 
other banks of similar character. 

Another subject in relation to the 
city’s finances to \vhich I wish to direct 
your attention is the Initiation of the 
new system of financing street and sew¬ 
er improvements. Under present prac¬ 
tices the property owner having two 
i years in which to pay his assessment 
1 of benefits the city is bound to pay in- 
I terest at the legal rate to the contrac¬ 
tor for the intervening period, which 
I item necessarily increases in the price 

; bid for the work. Hy issuing bonds for 

: short terms, say for a period of five 

I years, payatile in annual installments. 

the city would save largf‘ sums in the 
i difference in the rate of interest paid 

[ and the funding bonds being issued in 

! series would be retired by the pay- 

j ihent of assessments as tlie same were 
! paid either before or after the two- 

I year period liad expired. The city an¬ 
nually has several items aggregating in 
I their total nearly a million dollars 

I which does not appear in the bod- 

j gets of other cities and whicii 

: constitutes the explanation of a large 

I part of the supposed greater cost 

! of government in this city over otiiers. 

1 Tlie pliysical cliaracteristics of this 

I community permit of very few im- 

I provenients to lie made entirely at the 
expense of the property affected. Very 
considerable assessments are made 
! against the city in nearly every im- 

I provement. Added to this a very liber- 

I a! provision as to time of payment and 

i the clumsy method of financing these 

improvements causes tins item to com¬ 
plicate the financial budget every year 
and gives frequent rise to controversy 
among those who do not understand tlie 
conditions or questions involved. For 
the imrpose of clarifying tliis phase of 
tlie City’s financial policy alone, if for 
nothing else. 1 would suggest that you 
devise some plan whereby street and 
sewer improvements will automatically 
be financed. 

Another subject vitally affecting the 
city finances is the compeiT^ation of 
city employees. Strenuous efforts are 
being constantly made by employees in 
the various grades of the service for 
an increase in their monthly oi' daily 
wages. Notwithstanding the total re¬ 
vision of the salary roll a little more 
til an a year ago wli.icli was apparent!.v 
satisfactory at that time, demands have 
arisen on all sides for fui ther considera¬ 
tion of this subject. While 1 am of 
the belief that some of the City’s em- 
})loyees are underpaid, T beg to advi'-e 
you out of my own experience that 
nothing sliort of consideration of the 
entire city pay roll will avoid the con¬ 
stant introduction of ordinances affect¬ 
ing the pay of individuals and classes. 
At one session of the last Councils de¬ 
mands from tliree bureaus in one de¬ 
partment were presented to Councils in 
eight ordinances containing in all, ad¬ 
ditional expenditures In wages amount¬ 
ing to about $400,000.00: which would 
liave in itself amounted to three- 
fourths of a mill in the lax levy and 
this affecting only one-fourtli of all the 
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employees. That many other of the 
employees at that time did not apply 
for increases was only due to the inttu- 
ence exercised over them by their su¬ 
perior officers who prevailed upon them 
to have some consideration for the 
financial condition of the City and to 
the ability of the taxpayers to stand 
heavier burdens in the form of increas¬ 
ed taxes. In anticipation of the same 
demands toeing made upon your honor¬ 
able body that were made upon the 
t'oimcils lately dissolved and in order 
to avoid having tli i.s subject encumber¬ 
ing and delaying consideratirn of the 
annual budget next winter. I respect¬ 
fully recommend its consideration to 
you at tliis time to deal with as in 
your judgment will seem wise. 

I recommend to your honorable body 
at this time consideration of the sug¬ 
gestion of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety that the Super¬ 
intendent of Police be permitted to have 
a fund for secret service work. The 
Director in his last annual report called 
attention to the fact that nearly all 
complaints of crime and vice came to 
the police through the newspapers; that 
there is frequent rumor of violations 
of the law of a heinous nature and on 
a great scale; that very rarely does any 
one volunteer assistance or information 
of a positive nature; that when the at¬ 
tention of the police is directed to mat¬ 
ters complained of the city detectives 
are so well known that criminals ana 
law breakers of a certain kind are easi¬ 
ly able to cope with them and avoid de¬ 
tection of their practices. This is by no 
means an indictment of the police force 
in its efficiency and ability to preserve 
peace and to maintain order in tiie com¬ 
munity. I refer now to those unmen¬ 
tionable conditions about which so 
much has been heard during the past 
few months. It is the belief of the 
officer wliose duty it is to deal with 
this subject that if the Superintendent 
of Police had a small sum of money 
appropriated for this purpose annually 
he would be better prepared to prevent 
the practices complained of if they do 
exist in this city, and on the other hand 
he would be better able to defend the 
city’s good name and the good faith of 
liis bureau against such charges, in¬ 
sinuations and rumors of this nature. 

Another subject to which T desire to 
call your attention in the early stages 
of your deliberations is the constant 
demand made upon Oouticils for gratu¬ 
ities or voluntary settlements with 
various persons. City employees and 
others, who have been or claim to have 
been injured either in the performance 
of their duty or through the negligence 
of the city or its officers and employees. 
The City not having a claim department 
as have other large corporations it has 
been the custom of Councils to refer 
some of these matters to special com¬ 
mittees. other.s to the City Solicitor and 
some to the heads of the various de¬ 
partments. While investigations and 
reports are made according to the fatal¬ 
ities of the particular officers called 
upon, nevertiieless. it is \ery plain to 


me that the City in many cases has 
permitted Itself to be mulcted for sums 
of money far too large to be defended. 
And closely associated with this is the 
constant stream of demands from per¬ 
sons who demand exonerations, credits, 
drawbacks and exemptions. Thousands 
of dollars of th« City’s revenue are an¬ 
nually forgiven on one pretext or an¬ 
other, many thousands of dollars of 
obligations due to the City are evaded 
and many thousands are annually paid 
out in a manner and for purposes that 
no business corporation would tolerate. 
I shall be prepared to consult with you 
more at length upon this phase of the 
City’s fiscal affairs. 

The street.s of the city are in notori¬ 
ously bad condition in more than one 
respect. The street paving on many of 
the streets is so bad as to draw forth 
well merited complaint. While the 
City’s specifications which have been 
in vogue for a number of years are not 
of the best, the principal difficulty lie.s 
in the condition in which the city ha.s 
permitted the Pittsburgh Kail ways 
Company to allow its part of the street 
paving to deteriorate. The Department 
of Law, during the past year, undertook 
to compel the street railways company 
by Bill in Kquity to repave its part of 
all streets which were very badly worn 
and w'hich properly needed improve¬ 
ment. The demand of the City was 
resisted and the Court dismissed the 
Bill, holding that the City had an ade¬ 
quate remedy at law by doing the work 
after the company had failed to repave 
or repair upon notice and suing to re¬ 
cover the cost of repair.?. The Bill 
was suh.sequently amended by setting 
out at greater length the reasons why 
the remedies at law would not be' ade¬ 
quate and the case was reargued in the 
Lower Court, upon which a decision has 
not been rendered. It was endeavored 
by the administration to induce the 
Councils to enact an ordinance contain¬ 
ing track specifications as a standard 
for the street railways company for all 
its future paving and track laying, and 
T now renew such recommendation for 
the consideration of your honorable 
body together with new specifications 
for ail paving and repaving, whether 
performed by the City pr by the street 
railvvays company. While the litigation 
is pending with the company upon this 
.subject it would be advisable to care¬ 
fully study results attained elsewhere 
in this regard, os that Pittsburgh might 
profit by the experience of others. The 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works, the Superintendents of the Bu¬ 
reau of Highways and Sewers and of 
the Bureau of Construction as well as 
the Law Department, have spent much 
time in the study and consideration of 
these question.? and will be prepared 
to advise w’ith you in relation thereto 
upon your call. 

Another matter in relation to the 
streets is one affecting the public 
safety. 1 recommend that you give 
consideration to an ordinance which has 
been prepared by the Law Department 
under the guidance of the Director of 











































the Department of Public Safety to 
rei?ulate advertising signs attached to 
stores and places of business. Tlie ad¬ 
ministration of this subject at the pres¬ 
ent time is in the Bureau of Highways 
and Sewers. Jt seems to me proper 
that this matter should be within the 
jurisdiction of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection; Jlecently veiy serious in¬ 
juries were suffered by an individual 
from the falling of one of these signs 
wliich had been in place for several 
years and during that time had perhaps 
not 7’eceived any attention eitlier from 
those who were responsible for its erec¬ 
tion or from any public otflcial. 

In connection with the streets there 
is a growing demand that poles of all 
kinds be removed from the streets and 
that wires be placed underground. I 
know that it is a serious question 
whether under all circumstances the 
city has the power to compel the bury¬ 
ing of wires, but 1 believe It would be 
advisable to test the city’s powers in 
this respect and learn by a decision 
from tbe Supreme Court bow far the 
public service corporations may encum¬ 
ber the sti’eets with their poles and 
wires and to what extent the city may 
protect itself from the effects of the 
same. 

r particularly desire to call your at¬ 
tention to tlie extension of ATorewood 
avenue from Forbes street southwardly 
to the Carnegie Technical Schools. It 
is a hardship to the students to be com¬ 
pelled to unnecessarily walk the great 
distance from the street cars at the en¬ 
trance to the Carnegie Library to the 
schools. A much sliorter way can be 
provided by the extension of Moi’ewood 
avenue and at tlie same time the im¬ 
provement could be made that would fit 
in with and he a part of certain exten¬ 
sions and improvements to ne made by 
the Carnegie Trustees at the schools, 

T also desire to call your attention to 
tlie very apparent necessity for a topo¬ 
graphical survey of the city. Many 
thousands of dollars would be saved an¬ 
nually by tile city itself, as well as 
its citizens, and much better results 
attained in all kinds of projects, pub¬ 
lic and private, depending upon engi¬ 
neering. if accurate and suitable monu¬ 
ments were distributed at convenient 
places. I liave hai^l this called to my 
attention a number of times by mem¬ 
bers of the engineering profession since 
T have been in oftlce, and recently an 
eminent engineer, Frederick Law Olm- 
sfed, made an exhaiuitive report upon 
this subject to tlie Pittsburgh Civic 
Commission, to which report I refer 
you for a fuller explanation of the 
same. 

Your attention is called also to a 
class of street improvements of which 
the city is in crying need. I refer to a 
number of streets within the city which 
connect with the magnificent system of 
county roads. It is one of tlie reproach¬ 
es to our highway system that In many 
places the-county maintains a magni¬ 
ficent boulevard for miles through the 
townships, wiiich is met by a stretch 
of street or road witliin the city that 


can be described as a mud-hole. This 
is due in most cases to tlie fact that 
the abutting propertj^ cannot stand the 
assessment for the improvement. The 
county, paying the whole expense of 
the improvement outside of tlie city, is 
not troubled by considerations of this 
kind. During the present year two 
sucli streets are being improved at the 
expense of the city, viz: vVest Carson 
street - and South Eighteentli street. 
Tlie principal users of highways such 
as tliese are persons who come from be- 
.vond the city limits. For this reason, 
if for no other, sucli improvement 
sliould be made by the county. When 
it is considered furthermore, that tlie 
city pays two-thirds of all the revenues 
into tlie County Treasury, the injury 
to the city appears all the greater. It 
is generally supposed that tlie county 
has not authority to make improve¬ 
ments within tiie city, but this assump¬ 
tion is incorrect. Under the Act of 
May lull, 1909, P. L. 506. it is provided, 
“Tliat the several counties of this Com¬ 
monwealth shall have the power and 
they are hereby autliorized whenever 
the Commissioners or a majority of 
them shall by resolution duly adopted 
deem it expedient so to do, ana upon the 
approval tliereof by the Grand .Jury and 
by tlie Court of Quarter Sessions, to 
cause to be constructed, operated and 
maintained under the provisions of this 
Act a public highway, bridge or tunnel 
or bridges and tunnels or bridges, tun¬ 
nels. subways or underground roads 
within cities of tliis Commonwealth...” 
Under this Act it is submitted that not 
only siiould the county commis.sioners 
of Allegheny County lie induced to im¬ 
prove connecting roads at tlie boundary 
lines of tlie city, but that tlie praise¬ 
worthy policy recently adopted by the 
commissioners of freeing the bridges 
over the Alleghenj' river be further ex¬ 
tended to make other necessary im¬ 
provements of the nature described in 
said act within the city in proportion 
to tlie contribution of the city to the 
revenue of the county. One such pro¬ 
ject now before the .commissioners is 
the proposed South Hills bridge and 
tunnel, about tlie location of which 
there has been so mucli controversy. 
Jly suggestion is that steps be imme¬ 
diately taken to bring about closer re¬ 
lations between the city and county of¬ 
ficials looking towards the preparation 
of a comprehensive plan of such im- 
pro vein cuts to be carried out as the 
finances of the county will permit. A 
convenient instrument for the joining 
of forces of the two sets of officials is 
presented under the recent Act of As¬ 
sembly authorizing the creation of a 
City Planning Department, to be com¬ 
posed of nine persons, who will volun¬ 
tarily give their time and attention to 
tlie general subject and who are au- 
tliorized to make recommendations to 
all public authorities, both within and 
without tlie city in this behalf. Tlie 
said act authorizes the appointment of 
such a commission by the Mayor of 
cities of the second class, and if it 
seems wise to you and the county com¬ 
missioners to constitute such a body 
out of the membership of the city conn- 
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cil« aiKl the county authorities, 1 would 
be glad to acMiuiesce. yuch a body, com- 
DO.sed of representatives of l)Oth Juris¬ 
dictions, would be able to lay out a plan 
of improvements not only witliin the 
limits of the present City of Pltts])urAfli, 
but in all the territory tliat will in¬ 
evitably, sooner or later, become a part 
of it. and thereby will be avoided the 
many mistakes committed in the past, 
both within and without the city, which 
will cost the public many millions of 
dollars to rectify. 

1 must disclose at this time to you 
certain conditions in relation to the 
water supply that exist and upon 
wliicl) in a very short time, 1 assume, 
you will be compelled to appropriate 
money for reconst]‘uction, or at least 
roi)airs. ITif^lUand Reservoir No. 2 for 
many years, in fact from the time of 
its com])letion. has been in an extraor¬ 
dinary leaky condition. There has been 
an enormous waste of water due, no 
doubt, to faulty construction. When 
the same contains thirty/ feet of water, 
the estimated daily loss is upwards of 
700.000 gallons. -During most of the 
past year a depth of only twenty feet 
of water has been maintained in order 
to minimize the pressure, and even with 
this condition the leakage of water dur¬ 
ing cold weather has been between four 
bundled thousand and five hundred 
thousand gallons daily. The reservoir 
has been kept under close observation, 
and tests are being made, which will 
continue and of w'hich you will be in¬ 
formed as soon as absolute conclusions 
are arrived at. likewise, it has been 
recently discovered to the dismay of 
tile Bureau of Water that me ten new 
filtration beds at Aspinwall cannot be 
operate<l except at a very great waste 
of water. One bed upon which thorough 
tests are being made has shown a daily 
loss of about 200.000 gallons, whereas 
there should be no greater leakage than 
one or two per cent of this quantity. 
At a very early day, when the report 
can be completed, the same will be sub¬ 
mitted to you for your action. 

I conceive it to be wathln the scope 
and authority of the legislative branch 
of the government to give us considera¬ 
tion an<l aid to all praiseworthy move¬ 
ments in furtherance of the industrial 
and commercial prospeidty of the com¬ 
munity, Certain attempts have been 
made during the past year In this di¬ 
rection. The Committee on Trade and 
Commerce of the Chamber of Commerce, 
backed by the pre.ss of the city, some 
months ago outlined a plan in further¬ 
ance of a trade revival and the indus¬ 
trial expansion of tlie whole Pittsburgh 
district. It was particularly desired to 
make an attempt to invite and foster 
diversified industries, and it was con¬ 
templated at that time to undertake a 
general advertisement of the city's ad¬ 
vantages on a broad and generous scale, 
but it was deemed advisable to first 
have made an economic study of con¬ 
ditions, so that the real story of Pitts¬ 
burgh could be told not only to prospec¬ 
tive manufacturers w^ho w’ouM be asked 
and induced to locate here, but to tbeir 
employees as well. P>om the viewpoint 


of the manufacturer to gain first hand 
information regarding available sites, 
tuxe-?. water rents, switching facilities, 
freight rates, insurance rates, etc,, all 
of the advantages and disadvantages 
were to be gathered .so tliat the first 
could be enhanced and the latter re¬ 
moved as far as would be possible with 
the means at the command or the city 
and all public authorities and such pri¬ 
vate individuals as could be induced to 
lend their aid. It was intended to gath¬ 
er all sorts of data relating to indus¬ 
trial and commercial, not only through 
manufacturers, but railroads, jobbing 
and commission houses, wholesale and 
retail merchants and others. It was in¬ 
tended also to investigate from the 
viewpoint of the employee, the alleged 
high cost of living, the alleged high 
taxes, the alleged liigii rents, and every¬ 
thing else tliat could be taken into ac¬ 
count by one intending to assume a 
residence within the district. Imminent 
economists of the institutions of learn¬ 
ing within the city were called upon, 
gave the subject serious consideration, 
and they outlined a plan of study. It 
was determined that six months of 
study and investigation at the expense 
of a few thousand dollars wmuld bring 
a very complete answer to all the ques¬ 
tions propounded. The institution of 
your honorable body has raised the 
hopes of those w'ho are zealous for the 
future prosperity of their city, and I 
■ strongly recommend that you make the 

very modest appropriation necessary 
I and authorize a beginning of this inves- 

i tigation at once and that at the same 

j time and immediately after the same is 

I completed that the city Join with those 

' of its citizens who desire to enter upon 

1 an aggressive campaign, such as has 

I been successful in many other places 

i much smaller in size, much weaker in 

I wealth, and comparatively insignificant 

I in their natural resources when viewed 

I alongside of our magnificent domain. In 

the consideration of this large subject 
the great wmrk of the Flood Commis¬ 
sion can be materially aided by the ap¬ 
propriation from time to time, consid¬ 
ering the vast expenditures of this city 
and its wonderful financial resources. 
And in another way the T.»ake Krie Ca¬ 
nal project could be aided at this mo¬ 
ment by memorializing Congress to 
grant this project the powers it need.s 
’ and thereby supplementing the legisla- 

I live action of the three states, Ohio, 

; West Virginia and Pennsylvania, at the 

I recent sessions of their respective leg- 

[ i.slatures. And to the same general end 

I wish to call your attention to the 
! contemplated celebration by the His- 

I torical Society of Western Pennsyl- 

! vania of the launching of the first 

I steamboat in the Mississippi river. On 

October 20th. 1811, the construction of 
the “New Orleans” steamboat was com¬ 
pleted and started on its first journey 
to the city after which it took its name. 
Such an event calls for commemoration 
on its one hundredth anniver.sary. and 
the Historical Society has very prop¬ 
erly assumed the responsibility of the 
celebration. The necessary funds for 
this purpose will not be great. As the 
City of Pittsburgh owed its first prog- 
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loss aiul prosperity to its location at tlie 
cv>i»jjuence of three inigljty naviKahle 
livors, and as it dependeil principally 
until tlie arrival of railroads upon the 
<‘Oinnu‘rce that ccmcentiated her© by 
reason of this location, It is eminently 
litlin/? that an attempt to revive tliis 
species of transportation wiilch is now 
T>eins made by tlie improvement of the 
iliiio river and the construction of the 
l,<ake Krle Canal, should be signalized 
by a celebration that will recall the 
Ilrst successful attempt to establish a 
great community upon the same foun¬ 
dation. Pittsburgh lias too long neg¬ 
lected its waterways, and no better 
means could be devised for a revival of 
interest and the education or sentiment 
in this helialf than for the city au- 
lliorities to actively participate in aid¬ 
ing in tlie furtherance of tills celebra- 
i mn. Some of the most eminent men 
of the land who discern the possibilities 
of water navigation and who are in- 
siiired by the sentiment of tlie event, 
will grace the occasion w'lth their pres- 
( nee, and the Pittsburgh celebration 
.vill be only one of a large number, as a 
similar movement Is on foot, and In 
preparation in all the cities on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rlver.s. 

Aid can be rendered by your honorable 
liody another event of a similar na¬ 
ture. One of tlie congressmen represent¬ 
ing this city in tlie National Congress, 
the Honorable A. .1. Bardifeld. wlio is 
also a member of the River.s and Har¬ 
bors Committee, lias invited and will 
he able to secure a visit of tliat com¬ 
mittee to this city for tlie purpose of in¬ 
vestigating and inspecting the Improve¬ 
ments on the Ohio river. An appro¬ 
priation of a comnarati vely insignifl- 
fant sum of money for the payment of 
tiie nece.'^sary expenses of such a visit 
will, like the otlier appropriations wliich 
] recommend, yield incalculable divi¬ 
dends to the city and the community 
in the near future. 

In regard to the several appropria¬ 
tions 1 recommend to be made at tliis 
lime, if yon should agree wdtli me as 
to the policy J propose and you sliould 
decide that they are not of an “emer¬ 
gency” nature, then lh£ appropriations 
can be effected by a transfer from cer¬ 
tain appropriations where more money 
wuis jirovided in the general appropria¬ 
tion hill than lias been or will be ex¬ 
pended. b'or fear that it may seem to 
yon that I am at this time unduly 
pressing upon you too many and too 
great a variety of problems, T can only 
advance their apparent necessity for 
immediate attention, consideration and 
conclusion, and these are by no means 
all of the matters that ought to be at¬ 
tended to by us, the public servants. 
There are many more which I do not 
at this time suggest to you. We have 
tlie accumulated problems of nearly half 
a century to cope with. The natural 
difflcultles of our territory are. in the 
first place, very great, and added to 
that is a continued series of mistakes 
of commission, as well as many of 
omission. 

While the number of matters to w'hich 
I appeal to you to give attention may 


seem considerable in connection w'ith 
otiiers which may suggest themselves 
to you imlependently, your honorable 
body need not approacli many of these 
questions de novo, as public sentiment 
is fairly well crystalized upon many of 
them. To those to which the public has 
given no attention much study has been 
given by the administrative depart¬ 
ments in mo.st cases, and in some cases 
by civic and business bodies and socie¬ 
ties. All of tliese hold tliemselves lii 
readiness to aid and serve you and to 
bring to your knowledge all of tlie 
available data which you will require 
of them, and which wdll appeal to your 
judgment as necessary to reacn conclu¬ 
sions, and besides giving you the bene¬ 
fit of their knowledge the executive of¬ 
ficials of the municipal government and 
I believe as well many of tne volun¬ 
tary public associations and Individuals 
and citi'/ens will put themselves at your 
command for any active labor to which 
you might desire and determine to as¬ 
sign them.

.Tenkins Arcade Building and real estate 
manager of the Thomas C. .Tenkin.s 
Estate, I respectfully submit for the 
consideration of the City Councils, a 


request that the Jenkins Estate be per¬ 
mitted to provide a street crossing on 
Liberty avenue, extending diagonally 
from the Diamond Bank, corner of Fifth 
and liberty avenues, acrosS the latter 
to the entrance of the Jenkins Arcade 
Building. The laying of this crossing 
will be paid for by the Jenkins Estate, 
and will in no manner be detrimental 
to the interests of any other property 
owner.s or merchants. The Jenkins Es¬ 
tate. by putting up its Arcade Build¬ 
ing; has provided Pittsburgh with a new 
and modern shopping center, comprising 
102 storerooms and 950 business offices. 
The cro.ssing asked for will be a decided 
benefit to these new stores, and w'ill not 
divert custom from others. 

Some time ago a permit to lay this 
crossing was asked of the Department 
of Public Works and wan refused, on 
the ground that there are no other 
diagonal street crossings now. We con¬ 
tend that there has never been any oc¬ 
casion for them, and that our case is 
exceptional, and may not be duplicated 
for years to come, and will in no way 
interfere with street car or vehicle traf¬ 
fic, nor will it be at all unsightly. 
Many shoppers and others now cro?s 
from the JTiamond Bank corner to the 
Arcade Building, diagonally, but at no 
particular place. ThlM is not only dan¬ 
gerous to the pedestrian, but interferes 
seriously with the street car and ve¬ 
hicle traffic.

Tlie Chair presented 

No. 167. Mayor’s Communica¬ 
tion relative to Pittsburgh Hallways Co. 

June 27, 1911. 

To the Honorable the Council of the 

City of Pittsburgli, Pennsylvania: 
Gentlemen: 

In my recent message to you contain¬ 
ing recommendation.s in relation to the 
city’s affairs 1 purposely refrained from 
entering deeply into tl»e question of tlie 
controversy between the city and the 
I’lttshurgh Hailw'ays Company because 
of the great number of other matters 
contained therein, and the necessity, of 
treating this nnbjeet to detail, it l)e1ng still 
as it has been for a number of years, 
the most urgent of our difficulties. The 
future growth and development of the 
city is dependent more upon a wise 
solution of this subject than any other 
one factor. 

Upon the advent of the present ad¬ 
ministration into office an investigation 
was begun of tiie operations of the Pitts¬ 
burgh HaiBvays Company, which result¬ 
ed In the filing of a complaint before 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Commission. 
A i the same time was begun a legal 
study of the rights and duties of the 


Pittsburgh Railways Company under the 
mass of general and special legislation, 
tlie judicial construction placed upon 
the same and the ordinances of the city 
councils granting its affiliated companies 
their franchises. C. E. Bown, Ksq,, of 
the I..aw Department, has spent nearly 
all of tl)e intervening time in compiling 
this data from the incorporation of the 
first street passenger .street railway 
company to this date. Upon the filing 
of the above mentioned complaint tlie 
Railroad Commission engaged the serv¬ 
ices of Emil Swens.son, C. E., of this 
city, to make a report to it as to the 
management and operations of the com¬ 
pany. In the latter part of the year 
1909 the city retained Bion J. Arnold, of 
Chicago, to malje an independent and 
exhaustive study of the questions in¬ 
volved and also about the same time 
I was able to interest D. T. Watson, 
Esq., of this city, in the legal pha.ses 
of the subject. All of these eminent 
authorities have given to this compli¬ 
cated situation their be.st efforts and 
from time to time reached certain con¬ 
clusions which were reported to me and 
certain actions were taken from time to 
time, either by way of negotiatiohs or 
In the form of litigation or In the at¬ 
tempt to procure legislation as a result 
thereof. A study of the whole subject 
from every viewpoint has been com¬ 
pleted for some time, but owing to the 
approach of the recent session of the 
legislature and the existence of a con- 
.slderable sentiment in favor of the crea* 
tion of a regulating body of broader 
powers than those of the present State 
Railroad Commission, it was deemed 
advisable to delay any comprehensive 
action until the outcome of the legisla¬ 
tive'.ses.sion would be known. The result 
there was disappointing, and since the 
adjournment of the session and after 
full discussion and consideration of the 
subject with Mr. Watson, he has ad¬ 
vised that all the facts be submitted to 
your honorable body for your considera¬ 
tion in the following communication:

Pittsburgh, Pa.: 

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

As you know, at your special request, 
made over a year ago, we have spent 
very much time in collecting the facts 
and investigating the different ques¬ 
tions of fact and law to ascertain the 
relative rights and duties of the City 
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of Pittsburgh with all its Street Pas¬ 
senger Railway and Traction Com¬ 
panies. Tiie situation involves many j 

complications. At different times we i 

liave partly prepared different peti¬ 

tions and pleadings leading to actual 
litigation, but before starting anytliing 
of the kind we tliought it would be 
proper, if it meets witii your approval, 
to have you send a communication to 
Council and ask Council by Committee 
or otherwise, to act with you in de¬ 
termining wliat should be done. It 
seems to us desirable to meet the wliole 
situation and to liave all the elements 
in it considered and dispos6<l of to¬ 
gether, if it be possible so to do.

I send herewith a copy of the re¬ 
ports of Messrs. Swensson and Arnold, 
a copy of the opinion and recommenda¬ 
tions of the State Railroad Commission 
and thirteen volumes containing a com¬ 
pilation of the charters and ordinances 
compiled by Mr. Bown, and sliall en¬ 
deavor to analyze the same as briefly 
as the nature of the subject will per¬ 
mit. 

Mr. Swensson’s report is a recital in 
detail of management and operation. | 
After calling attention to the difficult 
lopograpliical conditions of the district 
in which the railway.s company oper¬ 
ates, the poor street plans and particu¬ 
larly the inadeauate approaches to the 
terminal district, that is to say, the 
bridges over the rivers and the "hump'* 
streets and the great congestion of 
business in the terminal district he 
then criticizes the poor and impropei* 
routing and looping, bad scheduling, in¬ 
adequate car facilities and the result¬ 
ant low “riding habit” in proportion to 
the population and the size of the dis¬ 
trict and tlie necessarily incidental dis¬ 
proportionate low income. Mr. Swens¬ 
son in his comments is most severe in 
bis criticism of the management of the 
company and its operating methods, re¬ 
garding adeciuacy, regularity, certainty, 
frequency, .speed and safety, routing, 
scheduling, dispatching and checking of 
oars. Me condemn.s the condition of 
roadbeds, tracks, pattern of rail and 
type of cars. Me suggests the widening 
of streets and bridge.s. the elimination 
of grade crossings and the grant of 
franchises for piactically all of the 
streets in the terminal district as well 
as the grant of certain right? in some 
of the boroughs at the outiying termini 
of various lines and finally advises pa¬ 
tience on the part of (he public during 
the period necessary for rehabilitation, 
reconstruction and Impro' 'tnent. Tfis 
recommendations of improvement are 
directed to both the Railways Company 
and the city and may be grouped as 
follows: 

First. Improvements to be made by 
the Company which he advises be or¬ 
dered Immediately. 

(a) 2fi0 cars in addition to the 80 
cars already ordered. 


(b) More power plant capacity, 

(c) Better car storage accommoda- 
lion.s, 

(d) Trucks and motors for 200 open 
cars. 

Second. Improvements to be made by 
the Company and wliich from tlieir na¬ 
ture requii-e more detailed study and 
gradual introduction. 

(a) Annual additions and replenish¬ 
ments 10 the stock of cars now in .serv¬ 
ice. 

(b) Improvement in management. 

(c) Improvement in schedules, 

td) Improvement in tracks and road 
beds. 

Thii’d. Improvements to be brought 
about by joint action of the city and 
the company. 

(a) A shuttle loop, relooping in the 
terminal district and re-routing gener¬ 
ally. 

(bj Extensions on certain streets in 
the terminal district. 

(c) The con.struction, widening and 
repairing of certain bridges. 

(d) TJie separation of certain grade 
cros.sing.s. 

Fourth. Impv<n’einents that . lie 

wliolly within the Jurisdiction of the 
Municipality. 

(a) Regulation of street traffic. 

(b) The widening of certain .sti'eets. 

The Railroad Commission iu its find¬ 
ing.^ disavowed any authoi-ity to make 
any legal decrees whicli would be de¬ 
pendent either wholly or partly upon 
the action of the city or the tempera¬ 
ment of the patrons of the system, and 
therefore confined its formal recom¬ 
mendations to tha?e which were wholly 
within the power of the railways com¬ 
pany as follows: 

”1. That 50 additional closed motor 
cars of the 56-seat capacity be ordered 
at Once for delivery as speedily as pos¬ 
sible. • 

(It must here be noted that in 'addi¬ 
tion to the 80 new urban cai;s and the 
20 new in tern rban cars, th e latter re- 
lea.sing 20 of tlie 43-seat type for oily 
service, we are just now informed that 
50 new closed 60-seat trail cars have 
l)cen oi'dered for del I vory ne.xt fall, all 
of whicli equipment has' been provided 
since this piooeeding began and to 
some extent at least in consequence 
thereof. Opinion, page 11.) 

2. That all cars be di.stributed over 
practicalile routes according to the 
amount of travel and during rush 
hours be scheduled to meet so far as 
po.s.sible the demands ihei’eof; and that, 
outside of the morning and evening 
rush hour^. sufficient number of cars be 
run on all routes to accommodate the 
travel comfortably. 

3. That hereafter there be annual 
additions to the rolling stock amply 
sufficient to provide for any increase in 
travel, and to supply the lo.ss from 
wear and tear. 

4. That so far as the character of 
the various routes permits and the 
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travel thereon requires, and as the 
wear and tear of the rolling stock de¬ 
mands its renewal, the old 28-seat cars 
should be replaced by the 56-seat or 
other equally good large type of cars. 

5. Tlie routing and re-routing and 
tlie operation of short runs should be 
cai'efully studied and from time to time 
experimented witli as the city, the other 
m\inicipalities concerned and the com¬ 
pany may find advisable and practicable 
until the best arrangement thereof is de¬ 
termined and lliat thereupon publication 
be made of the several routes and the 
service tfiereon for the convenient in¬ 
formation and guidance of the patrons, 

that wlierever now practicable or 
isereafler rendered so. the terminal loops 
be shortened, the number of stops tliere- 
on decre«'Lsed and tlie crossings of loops 
by eacli other avoided. 

6. That all cars be regularly and 
thoroughly cleaned, both inside and out¬ 
side, each day, with such additional 
cleaning during the day as the circum¬ 
stances demand and permit, and that 
ample provision be made for prompt and 
full repairs as they may be required. 

7. Tliat the road bed be maintained in 
first-class condition, and that tiie power 
plants be made sufficient foi' every de- 
maiub 

8. That persistent cmdeavor he made 
to keep llie cars on schedule time. This 
i.s regarded as very important. 

9. That the company promptly deter¬ 
mine the additional francliise privileges 
it »*egards as nece.ssary for the most sat¬ 
isfactory and efficient service, and then 
make apjilication to the respective mu¬ 
nicipal authorities for the grant thereof 
and per.sist in efforts to obtain the same 
until a definite conclusion is reached. 

10. That the endeavor to eliminate 
grade cross!ng.s of steam railroads be 
jirosecuted vigorously. 

11. That proper and adequate provi¬ 
sion be made for tlie storage of cars 
near the terminal district, so that the 
<*ars can be readily run in for short trips 
and for the rush hour service.'’ 

Jt will be noted upon comparing the 
recommendations of Mr. Swens.son with 
those of the Railroad Commission that 
Die latter w'hile adhering generally to 
Mr. Sweiisson’s exiiosition of the needs 
4>f the situation did not agree with him 
as to the advisability of immediately or¬ 
dering a very large stock of additional 
car.s, suggesting that before his recom- 
memlation.s on that subject be adopted 
the city be required to follow his other 
recommendation that more track mile- 
iige he granted the lUiilways Company, 
saying on page 8 of its opinion, ’’With- 
niU this additional trackage and street 
room it is useless to add all of these 
needed cars to the rolling stock, as 
c8lle<l for in the aliove (Mr. Sw'en.sson’s) 
recommendation." 

Upon the same page the Railroad 
Commission says. "The successful and 
advantageous ojieration of tliese addi¬ 
tional cars in the terminal district is 
now impracticable." On page 9 of Its 
opinion the Railroad Commission, in re¬ 


sponse to the criticism of the Pittsburgh 
Hallways Company as to the policy of 
certain outlying boroughs at the termini 
of some of its lines, says, "And it must 
be noted even if this operation were 
perfectly feasible in the terminal dis¬ 
trict in Pittsburgh, it could not now be 
applied on various routes leading there¬ 
from into adjoining boroughs and mu- 
nicii)alitie.s because of the size of the 
cars." The position of the Railroad 
Commission therefore is tliat both the 
city and certain outlying boroughs must 
grant additional franciiises to the Rail¬ 
ways Company before it will order more 
cars. As appears on page 3 2. "When ad¬ 
ditional and improved track and loop 
facilities in the terminal district and 
elsewliere in the City of Pittsburgh and 
in the adjacent municipalities are ob¬ 
tained. the commission shall make any 
further recommendations that the cir¬ 
cumstances may require." On the same 
page the commission offers to lend its 
good offices as an advisory board to¬ 
wards an adjustment of differences, and 
then after disavowing the right to make 
any order upon the city, informally sug¬ 
gests on page 13, "That the city fully 
and carefully consider the enlargement 
of tlie gateways to its terminal dis¬ 
trict; tlie widening and opening of 
.streets; tlie regulation of street traf¬ 
fic; tiie improvement of tiie surface of 
the streets; the elimination of grade 
crossing.s of steam railroads; the grant, 
upon reasonable terms, to the Railways 
Company of tlie franchise rights neces¬ 
sary to enable that company to operate 
successfully and advantageously the 
number of cars required to properly 
meet the constantly increasing demand 
for its service. This suggestion we also 
proffer to all the adjacent municipali¬ 
ties since their interests are inseparably 
inter-related and bound together with 
those of the City of Pittsburgh, Our 
recommendations to the Railways Com¬ 
pany include a provision that it submit 
to the different municipal authorities 
requests for such additional franchise 
privileges as it deems necessary for the 
complete fulfillment of its every duty, 
which requests, we trust, will meet with 
reasonable and prompt consideration and 
be disposed of amicably and justly and 
to the ultimate benefit of all. The sug¬ 
gestions of Mr. Swensson may well be 
taken as reasons for and a guide to a 
wise and proper solution of these mat¬ 
ters. They should be approached and 
con-sidered and settled in a broad public 
spirit, and with a desire only to best 
subserve all the interested parties, and 
not as an opportunity for penalties and 
reprisabs. The past is gone; let us now 
have regard only for the future." 

Mr. Arnold made an exhaustive report 
upon tlie construction and operating 
conditions and gave an historical ac¬ 
count of the organization and develop¬ 
ment of the various corporations now 
operated by the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company, the financial condition of the 
ctimpany. and advises certain improve¬ 
ments and clianges which he groups in 
the following general heads: 

PTrst. Immediate surface railway im¬ 
provements. 
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(a) Regulation of street traffic. 

(b) Control of steam road crossings. 

(c) Maintaining of schedules. 

(d) Installation of automatic switch¬ 
es. 

(e) Operation of more cars and larger 
cars. 

(f) Proper heating, ventilation and 
lighting of cars. 

(g) Installation of improved rail and 
pavement. 

(h) Increasing clearances between 
cars and curb. 

(i) ^Widening Smithfield street bridge. 

(j) yeparating grades of trolley and 
steam road tracks. 

Second. P^uture surface railway im¬ 
provement. 

(a) Rehabilitation. 

(b) Improvements and extensions. 

(c) Future renewals out of earnings. 

(d) Re-routing. 

(e) Adequate service. 

A comparison of all those authorities 
will sliow til at they agree in almost 
every particular in tlieir findings and 
in regard to tlie necessity of radical 
remedial measures. It is not necessary 
to go very far into detail in the con¬ 
sideration of these reports to find out 
that they all agree and that the unani¬ 
mous verdict is that existing street rail¬ 
way conditions are superlatively bad. 
The question first arising is as to tiie 
causes. Mr. Arnold finds the principal 
cause to be over capitalization, with 
fixed changes out of all proportion to 
the revenues, these fixed charges being 
due partly to watered securities, partly 
to loss through development expenses, 
partly to making renewals and repairs 
out of capital stock instead of paying 
for same out of a depreciation fund 
from earnings, partly to over expansion' 
of the system by non-paying extensions, 
tliat is to say, extensions made to un¬ 
populated territory. Added to this, two 
business depressions in eight years and 
defects of management and operation 
due to inconsistent looping and rout¬ 
ing, inadequate number of cars and seats 
and neglect of improvements and repairs, 
all resulting in a low “riding habit" of 
the community and the consequent in¬ 
sufficiency of revenue to permit the com¬ 
pany to improve its service. His diag¬ 
nosis of the situation is most clear. A 
perusal of the report will show you 
clearly how a business institution 
founded upon wrong principles of finance 
has gradually worked itself into an 
almost inextricable position through the 
natural development of the defects of its 
theory of organization, and that becomes 
the next subject for your enlightenment. 

Mr. Bown, as said before, has collected 
all the records pertaining to the history 
of the structure no.w known and. oper¬ 
ated as the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany. 

The first .street passenger railway 
companies in Pittsburgh were chartered 
in the year 1859 by special Acts of As¬ 


sembly. Between this time and the 
year 1874 charters were granted to the 
following companies, among others: 

Citizens Passenger Railway Company, 
Central Passenger Railway Company, 
Pittsburgh and East Eiberty Passenger 
Railway Company, Birmingham Passen¬ 
ger Railroad Company, Pittsburgh and 
Ormsby Passenger Railroad Company, 
Pittsburgh, Allegheny and Manchester 
Passenger Railway Company, and Fed¬ 
eral Street and Pleasant Valley Passen¬ 
ger Kailw-ay Company. 

The charters of these companies in 
most instances were granted upon the 
following conditions., namely, 

That the companies should keep the 
streets occupied by their tracks in good 
repair from curb to curb, and should 
pay to llie city annually taxes upon cars 
operated and upon earnings. These 
taxes were to increase gradually until 
they reached the sum of $40-00 per car 
and 5% upon earnings; in some ca.ses 
the tax was simply upon dividends de¬ 
clared. The ordinances of the various 
municipalities contained substantially 
the same provisions, and in several 
cases the additional condition was in¬ 
serted tliat the city should have the 
right to buy the ro.ad and stock at any 
time after twenty year.s at a price to be 
fixed by appraisers. Other ordinances 
lequired the grantees of franchises to 
clean the streets from curb to curb. 
These companies con.structed and op¬ 
erated their roads under their charters 
and amendments, and supplements there¬ 
to, until about the year 1887, and the 
present operating company claims the 
riglit to* maintain and operate a num¬ 
ber of its trunk lines under the.se char¬ 
ters and the ordinances of the various 
municipalities to the companies and 
their successors. 

Between the year.s 1874 and 1889 cer¬ 
tain otliei* street railway companies were 
organized in the cities of Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny, and the adjoining bor¬ 
oughs and townships under the Acts of 
1878 and 1879. These companies also 
constructed and maintained their roads 
pursuant to the provisions of their cliar- 
ters and ordinances of the respective 
municipalities until about the year 1887, 
and the pre-^ent operating company also 
claims rights under these charters and 
onlinances. 

The Acts of 1878 and 1879, above re¬ 
ferred to, were sub.?equently declared 
unconstitutional, but these companie.s 
afterwards accepted the provisions of 
the constitution, and of the Act of 1889, 
and wei-e reorganized under the latter 
Act. 

In 1889 the legislature passed the first 
general constitutional act authorizing 
the incorporation of street passenger 
railway companies, and since tliat date 
a large number of corporations have 
been organized under the provision.s of 
this act. The number of sucli corpora¬ 
tions is much larger than was actually 
necessary, owing to the practice which 
originated about tliis time of organizing 
a number of street railway companie.s 
to build one line, each company having 































1‘ranchisos for only a small portion of 
the line. This practice was usually re* 
;?orted‘ to because cf the facility which 
it afforded for stock watering in the 
mergers which were suosequenily con* 
suminated. 

Beiw'eeji the years 1<5^7 and 1896 a 
number of ijactit>n cooM-'euies were or- 
gani:';«-u under tlie TiMcUon Idotor Pow¬ 
er Act of 1887. These companies pos¬ 
sess no independent pow'^ers of construc¬ 
tion and operation, but have merely the 
right to lease the property of street 
-ail way companies which have power 
under their charters and municipal or- 
<linanceH to build and maintain street 
j'ossonger railvrays, or to make con- 
iJacts with street railway companies for 
I - instruction, maintenance and operation. 
'I' bis power was exercised during the 
juTiod referred to, so that various trac- 
MOii systems took the place of the old 
street railway companies as operating 
(•'iiiipanieH. But the rights and liabili- 
I iojs of the traction companies still de¬ 
pend upon the charters and ordinance.s 
of the .street railw'ay companies. 

The following are tlie chief traction 
systeni.s: 

tMtizens Traction Company, Central 
Tra<’tion Company, Pittsburgh Traction 
(Niinpany, J->u<jue.sne Traction Company, 
Second Ave. Traction Company, Pitts- 
h\jrgh & Birmingham Traction Co., 
West Find Traction Company, Pitts¬ 
burgh, A]legl)eny & Manchester Trac¬ 
tion Company, and North Side Traction 
Company. 

The period from 1887 to 1896 was the 
era of transformation from the old 
luirse car epoch to modern methods of 
street railway transportation. The large 
profits which rapid transit seemed to 
offer to the proprietors of the various 
street railways, of course, resulted in 
the capitalization of franchises at enor¬ 
mous figures. The practice was to 
build the roads from tlie proceeds of 
lyond Issues, which frequently repre¬ 
sented large profits to promoters and 
underwriters in the way of commissions 
or profits on construction contracts. The 
slock was usually issued In return for 
alleged services or as bonuses on con¬ 
struction contracts, or in exchange for 
stock of other companies. This was a 
favorite method of capitalizing the 
leases from the passenger railway 
companies to the traction companies; 
tluis. the (Mtizena Traction Company is¬ 
sued $2,B«().00() of capital stock in ex¬ 
change for $200,000.00 of the capital 
stock of the Citizens Passenger Railway 
Company and certain rights under a 
lease with the Transverse Passenger 
Railway Company. The Central Traction 
Company issued $1,500,000.00 of capital 
stock in exchange for $125,000,00 capi¬ 
tal stock of the Central Passenger Rail¬ 
way Company. Practically the same 
proportion was observed in the stock Is¬ 
sue of the other traction companies, 
mils traction stock in very few in¬ 
stances represented any cash invest¬ 
ment beyond the ten per cent, required 
to he paid in by law. and In many cases 
this was paid but for alle^^ed property 
or service.s at gros.siy exorbitant prices. 


In justice to the railways companies, 
it must be said that by- no mea-ns ail 
of its dead capital account is “water,’ 
The successive changes from horse 
power to cable and then to electricity 
within a few years caused »enormous 
losses of capital. Long before the end 
of its natural life much of their equip¬ 
ment was “scrapped” because of change 
of motive power, and several times 
tracks and road bed liad to be partly or 
wliolly reconstructed because of the 
rapid development and improvement of 
the art. 

The result of the rapid expansion of 
the street railway business was to cause 
competition between the various trac¬ 
tion systems, and tliis naturally led to 
consolidation, so that by 1896 all the 
street railways properties of the sys¬ 
tem. ha'd been gathered into three com¬ 
panies by means of mergers and leases. 
The Consolidated Traction Company con¬ 
trolled the lines running out Penn ave¬ 
nue, Liberty avenue, Center avenue, 
J^'iftli avenue and Forbes street to the 
Last F.nd, and their various feeders. 
The United Traction Company conti'olled 
the Second Avenue and Allegheny lines, 
and the Pittsburgh and Birmingham 
Traction Company, and the West Lnd 
Traction Company controlled the lines 
crossing the Point Bridge to the West. 
Knd and the boroughs beyond that part 
of the city. 

These three companies issued capital 
stock in exchange for the capital stock 
of the corporations acquired by them to 
the following amounts: 

Consolidated Traction Company ap¬ 
proximately $27,000,000; United Trac¬ 
tion Company, $20,000,000; West End 
Traction Company, $5,000,000. 

The three systems above described 
were operated separately until January 
1st, 1902. Between 1896 and the latter 
date the following events took place; 

The Monongahela Street Railway Com¬ 
pany was organized, the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company appeared on the 
scene, and the Philadelphia Company 
became interested in the street railway 
business. The Monongahela Street Rail¬ 
way Company lines extended out F''orbes 
sti-eet, from the corner of Woodlawn 
avenue to Homestead, Wilkinsburg, 
Braddock, McKeesport and other places 
in thi.s vicinity. This company has a 
capital stock of $7,000,000.00. and bond¬ 
ed indebtedness of $4,000,000.00. 

The Pittsburgh Railways Company 
claims to be a corporation of this state, 
organized under the provisions of the 
Act of Assembly, approved May 25, 
1871. and I^etters Patent issued by the 
state on October 1 6. 1894. pur.suant to an 
application made after a Sheriff’s Sale of 
its property and franchises and re-or- 
ganization proceedings following this 
sale. The charter of this Company is 
one of some six or seven granted by 
the state about the same time. Its pro¬ 
visions are identical with those of the 
charier of the Pennsylvania Company, 
and have been so cunningly worded as 
apparently to authorize the corporation 
to engage in every sort of business 









which could possibly be thought of. It 
i be noted in passing that the char¬ 
ter of the Philadelphia Company has 
these same provisions. About tlie year 
1900 this charter was acquired by the 
proprietors of the West End Traction 
Company, who caused a lease to be exe¬ 
cuted from the Traction Company to 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company, then 
knowm as the Soutliern Traction Com¬ 
pany. The latter company issued its 
capital stock amounting to $5,000,000 in 
exchange for a like amount of the West 
l^nd Traction Company's stock. and 
executed a mortgage to secure a bond 
issue of $1,000,000.00. 

Jn the year 1897 or 1898 the Philadel¬ 
phia Company purchased the $17,000,- 
000.00 common stock of tlie United Trac¬ 
tion Company, issuing in exchange there¬ 
for about $6,500,000.00 of its own com¬ 
mon stock. 

About the end of the year 1301 it was 
decided by the owners of tlie Consoli¬ 
dated and United Traction Companies 
and the Pittsburgh Railways Company to 
consolidate their properties under the 
following arrangement: 

Tlie Philadelphia Company, which it 
will be remembered, owned the control¬ 
ling interest in the United Traction 
Company, purchased the entire capital 
stock of the Pitt.sburgli Railways Com¬ 
pany, and a controlling interest in the 
Consolidated Traction Company, amount¬ 
ing to practically the entire i.3sue of 
the capital stock of tlie la^^t mentioned 
company. The $5,000,000.00 capital stock 
of the Pittshurgli Railways Company 
was paid for with $2,500,000.00 of the 
common stock of the Piiiladelpliia Com¬ 
pany. To enable the Philadelphia Com¬ 
pany to pay for the Consolidated Trac¬ 
tion stock whfch it purchased, it exe¬ 
cuted a collateral security mortgage, 
pledging therein the Consolidated Trac¬ 
tion Company stock about to be ac¬ 
quired, together with certain of its gas 
and lighting stocks, and raised thereby 
the sum of $22,000,000.00, of which $12,- 
000.000.00 was used in paying for Con¬ 
solidated Traction Company stock. 

As part of the above arrangement the 
Monongahela Street Railway Company 
was leased to the Consolidated Traction 
(k>mpany at an annual rental, which 
now amounts to over $300,000.00 per 
year, in addition to interest charges on 
its bonds amounting to $200,000.00, and 
charges of maintenance and operation; 
and the Suburban Rapid Transit Street 
Railway Company, the line operating 
across the South Twenty-second Street 
Bridge, was also leased to the Consoli¬ 
dated Traction Company at a rental of 
$56,300.00 per year in addition to interest 
charges on bonds of $12,000.00 per an¬ 
num and expenses of maintenance and 
operation. 

The Consolidated and United Traction 
Companies then executed operating 
agreements with the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company which were to last for 
the term of five years, and thereafter 
until dissolved by either party on three 
months notice. By the terms of these 
agreements the Pittsburgh Railways 


Company was entitled to receive all the 
earnings from operations of the various 
properties owned, leased, or otherwise 
controlled by the two traction compa¬ 
nies, and tlie income on all Investments, 
and agreed to pay as rent all fixed 
charges upon the said properties, ex¬ 
penses of operation and oi'dinary main¬ 
tenance; and a dividend of 6% upon 
the preferred stock of the Consolidated 
1 Faction Company, and 2% upon the 
common, and o% upon the pre- 
feri'ed stock of the United Traction 
Company, and 1% upon tne common 
Stock of Lliis company. The dividends 
on the stock of these two companies 
now amount to $1,326,980.00 per year. 

Since the year 1901 the Philadelphia 
Company has purchased tlie stock of 
other street railway companies embraced 
in tiie system to the amount of about 
$ 6 , 000 , 000 . 00 . 

The Pittsburgh Railways Company 
has also assumed the following addition¬ 
al obligations; 

Interest on mortgages of properties 
suh.sequently acquired amounting to 
about $400,000.00 per year, and interest 
on a lloating indebtedness of approxi¬ 
mately $7,000,000.00. The obligations of 
the system, as they exist today, may be 
briefiy summarized and analyzed as fol¬ 
lows: 

The bonds of the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company and the various underly¬ 
ing street railwa.vs and traction compa¬ 
nies amount to about $37,500,000.00. 
The Philadelphia Company owns ap¬ 
proximately $48,000,000.00 of the capi¬ 
tal stock of the Consolidated and United 
Traction Companies, and the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company, in addition to $6,- 
000,000,00 capital stock of other compa¬ 
nies in the system acquired since 1901. 
$20,000,000.00 of the stock of the un¬ 
derlying companies is owned by other 


per.sons than the Philadelphia Company. 
The principal items of this amount are 
as follows: 

Monongahela Street Rail¬ 
way Company .$7,000,000.00 

Pittsburgh & Birmingham 

Traction Company. 3.000.000.00 

Citizens Traction Company. 3,000,000.00 
United Traction Company, 

preferred . 3.000.000.00 

Suburban Rapid Transit

Federal Street & Pleasant 
Valley Passenger Rail¬ 
way Company, about_ 700.000.00 


The floating indebtedness of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company is now six or 
.seven millions of dollars. The total 
capital liabilities of the system thus 
amount to about $118,000,000.00. As the 
physical value of the property cannot 
possibly exceed $55,000,000.00, and is 
probably not over $40,000,000.00. it is at 
once apparent what a large proportion of 
the capitalization is fictitious. 

A better under.standing of the finan¬ 
cial condition of the system and its 
bearing upon the policy of the manage¬ 
ment, can perhaps be acquired by a 
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comparison of fixed charges with in¬ 
come. As has been shown, the Phila¬ 
delphia Company ow’ns about five-sev¬ 
enths of the stock issued by the va- 
l ious companies comprising the system, 
;ind in consequently entitled to receive 
such divldend.s as are fixed on these 
slocks in tlie various leases. The faii- 
est W'ay, liowever, of arriving at the 
cliurges on the securities held by the 
I’hilaclelphia Company is to ascertain 
the annual interest or dividend charges 
on the real jn\'estment of the Philadel¬ 
phia Company; that is, its own stock or 
bonds issvied for the purpose of acciuir- 
ing the stieet raiJways and traction 
.s{(uUs. The Pliiiaclelphia Company’s 
si'W'U so issued amounts to at least $10,- 
«*<(>».000.00, and the bonds to $12,000,- 
non.(Ml. The annual interest charges on 
iiic.se two items are thus in excess of 
.*»!. MMi oOO.OO. To tills must be added 
(lie dividends, at the rate of 5% on the 
Mitk.OOO.OOO.OO of private owned stock, 
/unountlng to $1,000,000.00; 5% interest 
<m $37,500,000.00 of bonds of un(3erlying 
companies, amounting to $1,875,000.00, 
and «% interest on $7,000,000,00 of the 
iloatlng Indebtedness, The total of 
lliese charges is $4,395,000.00 per year, 

The facts concerning tlie capitalization 
of the system have been given some¬ 
what in detail, because over ca])italiza- 
tion lies at the root of the whole trou¬ 
ble and i.s the real rea.son of the unwil¬ 
lingness or of the inability of the man¬ 
agement to comply with the demands of 
tlie city and the public. 

While these .several studies were be¬ 
ing made of the conditions, causes and 
remedies, the administration has en- 
ileavored in some cases by negotiation, 
in other cases by litigation and in still 
other cases by legislation to bring about 
relief. 

In addition to the complaints to the 
Railroad Commis.sion mentioned above: 
(1.) An attempt was made at the session 
of the legislature of 1909 to procure the 
passage of an act of assembly that would 
permit the city to regulate the service 
of the company. The attempt failed. (2) 
The Finance Committee of Councils un¬ 
der authority of certain of the original 
franchises demanded an Inspection of 
the books of account from the execu¬ 
tive officers of the Pittsburgh Railways 
('onipany. The answer was a denial of 
knowledge and in other re.spects eva.^lve. 
(3) A universal transfer ordinance w'as 
enacted by Councils, but was resisted by 
the railways company on the ground of 
lack of power of the city to legislate in 
tills b3lialf. The ordinance was held In¬ 
valid by the Lower Court, and an ap¬ 
peal was thereupon taken to the Supe¬ 
rior Court, the case having been argued 
last April in that court and no decision 
as yet having been made. (4) An anti- 
crow’ding ordinance to prevent the com¬ 
pany from carrying a standing load on 
any car amounting to more than two- 
fifths of its seating capacity, and also 
a second ordinance to require the com¬ 
pany to furnish sufficient cars to carry 
out the provisions of the first. The 
first of these was declared invalid by 
the Lowei Court, because it did not pro¬ 


vide for emergencies, but the court sus¬ 
tained the principle of the city’s power 
to enact reasonable regulations of this 
nature. The second ordinance, requiring 
the company to furnish sufficient cars, 
thus, far has not been pressed by the 
city. (5) An ordinance forfeiting the 
franchise of the Pittsburgh and East 
ijiberty Railways Company, and its suc¬ 
cessors in title for failure to comply 
with tlie provisions of its charter and 
variou.s ordinances. No attempt so far 
has been made to enforce this ordinance. 
(H) i\n ordinance relating to track con¬ 
struction was introduced into the coun¬ 
cils recently dissolved, but no action 
was taken thereon and a similar ordi¬ 
nance is now pending before your hon¬ 
orable body, (7) An ordinance was in¬ 
troduced into the last councils provid¬ 
ing for a bureau of street railways in 
the Department of Public Safety, wliich 
ordinance, not having been acted upon 
by that council has been introduced and 
is now pending before you. (8) The 
city opposed the making of a connec¬ 
tion at the south end of the South Hills 
tunnel and answ-ered a bill in equity filed 
by the railways company to enjoin the 
city from interfering. The Lower Court 
granted an injunction, which was dis¬ 
solved by the Supreme Court on ap¬ 
peal. This case is important in uphold¬ 
ing the right of the city to prevent con¬ 
nections between the several underly¬ 
ing companies on the city’s highways 
witliout the consent of the city council. 
(.9) The city filed an injunction in the 
case known as the Charleroi case to en¬ 
join the company from operating Pitts¬ 
burgh and Charleroi cars in the city. 
The Lower Court, afterwards being sus¬ 
tained by the Supreme Court, refused 
the injunction, deciding that the rail¬ 
ways company might use any cars that 
it chose on the streets of the city re¬ 
gardless of whose cars they were or 
what place they came from. (10) The 
city brought action against one of the 
subsidiary companies of the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company for tolls on the 
Point Fridge and recovered a verdict of 
approximately $20,000.00. which was up¬ 
held by the Supreme Court on appeal. 
(11) The city recovered a verdict against 
the company in a case filed before the 
beginning of the present administra¬ 
tion for street cleaning under the con- 
dUions of the general ordinance of 1890. 
The verdict was for tlie sum of $226,- 
000.00. and the railways company has 
appealed from the judgment of the Com¬ 
mon Pleas to the Supreme Court.. (12) 
A bill was filed praying the court to 
require the railways company to repair 
the streets occupied by car tracks. A 
large number of streets which are in 
notoriously bad condition by reason of 
the delinque.'icj^ of the railways com¬ 
pany was included in this bill. The 
Lower Court dismissed the case, holding 
that tlie city had adequate remedies at 
law; that the city could perform the 
work itself after the company had failed 
to make the repairs upon notice and sue 
to recover the cost. (1.3) A bill was filed 
to compel the company to grade certain 
streets in the former borough of West 
Liberty, now a part of the City of Pitts- 
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burgh, under the provisions in the bor- 
ougn ordinance granted to the Bon Air 
Street Railway Company. This case was 
continued on the agreement of the com¬ 
pany to fultill its obligation, (14) Suits 
are pending to recover compensation for 
the use of the Point Bridge and Iho 
Smith field Street Bridge, based on the 
of the bridge companies (the 
stock of which is owned by the city), 
for use and occupation. Action is al.so 
pending in the case of the Smith field 
Street Bridge for the collection of lolls 
in a proceeding in equity. Suits for 
street cleaning for the years 1907, 1908 
and 1909, similar to the one already de- 
terinined, are pending. (15) An attempt 
was made to obtain a more detailed 
knowledge of the financial transactions 
of the proprietors and pi*omoters of the 
various companies by filing a petition 
with the Secretary of Internal Affairs, 
who is charged under the Constitution, to 
require corporations to report to him 
concerning their transactions. The 
Pittsburgi) Railways Con>pany filed an 
alleged answer to tliis petition, which 
disclos>?d practically no Information 
whatever. All of the underlying com¬ 
panies ignored the request, and the de¬ 
partment has as yet done notliing to com¬ 
pel the disclosure of the desired facts. 
(16) A bill was introduced into the state 
legislature at its recent session amend¬ 
ing and enlarging the powers of the 
Pennsylvania State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion. tl)e principal purposes of which 
were to make the commission a more 
efficient regulating body and also to 
enforce its recommendations. (17) A bill 
was prepared providing for a general 
public utilities commission, but the 
same was not introduced, owing to the 
intention of the state administration to 
prepare such a measure of its own. Mr. 
Bown was consulted by the Attorney 
General in tlie preparation of this bill, 
and when the same was put in form 
it contained practically the same gen¬ 
eral provisions as the bill prepared by 
the city administration. (18) A bill au¬ 
thorizing cities of the second class to 
establish a bureau of public utilitie.s. 
(19) A bill making railroads and street 
passenger railways liable to assessment 
in cases of change of grade in city 
streets, the purpose being to bring about 
the elimination of grade cro'jsings by 
action of the city alone and to prevent 
railroads and railways from obstructing 
movements of this kind by their re¬ 
fusal to contribute a share of the ex¬ 
pense. Under the law as it is now, it 
is almost impossible to agree upon the 
apportionment of the cost of tiie im¬ 
provement. (20) A bill was introduced 
empowering municipalities to construct 
street railway tracks on streets where 
no franchises liave been granted. (21) A 
bill empowering municipalities to pur¬ 
chase street railway companies or ac¬ 
quire them by condemnation proceed¬ 
ings, the purpose here being to permit 
municipal ownership, but particularly to 
put the city in position where it could 
exercise the rights reserved by it in the 
conditions attached to the grant of the 
original franchises, providing for the 
purchase of the railways at their 


physical valuation.. (22) A resolution 
amending the constitytion of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, enlarging the borrowing, power 
of the city for the purpose of financing 
the purchase of street railways. (23) 
After negotiation an agreement was en¬ 
tered into with tlie railways company 
for the widening of the Smith field Street 
Bridge. (24) Likewise an agreement 
was entered into for the separation of 
the grade crossing at Second avenue ana 
Try street. (25) Likewise an agreement 
for the construction of a new bridge 
over the Beech wood boulevai'd at Mur¬ 
ray avenue. (26) Negotiations iiave been 
in progress, but without success thus 
far, for tlie separation of tlie grade 
cros.sing at Ijitaerty avenue and Thirty- 
third street. (27) Ordinances have been 
enacted at the instance of tlie adminis¬ 
tration for the widening of Fifth ave¬ 
nue. between Grant street and Ross 
street, and of Diamond street from 
Smith field street to Gala alley. (28) On 
October 28tli, 1910, there being no ap¬ 
parent attempt made by the Railways 
Company towards carrying out the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Railroad Commis¬ 
sion under date of .June 24th. 1910, I 
sent tlie following communication to the 
President of tlie Pittsburgh Railways 
Company: 

“Pittsburgh, Penna,, 
October 14 th. 1910. 
Mr. J. D. CaJlery, President, 

Tlie Pittsburgh Railways Company, 
Pittsburgh, Penna. 

Dear Sir: 

As Mr. Arnold is about concluding his 
study of the surface traction situation 
in Pittsburgh, and as you are no doubt 
making your plan.s for winter traffic, I 
beg now to suggest that the time has 
arrived for the Railways Company and 
the city to undertake the discussion of 
the various questions involved between 
them, and particularly with reference to 
those matters included in the two rec¬ 
ommendations of the Railroad Commis¬ 
sion. I will attempt to enumerate all 
of the questions which I consider to be 
the most important, hut I do not do so 
in any sense that they should be ex¬ 
clusive of others which you desire to 
raise. I beg to suggest: 

First. That you acquaint me with 
whatever changes and experiments that 
have been made or are being made in 
accordance with the direction:'? of the 
Railroad Commission. 

Second. That you furnish me with a 
li.st of the additional franchise privi¬ 
leges which you regard as necessary. 

Third. That you furnish me with a 
a list of the locations of the one liundred 
(100) new cars a year and a half ago, 
which presumably have all been deliv¬ 
ered by this time and what provision 
has been made for additional power. 

Fourth. That you furnish me with a 
statement of your intentions with re¬ 
gard to the fifty (50) trailers to be de¬ 
livered during the current month. 

P^'ifth. That you inform me how far 
advanced the fifty (50) motor car.s are 









































wliich were ordered to be secured by 
the itailroad Commission. 

Sixth, That you inform me what bor¬ 
oughs or municipalities have been re¬ 
quested by the Railways Company to 
grant consent for improvements and the 
nature of the improvements, without 
which certain changes cannot be effect¬ 
ed within tiie city. I am referring now 
to that statement of your in your com- 
mtinication to tiie Railroad Commission. 

Seventh, That you make arrange¬ 
ments to have a representative of yours 
meet witli a representative of the city 
for the purpose of attempting a more 
equitahle di.strihution of the existing and 
prospective cars during the rush hours; 
for a conference upon re-routing and 
short runs and upon t'le further exten- 
.Sion of street regulation. 

I'.igl’.tli. I’hat the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works be brought 
In touch with the proper officials of the 
Jtailways Company to confer upon the 
\arious questions of street repaving 
and track construction. 

Ninth. That an attempt be made to 
reach a conclusion with regard to the 
widening of the Smithfield Street Bridge 
and the separation of the grade crossing 
.at Try street. 

Tenth. That an effort be made to ef¬ 
fect a separation of tlie grade cross¬ 
ings at Thirty-third street and Liberty 
avenue by a conference with the proper 
officials of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail¬ 
road Company. 

Kle\enth. That you furnish me with 
a copy of your winter schedule, show¬ 
ing the proposed lieadway for non-rush 
iiours as well as the rush hours, that is 
to say, for the entire period of the day 
and inform me what provision has been 
made or is being made for maintaining 
schedules In accordance with the second 
recommendation of the State Railroad 
Commission under date of April 24th, 
1909. and the eighth recommendation un¬ 
der date of June 24th, 1910. 

Twelfth. That you inform me what 
provi.sion has been made for storage of 
cars. 

Tiiirteenth. That you inform me what 
provision has been made for the heat¬ 
ing, ventilating and lighting of car.s. 

f^'oiirteenth. That you inform me what 
)jrovision has been made in regard to 
automatic switches, in accordance with 
the tliird recommendation of the Rail¬ 
road Commission under date of April 
24th, 1909. 

I'^ifteenth, That you lay before me 
any other plans wliich you have in mind 
for the improvement of service not in¬ 
cluded in the above, in which you con¬ 
sider that the city may have an inter¬ 
est or in which the city administration 
can be of assistance. 

Yours very truly,

Xo reply was received in answer to 
the same, and shortly thereafter I 
brought about a conference between tlie 
chief executive officers of the Railways 


Company, and as representing the city, 
Mr. John P. Fox, who was at that time 
in our employ; C. K. Robinson, Esq,, 
of the Law Department, and mysi^f. I 
repeated verbally each question con¬ 
tained therein, but no information was 
furnished and no results were obtained 
therefrom, except that the request that 
Mr. Fox be permitted to confer with 
the manager of the company with rela¬ 
tion to routing and looping as directed 
in the recommendations of the Railroad 
Commission, was acceded to, but after 
some two or three conferences Mi’. Fox 
informed me that the officer with whom 
lie, was in consultation liad had his or¬ 
ders cancelled and that he would not 
discuss the subject furtlier. 

It will be observed from the above 
enumeration of the various acts of the 
city during the past two years that 
many attempts, more or less abortive in 
tlieir results, have been made as said 
before, through persuasion, litigation 
and legislation, both to improve condi¬ 
tions in particular cases and to bring 
about a general and fundamental 
change. These various acts were tlie 
obvious steps to take under the cir¬ 
cumstances that existed and were known 
to exist at the time, but now tliat a 
study of the whole situation in every 
phase has been completed and the legis¬ 
lative authority of tlie cit 5 ' in whose 
power the determination of the city’s 
policy in this matter rest.s having been 
changed, I conceive it to be my duty to 
nr.opose to you that the whole subject 
l>e considered in its broadest aspect.s 
and a determination arrived at as to 
what action would best serve the city’s 
interests. 

Mr. Arnold truly says, “It will be 
seen that the longer this situation is 
allowed to drift the greater becomes 
the accumulation of difficulties, in fact 
they accrue at what might be termed a 
compound rate. If something is not 
done to check the cumulative results of 
these serious defects, the usefulness of 
the railway as a public utility will rap¬ 
idly diminish.” 

The situation seems almost insoluble 
when one considers the counter demands 
of the two parties to the controversy. 
Tlie short-cut remedy mentioned above, 
a public regulating body with broad 
power.s of discretion, is out of the ques¬ 
tion for the time being, since the leg¬ 
islature failed to enact the general pub¬ 
lic utilities bill proposed by Governor 
Tener. There remains, therefore, but 
one or both of two other plans of ac¬ 
tion, \[z., negotiation and litigation. For 
either purpose an enumeration of the 
respective demands of the parties is 
necessary. 

The Railways Company desires, I un¬ 
derstand: 

First. Grants of franchises on the 
streets at the following places: Thirty- 
first and Thirty-second streets, Penn to 
Liberty and connecting curves; Twelfth 
street, Penn to Liberty and connecting 
curves; Twenty-fir.st and Twenty-second 
streets, connecting curves at Penn and 
Liberty: Ninth Street Bridge loop, 







curves at I'irst and Penn, Seventh 
and Penn; Market street, Water to iMfth 
avenue and connecting curves; Ferry 
street, Fourth avenue to Water and con¬ 
necting curves; Water street, Ferry 
street to Wood street; First and Second 
avenues. Wood to Grant and connecting 
curves; Third avenue, Grant street to 
Ross street; Ross street, Third avenue 
to Forbes; Diamond street, Wood street 
to Grant street; Old avenue, Forbes 
street to Fifth avenue; Center avenue 
and Highland avenue, curve; Carson 
street at South Seventeenth and South 
Eighteenth streets: Woods Run avenue 
loop above Brighton road; Dincoln ave¬ 
nue. 'W;” Smith field Street Bridge; 
bridges to be raised on Carson street to 
McKees Rocks; Louisa street loop, Bo- 
quet; curves. Fifth avenue and Craig 
street, Cathedral corner; curves, Brady 
and Forbes; Curves, Fifth avenue ext. 
and Frankstown “YCarson and Thir¬ 
tieth street “Y,” or loop through Thir¬ 
tieth street; tracks on Craft avenue, 
from Fifth avenue to Forbes street. 

Second. Permission to effect certain 
changes in looping and routing after 
the above grants are made. 

Third. Certain street grants in some* 
of the outlying boroughs at the termini 
of some of their lines. 

Fourth. The introduction of more 
traffic regulations, such as now exist 
upon Smith field street, Wood street and 
Third and P'ourth avenues. 

Fifth. That the “hump” streets be 
widened so that its facilities for opera¬ 
tion may be enlarged. 

On the other side^ the city and the 
patrons of the company demand: 

First. That more and larger cars be 
added. 

Second. That the many dilapidated 
cars now in use be replaced by new and 
larger cars. 

Third. That the road bed be restored 
and maintained in first-class condition. 

Fourth. That power plants, including 
power transmi.ssion, be made sufficient 
for every demand. 

Fifth. That reforms be effected in 
the organization of the railways com¬ 
pany to bring about more adequate, reg¬ 
ular and certain service, as proposed by 
Mr. Swensson in his report on page 27, 
et seq. 

Sixth. Improved I'outing and looping. 

Seventh. Universal transfers. 

Eighth. Through routing, which means 
the passage of cars from one end of the 
city to the other through the business 
district. 

All of these demands and some others 
of minor consequence are contained in 
the order.s and recommendation.*? of the 
Railroad Commission under date of June 
2 4th, 1910, as enumerated heretofore, ex¬ 
cept the universal transfers and through 
routing. 

The city in its corporate capacity may 
claim that the railways company obey 
and perform the conditions provided in 
the old charters and ordinances as fol¬ 
lows: 


First. That the streets therein be re¬ 
paved from curb to curb. 

Second. That said streets be kept 
clean constantly from curb to curb by 
the railways company. 

•Third. That the license taxes therein 
provided be paid. 

Fourth. That the compensation for 
tlie uise of tlie streets therein stipulated 
be paid on a basis of a percentage of 
tlie gross receipts. 

The dominating note of all the au¬ 
thorities above mentioned, who have 
studied this question. viz., Messrs 
Swensson, Arnold, Watson and the Rail¬ 
road Commissioners, in their advice as 
to the method of bringing about the 
reforms and improvement.^ re(iuired is 
co-operation and conciliation. On page 
twelve, of the opinion of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania liailroad Commission is contained 
the advice of that body to all parties in 
interest which I quote as being typical 
of the opini()n of all of those who have given 
consideration to the solution of these (jues- 
tions, “The Commission is impressed 
with the belief tliat both the Railways 
Company and the present administration 
of the City of Pittsburgh are ready and 
willing to adjust all differences and to 
make all reasonable agreements and con¬ 
tracts necessary to accomplish the es- 
'tablishment cf harmonious relations and 
of a very satisfactory trolley service, 
and it is earnestly hoped that the pub¬ 
lic will also heartily co-operate to this 
end. If the right spirit is manifested 
by these three parties in interest a 
much more satisfactory and permanent 
and equitable result can be obtained 
than by any other method. And if such 
disposition he manifested by all the par- 
lies, and there should yet arise any such 
differences as seems to hazard an amica¬ 
ble agreement, this Commission will, if 
desired, lend its good offices, as an ad¬ 
visory board, towards the just adjust¬ 
ment of such differences*"’ Here is one 
plan of action. Tlie thought occurs 
that your honorable body might invite 
the corresponding officials of tlie Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company, that is to 
say, its Board of Directors, to a confer¬ 
ence for a discussion of the demands, 
rights and duties of the parties to the 
controversy and tliat in the event of a 
failure to reach a mutually satisfactory 
conclusion then the members of the 
railroad commission be invited to act 
as umpires. 

The demands of the railways com¬ 
pany upon the city can be easily met. 
The difficulty will lie in the railways 
company meeting the demands of its 
patrons and the city, because of the 
financial outlay required. To furnish 
many moz’e new cars; to enlarge its 
power plant capacity, and to rebuild 
many miles of track requiring recon¬ 
struction means thorough rehabilita¬ 
tion of the company’s property and will 
require an enormous outlay of new capi¬ 
tal. Mr, Arnold says ten millions of 
dollars and an additional one million 
dollars per annum for future obsoles¬ 
cence. The ten millions of dollars of 
new capital would mean additional fixed 
charges of $,^00,000.00 per year, which, 




















with the other annual investment of 
( ne million dollarB, would cause an in- 
trrease of fixed charfje.-} of $1,500,000.00 
to a concern which last year had a 
deficit of $1,300,000.00. Consideration 
mig:ht be well given to the opinion of 
tius expert of the immediate financial 
needs of the railways company and its 
ability to obtain the same before rous¬ 
ing anj',sanguine hopes of voluntary ac¬ 
tion on its part.

(♦f the rights, power.s, duties and obliga¬

The city, on behalf of itself and the

First. That the implication exists in 
;ill tlie grants made to the underlying 
companies of tlie Pittsburgh Hallways 
Company that tliey or their operating 
company aie charged with the duty of 
rendering to the public adequate service, 
regardless of their financial condition. 

Second. That the expressed conditions 
r'ontained in the old charters and or¬ 
dinances are still in effect and enforce¬ 
able. 

Third, That the duties imposed in 
the general regulating ordinance of 1890 
in regard to street repair and street 
cleaning are enforceable. 

Fourth. That the capitalization of 
the railway system based on the various 
leases and mergers is fraudulent. 

A decision in favor of the city in all 
the.se rights which it claims would not 
only bring to the patrons of the road 
the service to which they are entitled, 
but to the city a large annual revenue 
as well. 

As against these rights and claims of 
the city and obligations believed to exist 
against the company the latter, 

First. Will probably deny and con¬ 
trovert the charge of the city as to in¬ 
adequacy of service; will deny the abil¬ 
ity of the comi)any to grant more tran.s- 
fers: will deny the feasibility of better 
looping and through routing, as well as 
other .‘mggested changes for the better¬ 
ment of the service. 

Second. Tlie railways company will 
claim that the expressed conditions in 
the old charters and ordinances have 
been waived by the city through its 
laches and tliat new grants were sub¬ 
sequently made to the original grantees 
or their successors without such con¬ 
ditions and that the enactment of the 
general ordinance of 1890 was an impo¬ 
sition of new conditions in lieu of those 
contained in the old ordinances. 

Third. The railways company will 
probably deny that the streets are in 
such bad condition as to demand entire 
reconstruction and that in the event the 
city must reconstruct the tracks where 
the railways company refuses and after¬ 
wards bring suit for the .cost of the 


same, when the question will be deter¬ 
mined whether any necessity existed for 
such reconstruction, before the company 
will be compelled to pay the cost of 
the same. Furthermore, the company 
will probably disagree with the city as 
to ihe type of track construction and 
thereby attempt to evade such recon¬ 
struction and the payment of the cost 
thereof. 

Fourth. That the alleged fraudulent 
capitalization was permitted under the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

Permit me to repeat that this is by 
far the largest, the most complicated 
and the most difficult problem before 
your honorable body for solution. It 
seems to me to be almost beyond the 
compreliension of a single mind in all 
its phases and, without intending to an¬ 
ticipate the result of your deliberations, 
altogether beyond the capacity of the 
Pittsbui'gh Railways Company to con¬ 
tend with. Improvements necessitating 
ihe investment of many millions of (iol- 
lars and capital investment that will 
lequira the additional payment of many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
fixed charges to a corporation which 
Ip-st year failed to meet its present 
fixed charges by $1,300,000.00, seems to 
be almost a hopeless case. But I beg 
to assure you that I shall be glad to 
co-operate with your honorable body in 
any course of action that you should 
outline by giving you any further infor¬ 
mation which I have and lending you 
my aid in any active steps that you 
should decide to pursue.

Gentlemen: 

Upon entering In office as City Treas¬ 
urer. April 6th, 1909. and after looking 
o\er the system and giving it consider¬ 
able thought. T concluded that some 
changes .should be made, first, by allow¬ 
ing tax payers or their agents to pay the 
September installment after April, and 
before Septembei*. which was not al¬ 
lowed before. The first reason was to 
accommodate the people; the second, 
waT to derive the benefit of having the 
money deposited, and thereby receive 
two (2%) per cent on daily balances. 


In March, 1910, when collecting City 
taxes. J made another change by de¬ 
positing cliecks more promptly. I ob- 
.served, wiien J had taken charge of of¬ 
fice. A])ril 6tli, 1909. tiiat checks which 
came in during the month of MarcJi 
were still in vault, thereby lo.sing the 
interest. In place of keeping the orig¬ 
inal clief'ks attached to statement< until 
some time Jn April, I had duplicates 
made, and liad them attached to state¬ 
ments. depositing the original—throiigli 
wliich the City gained $4,889.31 on in¬ 
terest. In 1911, the same was followed 
up. witii even better results, and the 
City gained $6,023.83. This did not in¬ 
clude the prompt depositing of Water 
Rents and the September installments, 
the intere-st on which amounted to con¬ 
siderably more than under the old sys¬ 
tem, 

I would suggest for the City Treas¬ 
urer’s office.—to have an increase in 
interest on the money received for the 
City of Pittsburgh, and which can only 
be made by an ordinance; having great 
confidence in tlie present members of 
Council, whom T consider men of experi¬ 
ence and business ability, I would sug¬ 
gest timt an ordinance be passed for 
cJuanging tlie present .system of deposit¬ 
ing City money. 

I found that in 1908, at the close of 
the fiscal year, the City of Pittsburgh 
had a balance of $2.225.035..55; in 1909, 
a balance of $ 4,85 9,-88 4.51; and in 1910, a 
balance of $8,927,800.96. These balances 
included the Sinking Funds, and the 
1910 balance included the $5,779,934.36, 
for bonds sold. 

I would therefore recommend that 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 be deposited in 
twenty banks, on a savings account, 
bearing four (4%) per cent interest; 
said banks to have not less than $300.- 
000 capital and surplus, and at the same 
time furnish the City with such bond 
as may be required by ordinance. The 
banks which are to be City Depositories 
for checking account to pay two (2%) 
per cent on dally balances, as it is as 
much as any good bank can afford to 
pay. when one considers that they pay 
one-half (Vi%) per cent for their bond, 
and money is clieoked out frequently. 
Some of these City Depositories, wlio 
have deposits nn checking account may 
loan money out. and at the same time 
the City may make a large draft, there¬ 
by compelling the bank to make a loan 
for the purpose of meeting its demands. 
Taking this all into consideration, I 
think that two (2%) per cent is an 
honest and fair intere.st on daily bal¬ 
ances of checking accounts. 

I do not think it advisable to deposit 
money on checking account in fifty- 
three hanks, as recommended by some 
gentleman, as we have in the City of 
Pittsburgh twenty-eight national banks 
and twenty-five state banks, which would 
he a total of fifty-three. It would take 
considerable unnecessary work, in liav- 
ing so many banks for checking ac¬ 
count. 

T would also state 
that in selecting twenty banks for sav¬ 
ings account.-—that the Trust Compan-

Dear Sir—At the request of the Com¬ 
mittee on Water and Filtration, I here¬ 
with present to you the results of our 
investigations relative to Cabbage Hill 
and Ross Hill as reservoir sites. 

The object of the proposed reservoir 
is primarily to supply the lower North 
Side District with water; in addition to 
tliis, it is ultimately designed to supply 
the lower Pittsburgh District from this 
source by a line across the Allegheny 
River. The new reservoir is to take 
the place of the old Troy Hill Basin, 
which is to be abandoned, It being too 
small, in very bad repair, and falling to 
furnish the proper pressures in the dis¬ 
trict supplied. 
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Troy Hill Basin, as now in uac, fur- 
n is lies u service pre'jsnre at City Hall, 
North .Side, of DC p.ountls- In order to 
properly serve tlie district, this should 
be raised to 70 pounds. The distributing 
pipe-line .system of lower Allegheny be¬ 
gins at Troy Hill Basin, the pressure 
at the flow line of the basin being zero; 
til is means that, with tlie old basin 
abandoned, we must deliver water into 
the tlistrit)uting lines at this point under 
15 pouTids pressure, which will Increase 
the present i)ressure of 55 ])Ounds at 
('ity Hall to 70 pounds. 

It was assumed by all parties con¬ 
cerned that the cost of the actual con- 
.struction of the reservoir would be about 
the same on cither site. The question 
therefore reduce-? itself to a compari¬ 
son of the cost of pumping and coat of 
pipe line.s necessary to deliver water 
into the distributing .system at Troy 
Hill under 15 pounds pressure, or under 
70 pounds pressure at City Hall. 

The present consumption of the North 
.Side i^, liberally speaking, 40 million 
gallons daily: in addition to tliis, we 
design to ultimately supply about 40 
million gallons into lower Pittsburgh. 
The comparison of costs, shown later, 
deals with both propo.sitions. 

The following tables show^ the general 
data, for both sites, used in making cal¬

The distance siiown in above tables 


are from' tlie reservoirs to the beginning 
of the present distributing .system at 
Troy Hill. 

In order to deliver 40 million gallons 
to this point, tlie expenditure necessary 
for the Cabbage Hill Reservoir is only 
the cost of the reservoir it-elf. as the 
present pumping main would serve for 
the pumping and for the distributing 
main, with a few short connections. In 
order to get the above pressure from 
Ro s Hill, it would be necessary to lay 
an additional 60-inch main, paralleling 
the present main. 

If it is desired to deliver 40 million 
gallons to Allegheny and 40 million gal¬ 
lons to Pittsburgh, the Cabbage Hill .site 
would require an additional force main 
20.000 feet long, and an additional dis¬ 


tributing main to the river crossing 8,- 
500 feet long. To accomplish tlie same 
pu)*posc from Rosa UiU would require 
a new pumping main 3,000 feet long, 
and an additional 90-inch distributing 
main 28,000 feet long, making two new 
distributing mains. 

Tlie difference in pumping head be¬ 
tween Cabbage Hill and Ross Hill would 
be 41 feet; using the figures as a basis, 
the following results obtain:

From the preceding data, it is evident 
that the annual saving in favor of Cab¬ 
bage Hill is $21,622.00 on the 40 million 
proposition, and $28,044.00 on the 80 mil¬ 
lion proposition. It is also ai>parent that 
to use the Ross Hill site wmuld require 
right now an additional appropriation of 
$62 4,000.00, in order to .supply the North 
Side with filtered water. 

In the above data, the cost of pump¬ 
ing has been taken at $0,016 per million 
gallons per foot high, which is the same 
as the cost at Brilliant Pumping Station 
during 1909. This figure covers the coal 
and supplies and labor, and as the la¬ 
bor charges would be the .same, regard¬ 
less of which site the reservoir was

In -rder for the Ross Hill Reservoir 
to give this pressure without an addi- 
tiona; distributing main, its flow line 
woul ‘ ha^e to be increased to about 
elevation 300, presuming that this were 
possible, and on account of the greater 
length of lines (about 6,000 feet), each 
millioj gallons of water would have to 
be pumped 8 feet higher than at Cab¬ 
bage {fill.

In reference to that part of Mr. Hill’s 
report on page 4, which show's an annual 
saving in favor of Ross Hill. 

The conditions assumed are not the 
conditions which have to be met. 

The results accomplished are not what 
the demands of the situation require. 
We do not need a storage basin discharg¬ 
ing into another basin, but a distribu¬ 
ting basin discharging under increased 
pres.su re. 

The charge for pumping should be 
$0,016 instead of $0,025. 

If Mr. Hill will consider the condi¬ 
tions to be met, the results to be ac¬ 
complished, and apply tlie correct 
charges, the balance will be the other 
W'ay. 

i\ny discussion of the figures as set 
down would only be confusing, as the 
operating conditions described in Mr. 
Hill’s report are not economical, and 
would not be considered by this bureau, 
which has no intention of spending 
money to pump water up hill into one 
basin in order that it may run down hill 
into another. 

In making this comparison of sites, no 
mention has been made of the additional 
right of way necessary for pipe lines 


to the Ro«s Hill site, as it is believed 
that suflicient data has been furnished 
I to show beyond doubt the economic 
I value of one site over the other.

upon all of them in one communication.

by requested, directed, authorized and 
empowered to make daily returns of Ills 
collections to the city treasurer, the 
said treasurer to deposit said moneys in 
the city depositories, etc,” is in viola¬ 
tion of the Act of March 22, 1877, Penn¬ 
sylvania Laws, 16, Section 10, which 
specifically directs the procedure to be 
followed by the collector and against 
which any other action cannot prevail. 

I also return, without my approval. 
Bill No. 289, providing ‘‘for the cost and 
expenses of collecting delinquent taxes,” 
repealing the Ozdinance allowing the 
collector one and one-half per cent, 
commission for collections and giving 
him in lieu thereof “the actual expenses 
of collecting tlie same which shall not 
exceed the sum of $1,000 per month.” 
This bill is in violation of that part of 
Section 5 of the Act of May 31, 1911, 
which provides that “tlie salaries and 
emoluments of all such officers shall not 
be increased or diminished during their 
term of office.” This Is the law creat¬ 
ing and defining the pow'ers of your 
honorable body and under which you 
were appointed. If this last bill was 
pasiied with a view to carrying out the 
effect of the first bill mentioned above, 
viz: Bill No. 72. then it is also defec¬ 
tive in not providing a force of clerks 
and employes to conduct the office. The 
bill is a bad one ‘further If that Is its 
purpose In not providing a large enough 
sum to pay the salaries of the necessary 
assirjtants and other expenses of the 
office. 

It is w'eli knoW’n that a much larger 
sum til an this has been expended in 
the operation of the office for at least 
five years, and experience being the best 
guide in the absence of an inquiry of 
a more detailed nature I feel convinced 
that a mistake has been made in pro¬ 
viding this sum. I liave not heard of 
any investigation being made upon 
which it can be computed that one 
thousand dollars per month is the ex¬ 
act amount necessary to operate the of¬ 
fice. 

But furthermore, even though this 
sum would be sufficient, the Council 
does not have authority to provide for 
the payment of employes in tills man¬ 
ner. Authority must be granted for the 
employment of each Individual at a 
stated sum and therefore the effect of 
Bill No. 72 and of Bill No. 289 if they 
were enacted and their provisions car¬ 
ried out to the letter would be to add 
$12,000 per year to the salary of the 
city treasurer and leave him without 
any force to do the wmrk of .the depart¬ 
ment. A state of confusion would nec¬ 
essarily result. If it should be answer¬ 
ed that further curative legislation will 
follow I cannot assume that it may not 
also fail to meet the situation. 

The legislation Is purely expedient and 
it is a good illustration of usurpation 
of authority. Being dictated by expedi¬ 
ency it is not surprising that the bills 
should have been prepared Inconsider¬ 
ately and not only violate the laws of 
the commonwealth but at the same time 
if unenntested still fail to meet the ends 




























and answer the purposes of their au- | 
Ihors. I 

Bill Xo. 73 apparently concedes the 
want of authority in the Council to 
force the appointment of a single indi¬ 
vidual as tliQ head of botn aepartments 
and Bill No, 289 attempts to assume 
such authority by the arbitrary exercise 
of the councilman ic control over tlie 
fiscal policy of the city. To this exer¬ 
cise of power I cannot be a party. The 
powers of the municipal authorities are 
delegated and clearly divided between 
the legislative and executive depart¬ 
ments and to my mind if the law de¬ 
putes to one officer the discretion of de¬ 
termining the policy of the municipality 
in any matter and to other officials the 
authority to finance that matter, the lat¬ 
ter cannot morally coerce the first by 
its arbitrary control of the purse 
strings. Each authority has its own 
responsibilities and the consequences of 
the acts of each party must reasonably 
and morally be left to them respectively 
to decide and to answer for. 

I made the statement at one of the 
meetings of Council that the rate cf 
commission was not the most material 
consideration, but strongly urged that 
the compensation be fixed in proportion 
to receipts in order to accelerate the ac¬ 
tivity of the department. This to my 
mind is only plain business policy, and 
it is the one men of business follow in 
their private matters under the same cir¬ 
cumstances. But even the rate of pay j 
is less important than the necessity of a j 
special officer and a separate office to ^ 
administer tills function until some 
order has been brought out of the ex¬ 
isting chaos. Business depression and | 
lack of financial incentive to the collec¬ 
tor has forbidden foreclosure for about j 
five years. There are now outstanding | 
14,600 Hens against approximately 4,000 
pieces of real estate of which about 
1.200 are liened for every year\s taxes 
for the last 20 years or more. The ac¬ 
cumulation of taxes, costs, advertising 
of delinquents and advertising for de¬ 
fendants who cannot be reached by per- i 
sonal service will in many, if not most 
cases, amount to more than the value of 
the property. Tlie cleanup when It is 
made must be done by investigation 
of each separate case instead of proceed¬ 
ing pell mell against all and in the 
routine manner in which it necessarily 
will be done if the performance of the [ 
duty is assigned to an officer already 
burdened with other much more import¬ 
ant cares and whose personal interest 
Is not aroused. The magnitude of the 
task will stretch the officer's time be¬ 
yond ordinary office hours. i 

The Act under which your honorable 
body was created contains a wise pro- i 
vision permitting conferences between 
the co-ordinate departments of the gov¬ 
ernment. and I beg to suggest that be¬ 
fore proceeding any further, an attempt 
be made to reconcile the contending 
views honestly existing regarding this 
matter. While the subject Itself is of I 
very great importance, the differences ! 
of opinion are slight, and the contro- I 
versy has attracted public opinion to a 
degree far beyond its deserts, as well as 


taken up much more of your valuable 
time and my own than is fairly war¬ 
ranted. 

A11 hough it Is a fertile field for. po¬ 
litical controversy, little of the truth 
has been told the public. If it is true 
that a violent public opinion, against the 
prrsent administration of the office has 
been built up by malicious falsehood and 
exaggeration, so might a much more gen¬ 
eral and just public sentiment be cre¬ 
ated If the result of an unwise change 
should bring into the city treasury sev¬ 
eral hundred thousands of dollars less 
of income than is received at present 
and thereby compel an increase in the 
tax rate. It is to the operations of this 
office during the past two years that 
the credit must be given for preventing 
an increase. The increased receipts for 
1 909 over 1908 amounted to more than 
one mill of taxes and of 1910 over a 
half mill. 

1 conceive it to be our dutj^ to act 
upon the law and the facta as we find 
them, and am ready to confer with a 
view to the speedy conclusion of the 
contro\ersy.

“I do not intend to say anything on 
the merits of tlie bill this time.

The Chair stated: 

“The Mayor is now here, and I be¬ 
lieve he would like to say something to 
Council, if there is no objection.” 

Hon. William A. Magee, Mayor, arose 
and said: 

<‘Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen: It 
appears to me that I have stated my 
opinion that all legislation passed is il¬ 
legal. If the bills are passed again, the 
effect of such action would be to raise 


a contest that can only be decided by 
the Supreme Court. If this decision is 
adverse to the position assumed by the 
Council, which I do not feel any doubt 
about the effect would then be to con¬ 
tinue this office with larger total emolu¬ 
ments to the collector than in the past 
year. On the other hand, I believe if 
this Council would take a reces-s for a 
few days and give consideration to all 
the questions involved, other action 
might be taken that would reduce the 
$16,000 per year to some sum about 
$10,000 less. I think if all action is sus- 
J pended for the moment, an arrange¬ 
ment may be reached whereby the city 
would save $10,000 per year. If the bills 
are passed over the veto, and the deci¬ 
sion be in favor of the collector, the 
large fees objected to would continue. 

I am sincerely anxious to end the 
existing controversy, which I believe 
has been and will continue to prevent 
etficiency in the administration of the 
office. There are more than 4,000 pieces 
of property against which taxes are de¬ 
linquent, and there are 1,200 on which 
more than five years’ taxes are due. I 
believe as long as this agitation is con¬ 
tinued that it will probably remain in 
the same v/ay. 

If we devised some plan whereby all 
that money could be brought in, at one 
moment, we could avoid a tax levy for 
the current expenses of this city for 
one year. T think some such thing 
should he done, and I believe something 
should be accompli'jhed in the way of 
I collecting these taxes. As I understand 
the law the responsibility for the con- 
I tinuance of the office does not lie in the 

( office of the Covincil; it lies in the 

j Mayor 

j As long as I understand the Interest 
I of the city as clearly a.s I do, I shall 
favor the collection of this money by 
a separate individual. 1 cannot con¬ 
scientiously send a message to this 
Council and say to you that the collector 
of delinquent taxes should be removed; 
that the office could be more efficiently 
conducted by an official burdened with 
other duties. How can I remove him 
without giving some reason? What rea- 
I son can I give? You all say you have 
I no personal objection to him or his con- 
i duct of the office; that the objection is 
to the office itself. 

What investigation has been made 
by you or anyone that the office can be 
conducted for $12,000 a year? It cost 
about $i 9,000 a year in the last two 
year.s; in the three preceding years it 
cost about $17,000. Now how can I fail 
to veto a bill fixing the cost of operat- 
i ing it at less than $17,000? T do not see 
[ how you can pass that bill unless you 
know from investigation or good au¬ 
thority, that $12,000 is sufficient to con¬ 
duct this office. 

I think all this legislation is illegal 
and ill-advised, not in proper form, and 
I merely wish to put myself on record 
as being opposed to it on principle.” 

Mr. Bauh arose and said: 

“Mr. President, Mr, Mayor: I lis¬ 

tened last Saturday evening to an ad- 
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dress by the Honorable Mayor of the 
City of Pittsburgh, which in my mind, 
was a classic, I have never in my ex* 
perlence enjoyed an address more than 
that. In this address the Honorable 
Mayor stated the needs of the City of 
Pittsburgh—the uplift. We desire to 
.sincerely co-operate with the Honorable 
Mayor in this regard. He has told us 
that in liis estimation the legislation in 
these ordinances is illegal. Our City 
Solicitor helped us to get them up, and 
he declared them legal. We are every 
day laboring. The only attorney in this 
Council of Nine is your Honor self. We 
must lake the word of our City Solic¬ 
itor. 

“As regards the Supreme Court deci- 
.sion going against us and that the loss 
of the city will be $10,000 a year, gen¬ 
tlemen. the amount of time that we 
have wasted on this matter already and 
the amount of time unless we put this 
proposition that we will consume, what 
will $10,000 per year amount to? Hour 
after hour, day after day, is being con¬ 
sumed and loss of very important busi¬ 
ness that we would like to pu>h 
through; that we would like to help the 
Mayor In making improvements that the 
bond issue has been voted upon. We 
would like to work with him, but we 
are hindered; we are hampered; we are 
kept back. 

“As regards the proposition that 
$12,000 will not be enough. When the 
matter conies up before the Finance 
Committee I will not put my vote to a 
proposition that will not help to pay 
sufficiently the labor employed in this 
bureau, providing it is consolidated with 
that of the Treasurer. Mr. President 
and gentlemen, I thank you."

My object was, and I 
believe the object of every member of 
Council was, to do something to reduce 
the fees of the Collector of the Delin¬ 
quent Taxes. I think that we all rec¬ 
ognized that the amount of money he 
received for the work he done was very 
much out of proportion to the amount 
of money received by other gentlemen 


in the Mayor’s Cabinet, who probably 
do a great deal more work. The respon¬ 
sibilities of the oifice were probably 
greater than the responsibility of this 
office. 

“As I see the matter how, It appears 
to me that we have accomplished noth¬ 
ing. Even though we pa^s these meas¬ 
ures over the veto of the Mayor, the 
situation remains the same. I have 
been advised by legal authority that the 
ordinance.s as presented are illegal; that 
they will not stand. The Mayor takes 
the position that even though the or¬ 
dinances do pass, he cannot see his way 
to remove the Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes, and it is a question whether 
then he has authority to remove the 
Collector, 

‘‘'Now if that is true, it will involve a 
case of law, which will take at least 
a year, and probably the term of the 
man’s office, before there is anything 
accompli'^hed, which I think would be 
very distasteful to these gentlemen. 1 
think that if we would do things in our 
own business in that manner, we would 
not get very far on. Therefore, I 
would do in this matter as I would do 
in my own business. If my attorney 
advised me that I was not on the right 
track, I would go back and start anew.

Gentlemen.—I have joined with the 
Mayor in signing the emergency cer¬ 
tificate suggesting an appropriation for 
cutting the “Hump," only for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing the matter before you, 
for your action. 

I do not believe this is the wisest 
way to undertake the improvement, the 
ultimate cost of which will run into 
millions. In undertaking it in this man¬ 
ner, you will to my mind, undoubtedly 
exhaust the Councilmanic power to 
provide money for future emergencies, 
or diminish it to so great an extent 


that should an emergency arise where 
it was necessary to use it speedily, 
your Body or its successors would be 
powerless to act except through the 
referendum. 

In this connection I desire to direct 
your attention to a portion of my com¬ 
munication submitting my annual re¬ 
port, as found on page 6. 

I do not desire to be understood as 
opposing the improvement. It may re¬ 
sult in all the benefits its adherents 
claim for it, (of which I am not en¬ 
tirely satisfied), but I do not believe it 
lo be of t,uch importance as to lead to 
exhausting, or at least impairing to a 
large extent the Councilmanic power. 

As this question will ultimately reach 
the Courts, I ask that you carefully 
consider it in all its bearings before you 
taae ttnal action. 

I would suggest that there is ample 
time, should you so desire, to pas.s the 
necessary desired ordinance and submit 
the question to the people at the No¬ 
vember election.

When three or four months ago the 
Governor of this Commonwealth ap¬ 
pointed the present nine councilmen, a 
mod popular act in Pittsburgh politics 
4ook place. 


When two or tlirco weeks ago Messrs. 
A. J. Kelly, Jr. and D. P. Black an¬ 
nounced their inability on account of 
health and business interests to go be¬ 
fore the primaries for re-election by the 
people, a calamity struck the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Not bting politicians and desiring to 
play this councllmanic game with the 
cards on the table faces up so that all 
interested in our doings will know the 
game, 1 desire to recite to Mfc;.ssr.s, Kel¬ 
ly and Black the action of the Council 
on receipt of their resignations and 
statements that tliey could not possibly 
go before the people for re-cle<dion. We 
convened two weeks ago yesterday in 
the forenoon to cons filer the resigna¬ 
tions. J l seemed expedient then, a.s 
now, that tliey should be accepted and 
fitting men put in tlieir places. After 
a Jong conference and serious study, a 
recess was taken until the afternoon, at 
which conference Dame Fortune pointed 
us to Robert Garland—a young, healthy, 
energetic business man and one of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s captains of industry. 

Having agreed upon this name, we 
looKed for a second. Many report.s had 
come to the councilmen that the labor¬ 
ing men of the city were not properly 
represented in its council. Whether or 
not that was so, we could see no ob¬ 
jection to the multitude of the hlghest- 
grade and best-paid working men in the 
civilized world having one of their own 
number on this council, realizing as we 
do that we are councilmen for all the 
people of all tlie city, and Peter J. Mc- 
Ardle was singled out as being admired 
and loved by them and respected by the 
employers of labor as well. 

The Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 
having a voice in the filling of any 
V acancies that occur in this council, 
was called into conference with the 
seven councilmen and these names sub¬ 
mitted to him. He approved of them. 
These two gentlemen were then tele¬ 
phoned and immediately joined our con¬ 
ference; tliey were tol'd of the vacancies 
and the wishes of the councilmen and 
Mayor. It was agreed they should 
stand with us before the people for 
nomination at the coming primarie.s. 

I repeat that when Mr. Kelly and Mr. 
Black decided it was impossible for 
them to continue with the council Pitts¬ 
burgh met with a calamity and their 
a sociate? in this council suffered a 
great loss, for it certainly has been a 
pleasure to serve with them and it is a 
great regret for us to see them retire. 

Mr. Piesident, with a pang of regret 
in my heart over the los.s of the asso¬ 
ciation of the^e two capable men, with 
a regret on account of Pittsburgh's 
great loi?s of men who<?e bn-^ine s edu¬ 
cation has eminently fitted them for 
this position, with gratification for the 
un.selfish attitude they hav e taken in 
this matter making it pos.sible for us to 
approach the people with a full nine, 
and with satisfaction over the fact that 
we believe we have selected two men 
of whom all the people will approve. I 
move you that the resignations of Mr. 





Kelly and Mr, Black be accepted forth¬ 
with. 

JMr. Kelly arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen: Mr, 
Babcock almost embarrassed me by his 
kind remarks, and especially when he 
used the word ‘calamity,’ It is so 
large a word. By our resignations, I 
hope your Honorable Body will elect as 
our successors Mr, Garland and Mr, 
McArdle to fill our positions. 

“It has been a great privilege to serve 
in this Council—a Council that had 
nothing but the Interest of the city at 
heart, and the members of which were 
willing to work (and everything they 
performed was done above^ board), and 
it seems to me that something proper 
and fitting for the best interests of the 
City of Pittsburgh can be done. Pitts¬ 
burgh for a long time has gone back— 
not because of her moral standing; not 
because she was weak, but because it 
has been distressed, sat idly by and saw 
things in our city suffer. My motto, 
when I accepted the Governor’s appoint¬ 
ment, was not the idea of filling a 
place on this Council, but to serve the 
city to the best of my ability. 

“I now only ask the gentlemen to 
carry this one thing out—do the things 
that are for Pittsburgh’.s best intere.sts, 
irregardle^'s of some men or some fac- 
tions oppo ed to it, believing in the end 
that you will apply the wisdom of com¬ 
mon sense to your actions. I believe 
you have the approval of the people, 
and that the people are eager and anx¬ 
ious for a busine *s administration—one 
that is a real bu Iness administration, 
and an administration that is not 
afraid to spt nd one dollar to get back 
five. This thing of talking economy is 
wise, but the idea of saving one dollar 
and losing four is something you ought 
to he careful to observe. 

“Pittsburgh needs great things, and I 
believe and have firm faith in you and 
in the new councilmcn that will suc¬ 
ceed us. I want to say, Mr. President, 
that I believe the people look to thi : 
Council as they have never looked to 
another; they expect things of thi; 
Council because they believe it consists 
of nine trained business men. who have 
nothing else but the interests of the 
city to ob'^erve. The integrity and 
character of the Council is a pledge as 
to that. 

“I regret that I must decline to serve 
any longer in this Council, but, gentle¬ 
men. I want to say this. I have always 
tried, and *!0 has Mr. Black, to serve as 
best we could the pubUc’.s interests. 

“He was willing and has been earn¬ 
est in his work in this body, and my 
help and his. I am sure, if needed, will 
be given to you if you call upon us. 
A man’s health places a limit on his 
bu!:ine s. It h^s placerl a limit on m^ne 
as wr 11 as on Mr. Black, forbidiing our 
serving a continuous long term, but out 
of this vast business, if you will ask 
us to appear before your body or your 


(‘omrnlttees, we will snatch some time 
now and then to come here. There are 
commlttee.s on which 1 have served and 
whose reports have not yet been acted 
upon, and 1 am willing to come before 
this Council or before the committees 
to aid them In their work.” 

Mr. Black arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman, Mr. Kelly lias covered 
the ground so well, that I will not take 
up your time. But I wish to express to 
your honorable body my sincere regrets 
at leaving. The view.s of Mr. Babcock 
are too strong. It is not necessary for 
me to express regrets in resigning. 

I have great faith in the men you 
have named to take the place of Mr. 
Kelly and myself. 1 have known Mr. 
Garland for many years. I have worked 
with him; know his ability and his 
knowledge of public work, and as a 
public officer, I am sure that our place 
will be filled by men of Integrity and of 
business capacities. From all reports 
that I have been able to gather, I know 
that these men will perform their duties 
to the best of their ability. 

The Council is not handicapped; the 
Council will fill every requirement that 
Pittsburgh demands of. them at this 
time, and I wish to say that Mr. Kelly 
has expres^:ed both for himself and my¬ 
self that any work on the Committees 
of Council or any work that I may have 
knowledge, if Council will call on me 
they have nothing to do but ask me and 
my services will be at their command, 

I will be glad to render any service 
within my power, I thank you, gentle¬ 
men.” 

Hon. William A. Magee. Mayor, aro.‘=:e 
and said: 

Mr, Chairman: I desire to express 
my deep regret at the retirement of 
Me^'sr'^. Black and Kelly from tins 
Council. Previous to my incumbency 
In my office I knew one of these gentle¬ 
men only slightly and the other I »iid 
not know at all. But befoi\ I was 
sworn in I received a letter from one 
of them containing some round adv'ce 
in relation to a certain public improve¬ 
ment which led to a meeting betwet n 
him and me, and that led to a meet¬ 
ing between the three of u^ for con- 
.sultation upon that matter. From that 
time cn until thi? day I have been 
in the close t commnnica^^’on with both 
of these gentlemen in relation to many 
of the most important projects of the 
city. 

During the first two year? that I was 
in office the^e gentlemen, although in 
private station, could almo t be said 
to be a part of the city administra¬ 
tion. T called upon them frequently 
for their advice and a<=’istance. and 
they in turn on many occasions freely 
volunteered their view.?. At all times 
they welcomed me when I sought their 
assistance in the conduct of the city’s 
business, A«*jde from the great ‘serv¬ 
ices they rendered to the city before 
they became officially connected with 
U. the most noticeable feature of thi? 
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relationship between them and me was 
the unostentatious manner in which 
they labored for the public good. Their 
work was never accompanied by any 
advertising or display, and no one ever 
knew jiow much of their time and ef¬ 
forts they gave to the interests of the 
t’ity of Pittsburgh in these matters ex¬ 
cept myself. The occasional mention 
of their nunie-< in tlie newspapers now 
and then was unavoidable and never 
came from them. Dining the last few 
months while they have been ofticially 
connectf'd with the city they iiav(* 
made a record and left a name for 
them.stlves that will be an incentive 
and example to their associates and 
siiccessor.s to give tlie utmost and tlie 
best that is in them to the service of 
the city. Their intere.st in tlie welfare 
of the city indicates the higliest type 
of citizenship. 

After three months in office they 
have decided that tliey cannot possibly 
continue in the office and their resig¬ 
nation is a matter of regret to a large 
number of people who know what they 
have done and what their capacity is 
for doing much moie. Hut we will not 
lo-;e tlieni entirely. Hoth of them are 
true to Iheir city and have expressed 
(heir intention of aiding the Council in 
any manner that lies in their pow.er. 
I am sure that the Council during the 
balance of the term will occupy a simi¬ 
lar relation to these two retiring mem- 
ber.s that T did for the two years pre¬ 
ceding their appointment to office. 

Our sorrow at their departure, while 
deep, is not untinged with pleasure. 
The Council has agreed upon the se¬ 
lection of two other citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh who also en,1oy a reputation for 
public spirit and disinterestedness that 
will make them worthy successors of 
Messrs. Kelly and Black. 

Mr. Wilkins arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I want to express my 
personal lo.s3 in Mr. Black's and Mr. 
Kelly's resignations. While we were 
appointed by the Governor to serve on 
this Council, I have had the pleasure otf 
the association of Mr. Black and Mr. 
Kelly an otiier committees. I accepted 
this position with the understanding 
that both of these gentlemen would 
serve. I must say that I feel a per¬ 
sonal loss in their leaving this Council." 

Mr. Woodburn arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, just like to sustain 
Mr. Babcock and his use of the word 
'calamity.* It is very calamitous that 
we should lose these gentlemen, and it 
had a most depres.sing, calamitous effect 
on the seven remaining members. We 
have always found in these two men, 
honorable, upright, straight, true men; 
in fact Mr. Kelly in his position at the 
head of the Finance Committee, we 
were all glad to follow him on his views 
relating to matters that came up be¬ 
fore that committee, and his associa¬ 
tion has been the best that I could 
want. The things he did, in every 
sense, were most desirable; hence why 


should not we feel sad and almost sorry 
altogether at this separation? No mat¬ 
ter how good their succe.ssors may be, 
it is not my desire nor any member of 
Council has any other desire than to 
wish that these two gentlemen could 
have found it possible to have con- 
liued longer in the service of the City." 

And the (luestion being taken on the 
motion of Mr. Babcock that the resig¬ 
nations be accepted.

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 
CuniiciJ; 1 must confess that J have 
shown some misgiving in accepting the 
position of responsibility that J have 
just taken. These’ misgivings are 
brought to me by the splendid words of 
appreciation that have been uttered by 
tlie members of Council concerning the 
retired members, Messr.s. KeJUy and 
Black. It is not my purpose, not in a 
special way to fill the very high posi¬ 
tion entrusted to me, but to simply do 
all that lies within my power to fulfill 
tlie office, the responsible office, of 
Council of Pittsburgh, so that it might 
meet with the approval of the citizens 
of Pittsburgh. 

It lias not been my good fortune to 
have been trained in that way which 
would cause either the other members 
of Council or the citizenship of Piit-; 
burgh perhaps to expect the same ot. 
me, as they might reasonably expect ol 
those whom I am one of their succes¬ 
sors. Rut if undivided attention and 
honest purpose, coupled with an averag- 
intelligence and effort will aid me in m?'- 
duties, I shall enter upon these dutief^ 
harboring within my breast the hope 
that this day shall not be one that will 
record in the history of Pittsburgh .‘i 
second calamity such as the retirement 
of our predecessors has been called, aiid 
with this hope I shall enter upon these 
duties determined to do all within my 
power to Justify the confidence that 
has been reposed in me by my unani¬ 
mous selection to this office.”

In the consideration by the members 
of Council of the question of cutting 
the hump, the Philadelphia Company 
desires to place before you the effect 
the same will have upon the various 
interests and structures under its con¬ 
trol if the work be proceeded with. 

There has been no statement made 
to you by the City officials of the 
amount of work Involved and the cost 
of same by any of the public service 
companies, although in the early part 
of 1909 when the work was about to 
be contracted for by the City, the 
Mayor, realizing the interests of the 
various corporations affected, appointed 
a working and progress committee, con¬ 
sisting of his Superintendent of Con¬ 
struction and consulting engineers of 
the various telephone companies, light 
companies and the Railways Company. 

These companies have their struc¬ 
tures in and under the streets In a 
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i>(‘rinan<'nl locatiun and all 
of IIm* roNt «>!’ Mir work wHI t 

ufralnMt tho comI of tho norvloc an<l alno 
renult in a Mr«’ai lnt<Tnij)llon of traffic 
and Horvice durinjy Ha proKroMa, 

Thia Company han i»ad a thorouKii 
study made of U^e work involv<><J to Uh 
interest8 and tho CHtlmatos prepared 
hy Mr, Uhlenhaut, Chief Knfcineer, show 
that the rost of alterations to-the elec¬ 
tric raJlw’ay tracks will uKKreKate 
about 1250,000.00, that the co«t ot the 
alterationM to the various conduit lines 
with the replacement of the cables for 
the Llg:ht iCompany will aKKre^ate 
$121,000.00, and that the cost ot alter¬ 
ations and renewals of artJhcial and 
natural Kas pipes will amount to about 
$75,000.00, maklnjf a total of over $445,- 
000.00. The probable cost of alter¬ 
ations to structures of other public 
service corporations will be at least 
$200,000.00; from which you can read¬ 
ily see the total of such expenditures 
will aft^reKate fully as much as will 
expended by the City In the lower¬ 
ing of the grades. 

It is difficult to estimate the losses 
the company will sustain due to Inter¬ 
ruptions of Its service, but as the work 
will undoubtedly reiiulre two seasons 
for Us performance, during all of which 
time the street railway service will be 
seriously interfered with. It Is believed 
that the losses wdll average at least 
$1,000.00 a day. 

In connection with the street rail¬ 
way service it is considered Impossible 
to operate all of the cars from the 
Wylie avenue. Fifth avenue and Forbes 
avenue lines downtown during the 
progress of the work and many of the 
routes will be terminated at Sixth ave¬ 
nue unless temporary arrangements 
can he made for the service on other 
streets than those now traversed by 
such routes. 

To fully understand the Interruptions 
to traffic that will occur and the Im¬ 
possibility of prosecuting the entire 
work at one time it is suggested that 
you have laid before you the progress 
maps proposed by the Department of 
I’uhllc Works fur proceeding with the 
work, and it is also suggt*sted that 
yoU consider the dlfflcully of maintain¬ 
ing travel across Fifth avenue if 
Cherry alloy'. Grant street and Sixth 
avenue are all to be lowered, and Fifth 
t. venue to the greatest extent and 
transversely to the other streets, as 
there Is bound to occur a time when 
Fifth avenue will be a barrier to traffic 
seeking to cross the same.

thought for a long time that this Im- j 

provement should be withheld pend- j 

Ing a report by the Flood Commission 
fearing that such an expenditure at 
this time might prove a waste. How- | 

ever, after going over the matter very 
thoroughly we find that the recom- I 


mcndations by the Flood Commission 
will require such a large expenditure 
of money that it is not likely the City 
will be able to take up their sugges 
tlons for some time to come. For that, 
reason 1 would therefore like Counci' 
to look Into the .subject with a view oi 
ascertaining whether they agree witii 
my suggestion for the parking and 
otherwise imt)rovlng, planting ot 
trees and the placing of benches on 
the wharf between the Smithfiehi 
street bridge and the Point on th.r 
Monongahela river and Eighth ov 
Ninth street on the Allegheny rive . 
I believe that this should be done 
we have now about completed the con¬ 
struction of the roads on the Smitlt- 
field street wharf which will do away 
with the hauling all over every portion 
of the wharf as has been done here¬ 
tofore, I believe the Tree Commissio n 
are figuring on beautifying the hlllsh.e 
known as Mt. Washington and if su* h 
is the case and that portion of the 
wharf which is not used for haul!: g 
and which is taken care of by the con¬ 
struction of the roaaways mention d 
above, is placed under the chaiy^e 
and care of the Superintendent f 
the Bureau of Parks, it will not oo’y 
afford us a park on the river front 
for those in- the down-town dlstri«.ts 
of our city who haven't the opportnu- 
ity to get our East End and North S de 
Parks but will be an advertisem-nt 
to the city as well. 

BLOOMFIELD BRIDGE. We have 
started on plans for this bridge for 
which five hundred thousand $5fi0,- 
000.DO) dollars worth of Bonds w>Te 
provided for; the ordinance recently 
having passed Council authorizing liie 
sale of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars worth for preliminary v/ork. 
In connection with this improvement 
we are also making a survey at the 
point where it is to reach the Boule¬ 
vard figuring upon making a wide ap¬ 
proach and doing away with the very 
short curve, and which we will have 
ready for Council in a very short time. 

PLAYGROUNDS. There was eight 
hundred thousand $800,000.00) dol¬ 
lars provided in the Bond Issue for 
Play Grounds. I would suggest that 
Council take up the location of the 
.same and also give consideration of 
how they deem the same should be 
managed. At the present time there 
is now what is known as the Pitts¬ 
burgh Playgrounds Association con¬ 
trolled by an association composed of 
ladies, I believe, and which associa¬ 
tion does not come under the Bureau 
of Parks nor the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works. Council, I think, should 
take this matter into consideration 
when locating these various grounds 
and determine whether they desire this 
Department to have any connection 
with the same or not. It is absolutely 
a matter of policy. If it should be de¬ 
cided by your honorable body that the 
Play Grounds should be placed under 
the jurisdiction of this Department 1 
would suggest that the care and main¬ 
tenance of the same be placed in the 
charge of the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Parks, Mr. George W. Burke. 

I would suggest that if not all of the 
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eight hundred thousand (|800,000.00) 
dollai' as much tiiereof as possible 
be ust-i for the purpose of purchasing 
grouiKis. After having the ground in 
our p<j-session we can, naturally, im¬ 
prove liie same from time to time as 
we se«- lit' 

NKW CITY HAIilv. There was also 
one iThllion five hundred thousand 
($1,500,000.00) dollars provided in the 
Bond J>sue lor the erection of a new 
City 11 : 1 . 11 , with which subject you gen¬ 
tlemen no doubt are thoroughly 
famlliyi. and therefore there Is nothing 
I can say regarding the same that 
would be of any enlightenment to you. 
The boi »ls ha.ve all been sold and the 
money is in the Banks. At the time 
of the sale it was thought that we 
would .le able to start immediately 
upon th<“ building of a new City Hall 
ar.d Mii.rket House, and the firm of 
Messrs. Uutan & Hussell, architects of 
this cilv, were employed to prepare 
plans l<,r the same but were stopped 
by Councils. 

1 merely mention this matter to 
Council MS the work comes under this 
Department and in order to keep the 
same , before them when considering 
the vari )us improvements for which 
Bonds »::ive been provided. 

With regard to the Bureau of Parks 
for whieh Bonds were voted to the 
extent of two hundred thousand 
($200,000.00) dollars, I attach hereto 
a Schedule of recommendations pre¬ 
pared \tv the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Parks, Mr. George W. Burke. 

While I agree with most of the sug¬ 
gestions made by the Superintendent 
In this Deport I also feel that Council 
should take into consideration the pur¬ 
chasing of at least three Merry-go- 
Bounds, one for Schenley Park, one for 
Highland Park and one for Rlvervlew 
Park, where, in my opinion, there will 
be a great many school picnics held 
from now on on account of the change 
In the School Laws, Of course, if this 
suggestion should meet with your ap¬ 
proval it would mean the cutting out 
of some of the other items which he 
recommends, I might say in conclu¬ 
sion that any evening that will be con¬ 
venient for Council, Mr, Burke and I 
will be pleased to appear before your 
body and take up this schedule with 
you. 

BUREAU OF PARKS. 

Schedule of Recommendations for Im¬ 
provements by Bond Issue. 
SCHENLEY PARK— 

Fire-proof Building for En¬ 
gineers’ Office (to include 
Public Comforts).$8,000.00 

The Fire-proof Building for the .En¬ 
gineers’ office to include public com¬ 
forts, is strongly recommended for the 
following reasons. That the present 
buiTdlng, now occupied by the Park 
engineers, ta entirely too small for ac¬ 
commodations. 

It was built of wood eighteen years 
ago, and was originally intended to serve 
only as a temporary office. This build¬ 
ing is in such bad condition, that^fire 
or storm can easily demolish it;''and 


the Bureau of Parks is in danger of 
losing all plans and data pertaining 
to the Park system; (a loss that could 
not be replaced). 

This building is planned to be located 
in the vicinity of the (Conservatory, 

Steel and (Concrete Grand¬ 
stand at “Oval".$40,000.00 

The steel and concrete Grandstand 
for the “Oval” is practically a neces- 
I sity. Owing to its location—being on 
I the highest point in the park; the 
I present stand is open on all sides to 
I the elements of the weather conditions, 
which is (juickly demolishing the 
wooden frame and flooring, and causing 
a continuous expense for maintenance. 
One accident has already happened and 
may readily happen again, owing to 
decayed timbers and flooring. 

Aside from the reason of a continu¬ 
ous expense, the present stand Is un¬ 
sightly for a landscape view, or as a 
park building, and it does not accom¬ 
modate by half the number of people 
who want to use it, to view the races 
and the Athletic meets which take 
place on the Oval. 

Therefore, a new stand built of steel 
and concrete, on a site located on the 
opposite side of the Oval would rem¬ 
edy all these defects; by assuring 
safety and accommodations. Also 
eliminating the most unsightly ob¬ 
struction ever erected in this park. 
HIGHLAND PARK.— 

Brick Shelter and Boat 
House (including Public 
Comforts) at Lake Car¬ 
negie .$14,000.00 

A Brick Shelter and Boat House, to 
include public comforts at Lake Car¬ 
negie, has been needed for years. 

The present frame structure that now 
answers the puri)ose, was built nine¬ 
teen years ago, and Intended at that 
time, to be only temporary. This build¬ 
ing is in a very poor state of repair, 
and is entirely too small to accom¬ 
modate the crowds, that flock to the 
popular spot for amusement. Neither 
is it in* the proper location, and a new 
building that would combine all the 
present necessities, would be one of 
the best improvements that could be 
made in the park, for the benefit of 
the public—during the boating and 
skating season. 

Brick Shelter House (In¬ 
cluding I^ubllc Comforts) 
at Zoo (>rove.$10,000.00 

The Zoo Grove in Highland Park Is 
^ one of the most popular grounds for 
picnic purposes; but the great disad¬ 
vantage is in not having a shelter or 
comfort station; and the public who 
use the Grove, are put to the necessity 
of walking a great distance to get 
shelter or relief; and in the stormy 
weather, the Zoo Is the nearest build¬ 
ing where shelter can be had. and is 
greatly overtaxed by the crowds, and 
great amount of confusion occurs. 
CENTRAL PARK.— 

Brick Shelter House (In¬ 
cluding Public Comforts). $5,000.00 

















Ln Central Park, which Is located 
at the corner of Heel ford Avenue and 
Letllie street, where great nunjhers (d 
the people living In that distr ict go 
for recreation and a breatii of fresh 
air, no shelter of any kind is now af¬ 
forded. 

Several years ago, when the Bureau 
of Parks made extensive improvements 
In the way of building roads, paths, 
cement walks, grading^ etc., the build¬ 
ing that afforded comfort to the public, 
was torn down, as it was about ready 
to collapse; a sewer and water system 
was laid to provide for a new build¬ 
ing. 

This r^ark needs a building of this 
kind, and would be an improvement 
appreciated by the people. 

OLYMPIA PARK.— 

Brick Shelter House (in¬ 
cluding Public Comforts. $10,000.00 
This park which is located on Mt. Wash¬ 
ington, is one of the newest additions 
to the park system, anti is frequented 
by ‘a great number of people. 

At the present , time an Athletic field 
is being constructed, and as it will be 
the only available place of its kind 
in the vicinity, it is going to be used 
to a very great extent. 

There is no shelter, or comfort sta¬ 
tion in the vicinity, and to provide 
for the future, and in accordance with 
the plans designed for this, park, a 
building of this kind is absolutely 
needed. 

WEST PARK, N. S.— 

Brick Shelter and Boat 
House (Including Public 
Comforts) at Lake Eliza¬ 
beth ..$12,000.00 

Lake Elizabeth in West Park, N. S., 
is the most popular place in this park; 
used by hundreds of children, for boat¬ 
ing, bathing and swimming, during the 
Summer months, and as a place to 
skate in the Winter, 

The present frame shanty is rot only 
an eye-sore to the public at large, 
but is always uncomfortable within, 
and above all Is too small to accommo¬ 
date the crowds that want to use it. 

A building that would afford shelter, 
comfort and room, would also be an 
improvement from a landscape view, 
and also add greatly to tlie attraction 
of the park. 

Reconstruction of Lake 

Elizabeth .$23,500.00 

This lake covers an area of 81,750 
square feet, and is lined throughout 
by concrete and drained into a nine- 
foot brick sewer, that flows directly 
underneath the Lake. The lining of 
this lake is In such poor condition at 
the present time, that each day 12,000 
gallons of water leak out. 

This leakage costs the Bureau of 
Water a great amount of wa.ste during 
the year, and will no doUbt have a 
tendency to wash and undermine the 
surface along the path of the sewer. 

The advisability of repairing this 
lake, is no doubt aiiparent, and if made 


will }ni one of the mos^ satlsfact< 
fmpi ovements. 

ItlVEUVlEW PARK, N. 

Brick Shelter House (In¬ 
cluding Public Comforts). $10,000 OOt 
Cue of the great draw-backs to tliis 
park, is the lack of public comfort 
stations and shelter at locations wh< re 
they could be easily reached, 

A site suitable for the purpose and 
not far from the main entrance, which 
is called the “Old Bear Pit.” This -^ite 
is near the summit of a high hill and 
is on a walk traveled by a great ma¬ 
jority of the people using the park. 

The erection of a building for shelter 
and comfort at this park, would be 
an improvement for the benefit of all 
the people. 

FOR THE BUREAU.— 

Drilling and Equipping Ar¬ 
tesian Wells.$2,500,00 

All the parks of the Bureau are 
sadly lacking a means to quench the 
thirst of the large crowds of per-ple, 
attending the various parks, especially 
during the Summer months. The avail¬ 
able springs are few and widely separ¬ 
ated; and the means for giving relief 
would be the drilling of Artesian wcdls. 

These wells would certainly be use¬ 
ful and a benefit, and more people 
would use the parks if they knew .such 
accommodations were available. 

WEST LIBERTY AVENUE. The 
Ordinance for the Opening and Witlen- 
ing of West Liberty avenue has passed 
Council and the plans for the same 
are ready for the Board of Viewers. 
This is a large improvement and no 
doubt will cost all the way from $150,- 
000.00 to $175,000.00. While this Im¬ 
provement Is not one of the items in¬ 
cluded in the Bond Issue upon which 
I am making this report, I think it is 
one that should receive Council’s con¬ 
sideration, and before passing judg¬ 
ment on the same 1 feel that your hon¬ 
orable body should visit this locality 
and if it is deemed advisable to go 
on with the work the same should 
be Included in the list of improve¬ 
ments that ought to be started during 
the coming working season. 

THIRTY-THIRD STREET GRADE 
CROSSING. This matter has been up 
before the present as well as former 
administrations, 1 believe. This is a 
\ ery important proposition and is very 
much in need of on account of the 
fir.ngerous conditions at this corner. 
There were estimates prepared years 
8 .go and also up to date. The matter 
was taken up by the Department and 
the Mayor with the representatives of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com¬ 
pany and the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company and several conferences held, 
but no final conclusions have been 
reached. I would suggest that Coun¬ 
cil 1 ) 111 this on their calendar as one 
of the improvements to be commenced 
during the coming working season. If 
an amicable settlement can be reached 
with the interests affected thereby I 
consider It one of the best improve¬ 
ments that could be made. 
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ATLANTIC AVKNITK. There was 
was torty-rtve thousand ($45,000.00) 
dollai^ provided in the Bond Issue for 
connecllng up Atlantic avenue with 
Baum .street, known as the “Emerling 
properly." This is in conjunction with 
the two Atherton avenue bridgres which 
we are now building. We will ask the 
Controller to sell the Bonds for this 
improvement without any further ac¬ 
tion. 

This Report completes the list of all 
the items for which Bonds were voted 
in the 1910 Issue.

Appreciating that I am a public serv¬ 
ant as well as agent; it is my duty to 
do my best to conserve the interest of 
the majority of the people. To get 

r ood results it is not always wise to 
urnish the other side with informa¬ 
tion that may be used against our 
principals (the people). 

We want to make Pittsburgh pro¬ 
gress. 

We want to reduce taxes on all the 
property now on the assessor’s books; 
and to my mind this can best be done 
by giving capital an opportunity to 
create new real property which must 
pay taxes. While this property is be- 
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ing- developed the people are furnished 
with work and money, and when the 
property . is completed the City will 
have new values on a sound basis on 
which to increase its income and make 
it possible for Pittsburgh to grow. 

It is bad business to obstruct this 
promised development. 1 stated in 
committee that I must be shown in 
open Council that the City has the 
required waivers, properly and legally 
drawn, approved by competent lawyers; 
and next we must have reasonable 
assurance that the proposed new build¬ 
ings will be begun and finished in a 
reasonable time. 

If these requirements do not mate¬ 
rialize, 1 will vote against the whole 
hump scheme, but if we can put the 
whole proposition in business shape 
and have every reasonable precaution 
taken to bring the people a paying in¬ 
vestment, why throw away large sums 
of money on an election? 

Elections cost many thousands of dol¬ 
lars, directly and indirectly, and these 
dollars I hope to save for the people. 
“A good servant will not waste his 
master’s property.” 

As the question now stands, the low¬ 
ering of the grades, and the widening 
of the streets, will encourage capital 
to build new and better properties in 
the hump district, and as only large 
and expensive properties can possibly 
pay in that district, such properties 
will come to Pittsburgh and Increase 
her revenue from three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to possibly one million 
dollars a year on the new property 
thus created. This part of the ques¬ 
tion is most important to the people, 
and your Council should use every ef¬ 
fort to endeavor to close this deal 
on business lines in the shortest busi¬ 
ness time. We are only getting ready 
to do things, and until I have time to 
examine into the details so that the 
whole proposition is in business shape, 
I will vote MO, until such times as I 
am convinced that Pittsburgh is mak¬ 
ing a profitable bargain. As the ques¬ 
tion now stands, it is not in shape to 
be presented, and before being pre¬ 
sented to the people, their representa¬ 
tives should have the whole question 
put in comprehensive shape so that the 
citizens can vote on it intelligently 
should such be the popular will, but I 
feel today that the majority of the 
public will not want their representa¬ 
tives to spend on this question the 
amount of money that an election will 
cost, and that the majority of the 
people believe this Council competent 
to handle this question to their best 
interest.

Dear Sir;—I note In the columns of 
the daily papers the schedule of im¬ 
provements contemplated to be made 
In our parks by the Department of 
Public Works, the same to be paid 
from the proceeds of the $200,000.00 
bond issue. 

In this schedule, $48,000.00 is allotted 
to Schenley Park. This sum is to be 
used for buildings ana a grandstand; 
540,000.00, 1 believe, ^or a steel and 
concrete grandstand, $8,000.00 to be 
spent for an engineer’s office. 

My personal opinion is that this is 
out of all proportion to what the people 
intended the money voted for in this 
bond issue should be used for. In the 
first place, I do not think there is any 
necessity for the erection of a new 
grandstand at the oval, at least I have 
never heard any one say that there was 
and I fully believe that the present 
grandstand is amply adequate to meet 
all requirements for the present and 
some time to come. 

An engineer’s office may be neces¬ 
sary, but it looks like a lot of money 
to be spent for such a building, al¬ 
though I am not posted on this subject. 
It seems to me this money should be 
expended for the purposes the people 
intended it should be, namely for pro¬ 
viding amusements and places of recre¬ 
ation for the people, the establishment 
of more ball grounds, tennis courts, 
merry-go-rounds for the younger chil¬ 
dren, all near the entrance of the park, 
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say where the band stand Is now lo¬ 
cated. This stand could be moved to 
a position on Flagstaff Hill, which 
would bring- the.se amu.sements within ; 
easy walking distance of a large })opu- 
lation. 

Jt seems to rne improvements such 
as these would make parks what they 
should be, playgroun<ls for the people. 
The rearing of costly structures might 
In themselves be allright and proper, 
but to my mind are not at all neces¬ 
sary at present.

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following 
report on the Hump Waiver Indentures. 
I have examined all of the waivers 
which are In the possession of Mr. 
Gelston, Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Surveys, and find them to be in 
proper form and properly executed, ex¬ 
cept as hereinafter noted. The waivers 
have been checked up with the map 
prepared by the Bureau of Surveys 
from the data in the City Deed Regis¬ 
try Office, giving the name of the reg¬ 
istered owner of each piece shown on 
the map. Where the waiver was exe¬ 
cuted by somebody whose name did not 
appear on the map, an inquiry was 
made to ascertain if the party execut¬ 
ing the waiver had the power to do so. 
In a number of cases where the first 
waiver had not been executed by the 
proper party, or had been improperly 
executed, the defect was cured by pro¬ 
curing a supplemental waiver, so that 
at present there are but three waivers 
which appear to be Invalid by reason 
of the fact that they are not properly 
executed, or because the power of the 
party executing them does not appear. 

I have notified Mr, Gelston of the Bu¬ 
reau of Surveys and Mr. Hawkins of 
the Bureau of Assessors of these three 
waivers and their reports will show 
the percentage of area and of assessed 
valuation of the respective properties. 

I have carefully considered the ques¬ 
tion of the stipulation against benefit 
assessments inserted in some of the 
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waivers, and am of the opinion that 
this is ^itogether immaterial for the 
followiriR’ reasons: 

In the first place the ordinances au¬ 
thorizing the Improvements do not pro¬ 
vide for Hip assessment of beneflts, and, 
conse(|uenily, the City has not the rlRht 
under these ordinances to ask for ben- 
ftts, Tn the second place, the improve¬ 
ments fail within the class of cases 
in which the courts hold that benefits 
cannot asse^Ssed because of the fact 
that the improvement is of a general 
nature and not a special benefit to the 
abutting property. 

When the improvement was origin¬ 
ally propo.sed it was not intended to 
widen any of the streets in the Hump 
District, -‘f to open Grant boulevard 
through tins district. As it is now 
proposed :o widen several streets and 
to open tile boulevard through a por¬ 
tion of the district, it was thought de¬ 
sirable to procure supplemerital waiv¬ 
ers, reciting this fact and ratifying the 
original waivers, so that the signers of 
the original waivers could not make 
any claim for damages by reason of 
the fact that a change had been made 
in the original plan. It should be 
noted that these supplemental waivers 
leave the cjuestion of damages and 
benefits hy reason of widenings or 
openings to bo adjusted by the proper 
proceeding'^, and merely ratifying the 
original waivers of damages by reason 
of change of grade. These supple¬ 
mental waivers have been procured in 
nearly all cases. The reports of Mr. 
Gelston and Mr. Hawkins wil show the 
respective p^^rcentage of property for 
which supfVTe'mental waivers have not 
been procured.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS OF COUNCIL 


Bill No. 470. An Ordinance en¬

“Mr. Chairman and Members of Coun¬ 
cil: 1 merely want to state that these 
Ordinances represent millions of dol¬ 
lars to the City of IMttsburgh, and I 
don’t think it is right to hurry them 
through In this fashion. By holding 
them up until the next meeting perhaps 
a great many more hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars may be saved than 
was saved d^urin.g the past few weeks, 
through additional waivers being se¬ 
cured. Now I protest most seriously 
against the third reading of these im¬ 
portant bills today and think it very 
wrong to railroad them through in this 
manner.” 

Mr. Babcock arose and .said, 

“Mr. Chairman and Members: I don't 
think the gentleman’s remarks should 
go unchallenged. I stated to you, Mr. 
President, that these Ordinances have 
not been railroaded through; they have 
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been before this Council for the past 
three months, and while that gentle¬ 
man may not know it, it has not been be¬ 
cause he has not had the same oppor¬ 
tunity as the balance of the members 
of the Council to become informed upon 
ail the ordinances bearing on this im- 
piovement. I have prepared a little 
paper upon this subject, and with your 
permission I will now read it. 

And Mr. Babcock r<'ad us follows: 

'I'o the Centleinen of Council: 

1 am clearly of the opinion that the 
cutting of tile 1 lumi), which also in¬ 
cludes the widening of certain streets 
in the Hump District, is the greatest 
Improvement that it is possible for this 
Council to bring about by legislative 
action—an improvement second only 
perhaps to the building of Grant boule¬ 
vard. 

it is said that some of our waiters 
do not waive but such statements are 
not facts. These waivers apply to the 
changing of the grades of the streets 
only and do protect the City against 
damages from the property owners 
giving the City waivers. It is against 
the law to assess benefits to property 
holders in the Hump District on ac¬ 
count of changing the grades of the 
streets and whether certain waivers do 
or do not state that no benefits can be 
assessed against the property on ac¬ 
count of changing the grades is im¬ 
material. 

I am clearly of the opinion that this 
so-called Hump improvement will be 
of great and lasting benefit to an over¬ 
whelming majority of the people of our 
City, It means the expenditure of large 
amounts of money in the Hump Dis¬ 
trict approximating $20,000,000 in the 
next four or five years, the larger part 
of which Is not in the City at the pres¬ 
ent time or, if here, is tied up in banks 
and not doing the people at large much 
good—it is capital waiting for an op¬ 
portunity to invest in this territory. 

I am clearly of the opinion that now 
is the opportune time to make this im¬ 
provement and turn this large amount 
of money loose in our midst. It means 
activity among both common and 
skilled labor, among our merchants and 
manufacturers and is far-reaching in 
its scope and will clearly be an element 
to help “Pittsburgli Promotes Prog¬ 
ress.” 

Some of the larger interests, notice¬ 
ably "the Frick and Mellon interests, do 
not desire the change in the grades of 
the streets in this district hut would 
prefer their staying as they are. They i 
do desire, however, that the question 
of grades be settled at once and for I 
all time so they can go ahead and make i 
their permanent improvements. ' 

The only way this Council can defi- ; 
nitely settle the question is to author¬ 
ize the improvement. If left open it 
will still be an unsettled question for 
years to come and these necessary im- i 
provements delayed indefinitely. More- ; 
over, if it is not settled now the Frick ! 
interests have determined to erect one- 
story temporary buildings, which will 
probably stay for a term of years, on 
the Cathedral Lot, and if the question i 


I is permanently settled they will plan 
j to make more permanent and very 
much larger improvements. 

I The cost of making this Humn im¬ 
provement wlii be cheaper now flian 
at any other time in the history <.f the 
1 City of Pittsburgh. The buildii-vs in 
j the vicinity are largely old, wojvi-out 
I and antiquated, and the improv- (nent 
I cun never be mad-e at as small an ex- 
' pense to the City as at the pr<'sent 

time. 

I The cost of the improving <►» tlie 
Frick Building and the Frick •.tinex 
to meet the changes in grade ^ i the 
streets is estimated at $270,000 .nd of 
the change to the Carnegie Build ug at 
! $100,000, these people waiving all 

I claims on the City for damages tn these 
properties on account of this expendi¬ 
ture. • 

It is my opinion that the exi nslon 
of Grant boulevard alone is woi h the 
entire cost of all the improvement. 

The financing of this proposi -on is 
not a great one for a City like [Pitts¬ 
burgh to undertake. The cost of educ¬ 
ing the grades approximates > 50.000 
and of widening the streets $!,• 00,000, 
which latter amount, while it h comes 
theoretically a debt of the Cit like 
the widening of Oliver avenue 'll not 
have to be paid until the actiui.i dam¬ 
ages appear, which will be scrttered 
through a term of from five -o ten 
years, during which time the M-venue 
to the City from the increa,se<! valua¬ 
tions will more than pay the Jitnount. 

Council has fortified itself with suf¬ 
ficient information to make its action 
safe, sane and reasonable.

‘T am in favor of this action being 
taken, Mr. President, forthwith.” 

Mr. Rauh arose and .said; 

‘T don’t believe the preceding gen¬ 
tleman understood me when I used the 
phrase ‘railroading.' 1 didn't think 
these ordinances would be put through 
on different readings today, as I ex¬ 
pected to prepare a statement, but I 
will present my statement at the next 
meeting.”

I firmly believe that it 
should be the policy of Council to en¬ 
courage the development of new prop¬ 
erties—to assess and increase the City’s 
revenues in that way, and not increase 
taxes and overload its citizens on ex¬ 
isting properties. Believing that this 
condition will prevail by this improve¬ 
ment, r intend to vote Aye on the prop¬ 
osition.” 

Mr. Wilkins arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I 
also want to be put on record by en¬ 
dorsing what has been said. I believe 
this Is the greatest improvement ever 
made in the history of this City, and 
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I am giad that I am In Council so that 
I can vote for the ’proposition/’

♦“Gemlemen: I don't think very much 
can be «aid at this time“the question 
being only a suspension of the rules. 
I am pej-fectly satlstted that no citizen 
of the City of Pittsburgh who has 
given any thought to this question will 
accuse ('uuncll of taking hasty action 
on the disposition of this question. If 
there is iny criticism made on our ac* 
tlon in (his matter it can only come 
as a criticism of too much time taken. 
As a member of Council, perhaps I can 
appreciate better than the average citi¬ 
zen what pains have been taken to af¬ 
ford the members every opportunity to 
thoroughly understand the full Import¬ 
ance of tlie many sides of this question, 
and I think the people of Pittsburgh 
will be .^^atisfled and say ‘Amen’ wnen 
we dispose of the matter. I am heartily 
In favor of the suspension of the rule."

Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen: 

In view of the passage of the recent 
Act of Assembly requiring the consoli- 
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dation of f.he water assessments with 
the real ■ f.tate assessments on the 
Treasurer s tax duplicates It will be 
necessary r *r the Council to determine 
the water > ites not later than January 
1st for ih’ ensuing year for the rea¬ 
son that both the Board of Water As¬ 
sessors an«i the Department of Assess¬ 
ors require, about four weeks for the 
clerical work in the preparation and 
the first d;t., for the collection of taxes 
is March 1;;; as heretofore. I therefore 
beg to sugp.est an immediate beginning 
of the consideration of the subject of 
water rentp for the year 1912 and here¬ 
with submit the following data: 

First. A report of the Board of Water 
Assessors containing a calculation of the 
revenues ato.1 expenditures for water 
service during the year 1911, the same 
showing an estimated deficit of $337,- 
463.54, and that notwithstanding an in¬ 
creased assessment of about $300,000.00. 
It is to be noted here that this calcu¬ 
lation does not take into account that 
part of the capital invested that has 
been paid off, and on the other hand 
charges against the operation of the 
plant the sinking fund item of the out¬ 
standing bonds instead of making a 
percentage charge for depreciation 
which is the usual method followed in 
corporate accounting. 

Second, A tabulation prepared by the 
Bureau of Water Supply, entitled Table 
''A,” showing a calculation of the dis¬ 
position of water in gallons as con¬ 
sumed, both paid and free, and the 
various avoidable and unavoidable 
leaks and losses. 

Third. A tabulation prepared by the 
Bureau of Water, entitled Table 
showing the amount consumed free of 
cost in detail, which should be taken 
into account in the calculation of the 
fiscal operations of the plant. 

Fourth. A report from the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Water, show¬ 
ing the use and disposition of the 
water pumped and an estimate of the 
effect that will be produced by the 
universal installation of meters, and 
•showing a conclusion that the supply of 
water on the meter basis could be af¬ 
fected at a cost of 11c per thousand 
gallons. 

Fifth. A communication from the 
Cost Accountant of this office wherein 
by a different calculation he arrives at 
the conclusion that a universal meter 
system would furnish water to the con¬ 
sumer at a rate of 10c per thousand 
gallons and yield a sufficient revenue 
to pay all the costs of operation. 

Sixth. A communication from the 
Cost Accountant and Board of Water 
Assessors reciting results attained in 
the City of Cincinnati. 

Seventh. A list prepared by the 
Board of Water Assessors reciting re¬ 
sults attained In the City of Cincinnati. 

Seventh. A list prepared by the 
Board of W^ater Assessors of the num¬ 
ber of subjects of assessments for 
water purposes by the classifications 
provided In the water schedules. 

Eighth. A list of charitable institu^ 
tlons who pay a nominal water rent to 


the city and a list of the city and other 
public functions who are served abso¬ 
lutely free. 

These various reports indicate clear¬ 
ly the necessity for a complete Installa¬ 
tion of the meter plan, but on the other 
hand it seems to me, in view of the 
enormous quantity of wasted water, 
that they also conclusively prove that 
the present fiat rates are too low rather 
than too high. There Is a second ob¬ 
jection to making any change in the 
rates for the ensuing year, owing to 
the fact that the city will have but 
nine months' revenue from this source 
during the first year of operation under 
the new law, which changes the fiscal 
year of the water revenues from April 
to January. Next year, therefore^ as¬ 
sessments can be made only from the 
first of April to the 31st of December. 

In order that the cost of water sup¬ 
ply may be more definitely fixed so that 
the Council hereafter will be better 
able .to establish rates In accordance 
with the actual Value of the service, I 
beg to recommend a physical appraise¬ 
ment of the plant. The Superintendent 
of the Bureau of Water says that such 
appraisement could be made for not 
more than $1,500.00.

The increase income of $300,929.16 for 
year 1911 over 1910 was not caused by 
any increased rate, but by an honest 
enumeration of fixtures throughout the 
City, all property holders were treated 
alike with absolute justice and fairness 
as far as human observation and judg¬ 
ment could make the assessment, and 
praise should be awarded to the Deputy 
Assessors for the intelligent and faith¬ 
ful performance of their duties. 

It seems imprudent to decrease the 
Water Rents at this time, not only that 
but owing to the law changing the 
date of the beginning of the fiscal year 


the rents will be decreased 26 p(tr cent 
for the year 1912, because the Treas¬ 
urer under the old law has collected all 
the flat rates up to April Ist, 1912, 
thereby leaving but three-fouiths of 
the year to collect so as to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the new law to have all 
assessments made up to Janu.iry 1st 
of each year beginning with tlie year 
1912. This change will decrease the 
flat water rents during 1912 about 
$500,000, Many new meters will be 
placed and cut the flat assessment 
$30,000 more, and as the meter f\ccount8 
for the year 1912 will not be payable 
until March, 1913, the revenues will be 
reduced about $600,000 more, making a 
total difference in receipts for 1912 of 
about $1,200,000. You can plamly see 
a reduction of rates for 1912 would be 
disastrous.

Dear Sir: 

In compliance with your Instructions, 
we have thoroughly investigated the 
cost of operating the City’s Water 
Plant, and the revenues derived there¬ 
from, and submit herewith EXHIBIT 
“A,” which is worked out in detail and 
discloses an average cost of $77.50 per 
million gallons delivered to consumers 
or 1% cents per 1000 gallons. 

Havlitg worked out the problem 
along lines of correct accounting and 
good business practices, it is believed 
that our present rate can be reduced 
to 10 cents j)er 1000 gallons, provided, 
however, all consumers are placed upon 
a measured service. 

In our analysis we have used a num¬ 
ber of Tables prepared by the Bureau 
of Water as to the cjuantity of water 
pumped and other data necessary to 
have, in order to Intelligently analyze 
the cost of delivery at different loca¬ 
tions in the City. 

Having set up the cost on one side 
of our books, the next question that 
arises Is the source of “revenues.” In 
the City of Pittsburgh we have two 
plans, “The Survey or Flat Rate Sys¬ 
tem” and “The Measured or Metered 
Service.” 

We have now installed about 7000 
meters with about 3200 applications for 
others waiting. Out of the 7000, we 
understand that some 800 or 900 con¬ 
sumers changed from Measured Service 
back to t4ie Flat ftate. If this Is true, 
you have the problem solved, and now 
let us show by figures that the problem 
%vlll be solved when «ll conminierw are 
placed upon a Measured Service. 











Tho Board of Water Assessors say 
that from the 7000 meters the revenues 
amount to about $42,000 per month, or 
$504,000.00 i)er annum. To produce this 
amount of money at 18 cents ner 1000 
Kallons, It would represent the con¬ 
sumption of ^,800,000,000 Rallons of wa¬ 
ter. This would then leave 29,128,000.- 
000 gallons of water served through 
Flat Kate, which only produced or 
yielded the City $849,148.04, thus show¬ 
ing that the Flat Hate is either too 
low or that tliere Is an enormous 
amount of water wasted. 

We have taken the reports of six¬ 
teen cities, showing the numiter of gal¬ 
lons of water pumped per capita and 
rtnd the quantity to range from 47 to 
160 gallons per day, while the amount 
furnlsluul by the City of Pittsburgh 
is about 226 gallons per capita, thus 
disclosing a ipreventable) waste of sev¬ 
enty-five gallons per day per capita; 
in other words, if wo should allow the 
maximum gallons per day, viz: 150 gal¬ 
lons, it shows that we are pumping 
60% more water than is necessary and 
deriving no revenue from the service. 

The solution of the problem seems to 
be the Installation of meters through¬ 
out the City. 

The next question that arises Is, who 
will bear the expense of the meters? 
For various economic reasons It ap¬ 


pears advisable for the City to h<ve 
entire control of all meters and own.ng 
them outright. 

Borne ten days since I accompanied 
the Board of Water Assessors to Clii- 
I clnnatl to study their methods of ic- 
countlng. 

Their annual report for 1910 as com¬ 
pared with that of Pittsburgh showed 
such a vast difference, that it calle4l for 
some analysis, to embody all of the 
various Items In this communication 
would become Irksome, therefor* I 
I have set up In EXHIBIT "H" a 11 m of 
Items Investigated, giving Clncii 'tall 
figures and ours for comparison, ind 
giving the explanation as far as jh. ;3 l- 
ble.

The conclusion of the whole ni * • ter 
is this, If we have measured sci ice 
the water plant will he able to pt» all 
operating, malntenaccs and i.\ed 
charges from Us revenues and wl ’ In 
no wise iie an Incumbrance upon the 
tax payers. 

This would of course necessitate 'er- 
taln legislation, and If secured, a h tid¬ 
ed debt of $16,000,000.00 can be ti.iiis- 
ferred from the City proper to the 
Water Plant.

As ('JJr.cinnatl, Ohio, Is in topography 
and location much similar to Pitts¬ 
burgh. the pumping, Altering and dis¬ 
tribution of water as well as assessment 
and collection of water rents became 
an interesting subject to the Pittsburgh 
Board of Water Assessors. 

In company with Mr. Jacques, City 
Accountant, they spent October 13th 
and 14th in that city examining the 
water system there, and’ they now wish 
to report their impressions and con¬ 
clusions to you. 

We found Cincinnati had a distinct 
Water Department which divides the 
city into six districts and assesses and 
rollertn in advance every six months all 
flat rates, as follows: 

Ist District 1st day of Jan’y and July. 
2nd District Ist day of Feb’y and Aug. 
3rd District 1st day of Mar. and Sept. 
4th District Ist day of April and Oct. 
6th District Ist day of May and Nov. 
6th District 1st day of June and Dec. 
and meter rates are collected on the 
10th day of each month after bills are 
presented. 

If water rents are not paid within 
twenty days after bills are presented 
the water is shut off and the flow is 
not restored until all bills are paid and 
a penalty of two dollars and other ac¬ 
tual expenses are paid as well. 

Each day’s collection is sent to the 
City Treasurer and the City Controller 
notified dally of the amount of sam^ 


with a copy of the statement sent to 
the City Treasurer. 

This could be done here without leg¬ 
islation to estal>llsh a Water Depart¬ 
ment, and we presume the City Charter 
would have to be amended too, but If 
this was done there can be no doubt 
of the expediting of business and set¬ 
tling of all claims with celerity. It 
would prevent the rush anti Irritation 
caused by compelling all water con¬ 
sumers to pay rents w'ithln thirty days 
under the old law or in ninety days 
under the new law, which goes into ef¬ 
fect January Ist, 1912. Not only that, 
but the gradual collection of water 
rents would prevent an accumulation 
of a large amount of money at any one 
time as the warrants for expenses. In¬ 
terest and sinking funds would run 
current with the collections. 

The exonerations for vacancies and 
errors in survey of flat rates could be 
kept In closer view and much loss to 
the City in this way prevented. 

The method of the Cincinnati Water 
Department is much more drastic than 
that of Pittsburgh. Properly owrners 
there are compelled to buy meters and 
Install them. If that could be done 
here the City would in the near future 
be saved one million and a half of dol¬ 
lars, if meters are to be installed. In 
this connection, we take the liberty to 
quote from the Annual Report of the 
Cincinnati Water Department, dated 
December 31, 1910. 

SURVEY OR FLAT RATE SYSTEM. 

“The survey or flat rate rate plan of 
furnishing water Is unsatisfactory and

an unjust method of selling a comodlty 
that is a universal necessity and an es¬ 
sential in every household. It compels 
the careful consumer to pay for the 
extravagant waste of his neighbor. It 
prevents the manager of a water plant 
from establishing a water rate that 
would be just and fair to all consum¬ 
ers; it is unreliable, and the results 
obtained from the flat rate service is 
a matter of speculation. It is impossi¬ 
ble to detect or locate the waste of 
water under this system. We charge 
by rooms and fixtures, yet we know by 
our metered service that no two houses 
containing the same number of rooms 
and fixtures use the same uuantity of 
water. Some use two or three times 
more than others. And it is the same 
with the flat rate system. Some con¬ 
sumers are extravagant and wasteful 
in the use of water, while others use 
it in a careful way, yet all are charged 
the same under the flat rate plan. Un¬ 
der meter, each service pays for the 
water consumed, unless the quantity 


Is so small that the consumer is (rhar^^ed 
under the minimum rate. Our nt ni- 
mum rate allows one family to use 
all the water that is necessary for the 
family use, and enough to keep their 
premises in a first-class sanitary con¬ 
dition. The 32,798 premises that are 
now under the survey should be ord< red 
under meter service as soon as p ac- 
tlcable, commencing with the JUgh 
Service, and we should place at b ast 
10,000 of these services under nu ter 
in 1911." 

Prom experience we know this ono¬ 
tation applies equally well to Pitts¬ 
burgh. We quote again from the ime 
report: 

‘‘Only about two-thirds of the w.iter 
pumped and distributed last year waa 
paid for. The total amount pai(i for 
on the basis of our regular meter rates 
of one cent per hundred gallons was 
a little less than eleven billions of gal¬ 
lons, showing that we received no-hing 
for the other six billions of gationa 
pumped and distributed.”

Gentlemen: 

In reply to your reference to me of 
the communication received from W. 
N. Frew, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the Carnegie Library, rela¬ 
tive to appointment of membt;rs of 
Council on said board, I beg to say: 

That shortly after the organization 
of the present Council, at the instance 
of the Mayor, 1 conferred with repre¬ 
sentatives of the Board of Trustees and 
their counsel, Mr. George E. Shaw, 
looking to the proper action to be 
taken to insure the proper succession 
of the present Council to the repre¬ 
sentative rights of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh on said board. We were all in 
accord on the proposition that there 
was no question that the amendment 
to the Charter creating the present 
Council in no wise affected the City’s 
rights as established by the Carnegie 
grant and the acceptance thereof by 
the City and it was only a matter of 
taking the necessary action to conform 
to the changes made by the Act of May 
31, 1911. Counsel agreed that a bill 
in equity under the terms of the Act 
of 1855 providing for substitution of 
Trustees, etc., was the most feasible 
and convenient plan to accomplish the 
purpose.

PRESENTATIONS. 


The Chair presented 
No. 1302. 

December 12th, 1911. 

To the Honorable the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 
Gentlemen: 

In accordance with law I beg to sub¬ 
mit herewith the estimates of the ex¬ 
penditures of the City through its gov¬ 
ernmental’ departments and otherwise 
for the fiscal year beginning February 
1st, 1912. Before making detailed com¬ 
ment upon the fiscal affairs of the City 
I beg to call your attention to the 
reforms in the laws relating to taxa¬ 
tion at the recent session of the Legis¬ 
lature as the same will effect the City 
of Pittsburgh. An Act of Assembly 
was passed which repeals previous 
laws classifying real estate and pro¬ 
viding that hereafter all real estate 
shall be taxed upon its full value with¬ 
out reference to its character. This 
statute will have the effect of increas¬ 
ing the tax burden upon property 
classed as rural fifty per cent (60%) 
and upon property heretofore classed 


as agricultural one hundred per cent 
(100%) if the valuations and the tax 
levy should remain the same as be- 
fol'e. On the other band it will have 
the tendency to reduce the tax upon 
proi>erty classed under the full assess¬ 
ment about ten per cent (10%). The 
new school code passed at the same 
session consolidated the administration 
of all the public schools under one 
jurisdiction and merged all of the sub¬ 
school district indebtedness. This stat¬ 
ute, therefore, will have the effect of 
incieasing taxation in some districts 
and decreasing it in others according 
as to whether the property was here¬ 
tofore assessed as full, rural or agri¬ 
cultural and according to the previ¬ 
ous sub-district .school rate heretofore 
existing. I attach hereto as exhibit 
‘‘A” two tables showing the effect of 
the operation of these three changes 
In the law' based upon the taxes levied 
for all purposes In the year 1911, table 
No. 1 containing a list of wards In 
which the property is as.sessed as “full” 
and table No. 2 containing the wards 
In which property was heretofore as¬ 
sessed as “rural.” The agricultural 
classification amounting to less than 
one per cent (1%) of the total has been 
ignored In this classification. By con¬ 
sulting these tables the percentage of 
Increase or decrease is indicated, as¬ 
suming that there will be no other 
change In appropriations next year, 
except that made by the school board, 
created under authority of the School 
Statute mentioned above. I deem 
some comment justified on the heedle.ss 
action of the new school board In levy¬ 
ing a tax of six and one-half (6^) 
mills. This is 1.9 mills of an increase 
over that levied in 1910. I understand 
that no inquiry was made as to the 
cash balances In the bands of the old 
sub-district school boards which is 
available to operate the schools for the 
last tw'o months of the present year 
during which they w'ill be under the 
jurisdiction of the new School Board. 
Inquiry was made of the floating debts 
of such school boards and the same 
were found to be $264,510.00. As 
against this no other asset appear.s in 
the estimates of the School Board on 
which the tax levy was based than the 
sum of $158,787.16 cash in bank be¬ 
longing presumably to the Cen¬ 
tral Board of Education of 
Pittsburgh. Only during the last 
few days the sum of $153,875.00 
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has been received from the State ap¬ 
propriation. 'J’his sum was not taken 
into account and it amounts to one- 
guurter of u mill of taxation. While 
it is true that many of the local school 
boards have lar^e contingent liabili¬ 
ties, the same ones also have actual 
cash on hand and some of the school 
boards,, 1 am lead to believe, have very 
considerable balances on hand, none of 
which were taken into acount by the 
new school hoard in making its tax 
levy. Take another item of revenues, 
in the estimated receipts tor 1912 it 
was calculated that only 80% of the 
tax levy would be collected. As the 
City of I’ittsburgh now collects 80% 
under the old delinquent tax law which 
provides a penalty of only 5%, the low 
rate of which many taxpayers take 
advantage of,, it is fair to presume 
that beginning with next year under 
the new law which imposes a penalty 
of 9% upon delinquents for the first 
year that a much larger percentage 
will be received. On tne side of ex¬ 
penditures, the new school board pro¬ 
vides in advance for the month of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1913. This month is in the fis¬ 
cal year of the year following that for 
which the 6^^ mill tax is to be levied. 
It is provided for in this budget be¬ 
cause the -City would not begin to col¬ 
lect taxes until the first day of March 
following. The worst that could hap¬ 
pen by leaving out the month of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1913, would be to postpone pay¬ 
ment of warrants for a few days after 
the first day of March. By eliminating 
this month from this calculation the 
school board could have avoided the 
levying of a half of a mill. A contin¬ 
gent fund of $184,000.00 is provided. 
This seems to me to be entirely unnec¬ 
essary for the administration of the 
schools which is extremely simple in 
its nature. JTactIcally all outlays can 
be anticipated. The City of Pittsburgh 
th its variegated activities, many- 
fold more complicated than the man¬ 
agement of the schools provides uni¬ 
formly a contingent fund of $50,000.00. 
One-quarter of a mill of tax could be 
avoided in this item. 1 am firmly of 
the belief that even now the school 
board by gathering all the data—and 
there is still ample time for it to re¬ 
trace its steps—could bring the tax 
levy at this time well within the mini¬ 
mum levy permitted by the law, viz.: 
five mills. 

The following is a statement of the 
calculation made by the School Board 
which I insert here for your informa¬ 
tion :

I less, exhaustively study the con-.’ition 
j of the sinking funds of the oM City 
of Pittsburgh and have attached nereto^ 
as Exhibit C, a table showing from the 
Controller’s books a complete state¬ 
ment of all the bond issues outviand- 
ing, the date of their issuance, the 
1 date of their maturity, the total amount 
and mathematical calculation of the 
sinking fund re(iuirement at thi^^ time, 
the amount of bonds now in the sink¬ 
ing fund, the amount of cash now in 
the sinking fund, the necessary levy 
for the year 1912 and the amount of 
bonds falling due each year from 1912- 
to 1941, inclusive. All of the above 
are shown in detail year by year and 
each issue set forth singly. There is 
also contained in said tabulation a 
showing in detail of all the bonds here¬ 
tofore issued and not yet matured 
which are now held in the sinking fund 
as assets against the total indebted- 
! ness of the old City. It will be seen at 

i a glance that the total of the unma- 

I tured bonds now outstanding and in 

' the sinking fund amounts to $23,015,- 

901,87; that the legal sinking fund re- 
I quirement on February 1st, 1911, the 
! beginning of the present fiscal year. Is. 
$7,773,040.92, while the actual assets 
in the sinking fund amount to $10,319,- 
' 100.61, consisting of bonds aggregat¬ 

ing $8,547,138.14, and cash as of No¬ 
vember 30th, 1911, amounting to $1,- 
771,962.47. The excess over the legal 
\ requirement amounts to $2,546,159.69, 

i ard this allowing for a deficit of $1,- 

162,396.33 in the railroad compromise 
sinking fund bonds established under 
the Act of 1863 for the purpose of re¬ 
tiring bond issues amounting to $2- 
183,201.87. It does not fall within the 
province of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
' Sion of Pittsburgh to provide for the 
redemption of these bond issues of 1863 
but in order to show the excess assets 
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over evoty sinking fund liability in 
this ot tl'<* old City of Pittsburgh cal¬ 
culation t assume the dellcit of that 
issue is allowed for. Your honorable 
body, win n the time comes, may decide 
to refund this deficit. 1 desire to in¬ 
dicate clearly that even though that 
deficit sh uld not be refunded and the 
same sho\:ld be paid out of the surplus 
in the hands of the general sinking 
fund com/uission there is still as said 
before $2. *16,059.69 of assets over and 
above tha'. and every other funded lia¬ 
bility of the City at this time. The 
question n >w arises whether or not the 
Council W 'uld be justified in ignoring 
either In whole or in part the estimates 
of the Cor.(roller for the sinking fund 
and Interest charges of the old City 
bond issue . for the ensuing year. These 
amounts, • set forth in his estimates, 
to $1,894,';00.00. Assuming the receipt 
of the sai7M’ revenues from delinquent 
taxes and other purposes that were 
calculated jpon this year and taking 
into accoui't the new tax assessment 
law the 1« vy for this purpose I esti¬ 
mate would be 2.34 mills. For the 
purpose of showing the effect upon the 
tax bill of the real estate owner if 
the school noard had levied the mini¬ 
mum tax allowed under the law known 
as the school code, and If your honor¬ 
able body .should decide to ignore the 
sinking fund and interest estimate of 
the Controller for the old City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, I have prepared a tabulation of 
the wards, showing a percentage of the 
increase and decrease in the territory 
affected, viz.: that included in the old 
City of Pittsburgh. My understanding 
Is that the sinking fund and the sepa¬ 
rate indebtedness of the old City of 
Allegheny is also overfull to the extent 
of $160,000.00. For lack of time that 
subject has not been investigated as 
completely as the one now under dis¬ 
cussion, and 1 would suggest to your 
honorable body that you have prepared 
for you similar data relating to the 
sinking funds of that city. 

The question naturally arises how 
the sinking funds came to have such 
huge surpluses. The cause seems to be 
the custom prevailing in Councils for 
many years of levying a tax and ap¬ 
propriating not only for the sinking 
fund items required by the law and 
the interest payments required by the 
law but appropriating as well interest 
for bond.s purchased by the sinking 
fund commission and remaining in its 
hands. 'The City has, therefore, been 
paying interest to itself as well as to 
Its creditors, besides paying a propor¬ 
tional part of the principal to its cred¬ 
itors. These excess appropriations and 
payments to the sinking fund commis¬ 
sion compounded in this manner either 
by the investment of this excess inter¬ 
est in other bonds or lying in bank 
drawing 2% have in the course of years 
amounted to $3 710,456.02. There would 
be no doubt as to your power in the 
premises if all these excess of assets 
were cash, but, unfortunately there 
matures during the years 1912, 1913, 
1914 and 1915 bond issues amounting 
In the aggregate to $10,943,901.87, of 
which there are now in the sinking 


funds only $4,683,000.00 of these i.ssues 
and only $1,771,962.47 in cash. If you 
ueciue to avoid reiuixiltig it vvill prob¬ 
ably be necessary to continue to levy 
some tax to make up the full amount 
of casli necessary to meet these ma¬ 
turities, not, however, as much as it 
has been the custom to levy annually 
heretofore. Most of these Issues ma¬ 
ture after 1912 and legislative relief 
could be asked In 1913. Whether you 
should levy the usual sum or less the 
present surplus of $3,708,456.02 Is 
bound to considerably Increase, The 
whole difficulty lies in the fact that the 
blOKing P’und Commissioners Invested 
their appropriation in other l)onds 
than those lor which the appropriation 
was made. While this indicates some 
lack of foresight on their part they 
were still strictly within the law and 
as a re.sult of their action you are now 
faced with the dilemma which I have 
been attempting to make clear. As 
exhibit B there is attached hereto a 
tabulation by wards showing the per¬ 
centage of increase and decrease of 
millage if the minimum school tax had 
been levied and if your honorable body 
should decide to ignore the stimales 
of the Controller for the sinking fund 
and interest charges upon the separate 
indebtedness upon the old City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. As an estimate of the reven¬ 
ues for the ensuing fiscal year the 
same Items for twelve months preced¬ 
ing December, 1911, are tabulated and 
attached hereto as Kxhibit I), the same 
also containing a tabluation for all 
the years since consolidation. 

This table Indicates in detail the 
changes in the revenues from 1908, the 
1 first fiscal year, of the Greater City to the 
end of the present year, 1911, the last 
two months being estimated on the 
basis of collections during the corres¬ 
ponding period last year. 

The total revenues have .steadily a<l- 
vanced, there being a gross increase 
at the end of the fourth year of $1,- 
788,163.66. Taking the notable Items 
In turn, the principal ones are: 

Current and Delinquent Taxes—The 
former has increased by reason of the 
eciualizatlon of assessments In 1910 and 
a slight increase In the tax rate and 
the latter because the first year of the 
Greater City starting with nothing the 
quantity of delinciuencles increasing 
with the years permitted a proportion¬ 
ate Increase. 

Current and Delinquent Water Rents 
—The collections of w'ater rents In¬ 
creased through the sale of more vvater 
to an increased number of consumers— 
principally due to the acquisition of 
the Monongahela Water Company’s 
plant in 1908 and the beginning of mu¬ 
nicipal operation in 1909—through in¬ 
creasing meter rates 4c per thousand 
gallons and by reason of a stricter 
assessment of the flat water rates by 
the newly created Board of Water As¬ 
sessors. These have been the prin¬ 
cipal factors in the Increased cost of 
operating the Bureau of Water and 
the improvements have resulted not 
only In Increased efficiency, but a large 
financial profit as well. 
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I^Ifjuor licenses do not vary much. 

The business licenses remain about 
the same. 

General licenses. 

Vehicle license fees were reduced 
one*half In 1910 upon the recommenda¬ 
tion of the City Treasurer. Notwith¬ 
standing the cut he has been able to 
collect about the same as before. 

Automobiles now escape payment of 
license fees to the City because of the 
Act of 1909, providing for the issuance 
of licenses by the state upon the pay¬ 
ment of a fee to it. 

Fines and forfeits have decreased be¬ 
cause of the altered attitude towards 
petty criminals. The use of the police 
courts as a means of revenue has been 
abandoned. 

Commercial revenues. 

These have fluctuated within a nar¬ 
row compass. 

Likewise the receipts of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Charities and the 
Bureau of Water Supply have only 
slightly changed. 

Markets and Wharves, etc. 

The markets, with the exception of 
the North Side, fell off for reasons that 
are apparent. 

Switch license collections have fluc¬ 
tuated with the current of opinion 
upon the policy of imposing these fees. 

Interest on daily balances increased 
in 1910 over the previous years be¬ 
cause of the gradual building up of a 
large cash balance and in 1911 because 
of the bond balances of the issue of 
1910 sold in January, 1911, the large 
sum of $1,850,000.00 appropriated for 
a City hall, tuberculosis hospital and 
refuse plant remaining intact through¬ 
out the year. 

The item of $31 810.00, received for 
the vacation of streets in 1910, and 
$56,406.88, from street and sewer 
claims, are not revenues and do not 
properly belong in the above tabula¬ 
tion. They are receipts belonging to 
capital account. 

The appropriation of the state in 
payment for the care of the insane 
grows with the number of patients. 

As Exhibit E, there is attached here¬ 
to a tabulated statement of the rev¬ 
enues of the old Cities of Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny from the year 1908 to 
date. In connection with the estimate 
of 2.34 mills of tax rate for the old 
City of Pittsburgh and 5.58 mills for 
the former City of Allegheny, I must 
call your attention now to the showing 
of these tables regarding such items 
of receipts as street and sewer as¬ 
sessments, delinquent taxes and water 
rents for years prior to 1908. They are 
constantly being reduced and it is ques¬ 
tionable whether any estimate should 
be made for them hereafter. If It 
should be calculated that nothing will 
be received from these sources then 
the 2.34 mill estimate and the 5.58 mill 
estimate must be enlarged as there will 
be no other source of revenue to set¬ 
tle the liabilities of these cities than 
direct taxation. There is attached 


hereto as Exhibit F a statetii‘'^nt of the 
estimated expenditures of the City 
through its governmental d' partinenta 
and otherwise ior the fiscal year be- 
in to live groups showiiig those 
divided into live groups sho ving those 
items expended in the n-.nntenance 
and operation of the City departments, 
street rex)aving, debt servic* . street and 
sewer improvements by issessment 
upon the property benefited and sub¬ 
sidies or donations to a l;j! ge number 
of institutions or organlxj; I ion.s. The 
same exhibit contains a detailed sum¬ 
mary for all the years since the con¬ 
solidation of the two cities-. 

A brief analysis of the operations 
of the departments and J»ureaus as 
shown from 1908, the first year of the 
Greater City, to the prci nt year Is 
advisable. 

It is to be explained first that In 
1911 the* item of printing which had 
theretofore been appropriated in one 
fund was distributed ovei all the of¬ 
fices expending money for that pur¬ 
pose. 

THE MAYOR: Aside from the print¬ 
ing the increased cost I.*-: due to the 
appointment of a force oJ' accountants. 

THE CONTROLLER: 'I'lie increase 
in the estimates for 1912 is caused by 
the appointment of a statistician. 

TREASURER’S DEPARTMENT: The 
fluctuation In this office is caused en¬ 
tirely by the requirements of clerks 
employed temporarily during the tax 
collection season. 

LAW DEPAltTMENT: The increase 
is due to the reorganization of the de¬ 
partment. A comparison of the num¬ 
ber of cases and the results attained 
justifies the higher outlay. The in¬ 
crease in efficiency is not measurable 
in all the business of the department. 
One place where results can be com¬ 
pared is in such items in the ajjpropri- 
ation bill as Contractor's Claims, as¬ 
sessments against the city for street 
and sewer improvements, interest on 
the same, and judgments against the 
City, etc., shown in group 3. In order 
to make the comparison suggested 
these items must be inspected in the 
appropriation bills for the old cities 
as well as the Greater City. And as 
these items have been more often than 
not paid out of bond issues those too 
must be taken into account. 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 

GENERAL OFFICE. The increase of 
$25,000.00 in the salaries of 1909 over 
1908 is accounted for by the transfer 
of painters, carpenters, plumbers and 
bricklayers from th6 Bureaus of Fire. 
Police and Health to the General Of¬ 
fice. The increase in 1911 and 1912 Is 
due to the appointment of Inspectors 
of Weights and Measures. 

BUREAU OF FIRE. On April 10th. 
1908, seventy new men were appointed 
and on November 12th, 1908, seventy- 
seven new men were appointed; in 1911 
seventy-three new men were appointed. 
These, with the higher salaries for su¬ 
perior oiYicers, explain the increase in 
the Bureau of Fire. 
















BUIj:aU.OF police. The explana¬ 
tion gi the salary increase is the ap- 
polntirH^nt of elg'hty-nlne additional 
poiloeii'^^n and increases in the salaries 
of the uperlor officers. 

BUK;:aU of electricity. The 

increas - in salary was due to the em- 
ploym^ 't of three assistant wire in¬ 
spector' one battery man, one driver, 
one st' vekeeper, one lineman and one 
lire aly i m operator, together with an 
Increas in salaries of certain of the 
employ* cs of the Bureau. 

BURl: VU OF BUILDING INSPEC¬ 
TION. The increases in salary repre¬ 
sent three additional building inspec¬ 
tors an<i increases in the salaries of the 
superini-mdent and assistant superin¬ 
tendent. 

BUREAU OF BOILER INSPECTION. 
The increase in salaries represents an 
additioiiiil Inspector and one stenog¬ 
rapher. 

DEPAP/1 MENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

GENE iiAL OFFICE. The decrease 
in salari'-s of 1909 compared with 1908 
is explained by the dropping of an as¬ 
sistant director whose salary was $4»- 
000.00 aed the increase of 1910 over 
1909 due to increase in salaries. 

BUREAU OF SURVEYS. The in¬ 
crease ill salaries is due to the in¬ 
creased M'l.lary of the superintendent 
and certain of the employees as well 
(J.S six auditlonal men for part time. 

BUREAtT OF HIGHWAYS AND 
SEWERS. The Increase in salaries is 
(joe piincipaUy to an increase of twen¬ 
ty-five cents per day In the wages paid 
tor labor, the whole approximating 
about 175.000.00 per annum. 

BUREAU OF WATER. The increase 
of 1909 over 1908 in salaries is due to 
the final taking over of the filtration 
plant including Ross Pumping Station, 
and also taking over the Monongahela 
Water Company’s plant on the South 
Side. The total Increase in salaries 
caused by these acquisitions and their 
operation was $70,000.00. The revenu- 
ues derived from the new water con¬ 
sumers on the South Side constitutes 
a large part of the increased receipts 
of that function. The Increase of 1910 
over 1909 was due to the salary and 
labor wage increases, amounting to 
$50,000.00 and the employment of ex¬ 
perts. There has been a notable de¬ 
crease in the cost of operating the 
filtration pla.nt as a result of the expert 
advice received. 

BUREAU OF LIGHT. The increase 
in salaries is due to a small 
increase in certain salaries, but 
principally due to the increased 
number of employees engaged 
in maintaining and erecting lamp posts 
and street signs. The expenditure of 
maintenance and supplies in 1908 is 
misleading in not including the sum 
of $55,000.00 worth of service rendered 
that year, but not paid until the year 
1909. The balance of the increase of 
the cost of operation for 1909 and sub¬ 
sequent years is due to the expansion 
of the street lighting system. 

BUREAU OP PARKS. The increase 
In salaries is explained by the higher 
salary of the superintendent and a few 
of employees of the Bureau, but princi¬ 


pally is accounted for by an Increase 
in the wages of laborers amounting 
to 25c per day. 

BOARD OF WATER ASSESSORS. 

‘Tile increase Is due to the reorganiza¬ 
tion of the old Rureau of \^'ate^ Asses¬ 
sors and the substitution of the Board 
of Water Assessors re<iuiring a nuiniier 
of additional officials and employees. 
The additional outlay has resulted in 
rich dividends by reason of the more 
comj)lete assessment of the water 
rates. 

CIVIL SERVICE. The Increase in 
the expenditures of the Civil Service 
Commission consist principally of an 
increase In salary of the members of 
the Board. 

DEPARTMENT OF ASSESSORS. The 
Increase in the cost of assessing real 
estate is due to a number of additional 
clerks and an increase in salaries of 
the members of the Board. 

DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH. 

The increases are due to the reor¬ 
ganization of the Bureau of Health 
into a department and the appointment 
of inspectors of vegetables, fruit, milk 
and meat and other foods, school med¬ 
ical inspection, additional sanitary, 
tenement house and plumbing inspec¬ 
tion, etc. 

DEPARTMENT OF SUPPLIES. 

This new activity conducted at an 
expense to the City of $23,500,00 dur¬ 
ing 1911 has been the best investment 
made by the City in three years so far 
as immediate results can be estimated 
financially. Savings In cost of supplies 
amounting to $200,000.00 for a year, su¬ 
pervision over a great number of sub¬ 
ordinate officials and employees In 
their purchases, higher grade of goods 
and strengthening of efficiency In 
every department and bureau. 

SINKING FUND AND INTEREST. 

The increase In these fixed charges, 
amounting to over $600,000.00, is due 
to the increase of the debt of the 
Greater City. Street and sewer im¬ 
provements, contractor’s claims, dam¬ 
ages, Judgments and interest on con¬ 
tractor’s claims are variable and fluc¬ 
tuate with the quantity and nature of 
improvements made in streets and 
sewers. 

PITTSBURGH PLAYGROUND ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

ALLEGHENY PLAYGROUND ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

The gradual increases of appropria¬ 
tions for these two subsidies is due to 
! the extension of the activities of those 

! bodies, 

1 I beg to call your attention particu¬ 
larly to the necessity for a larger ap¬ 
propriation for street repaving. A 
careful examination by the Department 
of Public Works has resulted in a re- 
1 quest for $420,100.00 for the year 1912, 

this sum being more than double the 
J amount spent for this purpose during 

the present year. The gradual increase 
for street and sewer assessments are 
only apparent and not real. These In¬ 
creases of the Greater City are more 
than counteracted by the gradual de- 
I crease In assessments for the same 




















purpose agaLnst the ol<3 cities. The 
City IS usually two, three and four 
years behind tlie completion of the 
\vOIK in the payment ol these items 
caused by the legal delays in finally 
adjusting' them, lour attention is also 
caned to the gradual increase from 
^275,000.00 to $<*82,000.00 in appropria¬ 
tions to voluntary institutions outside 
the control of the City, all of them en¬ 
gaged in activities oi a quasi-munici¬ 
pal nature. 

rtt Liiis time I deem it proper and 
Deg to advise appropriations lor cer¬ 
tain new purposes, viz.: for a Bureau 
of Efficiency; for a Bureau of i’ublic 
utilities; tor a Bureau of Repairs or 
iviafater iVlecnanics ^attached nereto as 
Exhibit G Is a communication irom 
i./ziector Oursler of the Department of 
{supplies upon this suojecti; an appro¬ 
priation for the City Planning Com¬ 
mission, for the Art Commission; an 
appropriation for topograpliical sur¬ 
vey, an appropriation for the enter- 
tairiment of the International Water¬ 
ways Association; an appropriation for 
the payment of the costs arising out 
of tne foreclosures of municipal and 
delinquent tax liens; an appropriation 
for the forestation of some of the bar¬ 
ren hillsides: an appropriation for a 
physical valuation of the City’s water 
plant; an appropriation for secret serv¬ 
ice in the Department of PuoUc Safety, 
and an appropriation for the Commis¬ 
sion on the Revision of Building Laws. 
Of all of the above recommendations 
for appropriations that tor an effici¬ 
ency engineer and staff is in my opin¬ 
ion the most urgent. The recent public 
notice attracted to “scientific manage¬ 
ment” suggests that its principles are 
equally applicable to the public serv¬ 
ice as well as to business conducted 
lor i)roftt. The limitations placed by 
law upon the povveis and freedom of 
action of public officials prevents al¬ 
most entirely the exercise of that busi¬ 
ness strategy which usually determines 
the success or failure of private busi¬ 
ness enterprises. This is one of the 
reasons why the government costs 
more than otherwise but it is not the 
only nor even the chief cause. Even 
with these necessary <iualifications the 
cost of government is far higher than 
need be and this is too well known 
to require proof. Public officials can 
afford to admit it in view of the same 
admission by nearly every individual 
and business corporation in their own 
affairs. As business corporations are 
straining every nerve to increase effici¬ 
ency' and reduce costs so should the 
public authorities where the waste is 
greater and the cost higher. A num¬ 
ber of notable cases of reforms and re- 
organlza;^ions have been affected dur¬ 
ing the past three years. The institu¬ 
tion of a purchasing agent has produced 
a better quality of goods at a saving 
of approximately $200,00.00 per annum, 
(the expense of this department to the 
City this year Is about $23,500.00); the 
Inauguration of a Board of Water As¬ 
sessors has resulted in an increased 
assessment of water rents of over a 
quarter of a millions of dollars upon 
tne basis of the same rates as last 
yee.r; the employment of an expert 
waterworks engineer has resulted In 


a decrease in the cost of opera ring the 
nitration plant ot $30,000.00 jtnriually 
and piovlaed plans for incieasHig the 
dally output ol the plant to tWM thirds 
mole than its present capacity 

The first eftect of the work of the 
cost acountants provided last year is 
snown in the estimates of expenditures 
of the several departments ;iiid bu¬ 
reaus for the year 1912. By c^nisulting 
Exhibit F it will appear thai ihe es¬ 
timates for next year amount lo $70,- 
1/90.00 less than tne appropriations for 
this year. The figures estimat*Mj by the 
departments and bureaus for the pres¬ 
ent year are not available, bu. my rec¬ 
ollection is that they were about a 
million dollars more than thf* appro¬ 
priations. This is due to tin- form of 
estimates used this year for the first 
time and which is the final result of 
tnree years of improvement in these 
schedules. Want of space prevents the 
enumeration of other results, many in 
number, but not so striking in char¬ 
acter. 

For the purpose of obtaining greater 
efficiency 1 beg to suggest some fur¬ 
ther changes in the organization of 
certain of tiie departments. U is agreed 
upon between the City SolU-itor, the 
i^irector of the Department of Public 
Works and myself that the Bureau of 
\iewers in the i.)epartment of Public 
Works should be transfer!* d and as¬ 
signed to the Law Departiuent. And 
I beg to again suggest to ytm that the 
Department of Deiimiuent Tax Col¬ 
lections be reorganized by your honor¬ 
able body and myself so as to permit 
of the collection of a greater percent¬ 
age of the outstanding taxes. I am 
ttimly of the belief that the constant 
public agitation upon this subject dur¬ 
ing the past two years has caused de¬ 
lay in the receipt of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars of the City’s revenue 
and perhaps the total loss of some of 
this. As there seems to be every ap¬ 
pearance of the return of business ac¬ 
tivity upon a larger scale than has 
prevailed during the past four years, 
if this department were put upon a 
basis that would avoid the continu¬ 
ance of controversy an increase of re¬ 
ceipts would result and would go a 
long ways towards offsetting the nec¬ 
essary reduction in the water rev¬ 
enue, of which you were informed In 
my last communication to you, that 
will occur during the coming year. My 
remarks upon the water revenues in 
my last message 1 desire to reiterate. 
Your honorable body should give con- 
siders.tion to the subject of compulsory 
universal meters and the water should 
be furnished at the actual cost of oper¬ 
ation. In order to determine that cost 
a.n appropriation should be provided 
for a physical valuation of the plant. 
In order to make such a calculation 
account should he taken of exoncmtlons 
of which there are, in my opinion, too 
many. Account should also be taken 
of water used by the City. 

Your attention is called to a com¬ 
munication from the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety attached 
hereto as Exhibit H recommending the 
substitution of motor power for horse 
drawn vehicles In the Bureaus of Fire 







and Police. Our fire fighting force com¬ 
pared \. ith the same luiiction eise- 
wheie ' cms to cost this City much 
more. I'he broken character of oUi' 
territory and the short and narrow 
streets nd the too rapid extension 
ot the lji< service to the outlying dis¬ 
tricts ar the principal reasons. The 
recommendation of the head of the de- 
pailmeni if adopted would not only ! 

call a hi\\t upon the steady annual : 

Increase >f cost but would effect an im¬ 
mediate I reduction the first year which 
would progressively continue for sev¬ 
eral yea' . until a probable reduction 
of from t wenty to thirty per cent would 
be accon.nlished. The appropriations 
recommeinled tor these two bureaus it 
will be ai'parent to you, 1 think, are 
made in the interest of greater effici¬ 
ency as '. w'll as economy. To the same 
effect ar*. communications attached 
heieto ir^>in the jJiiector of the De¬ 
partment >f Supplies as Exhibit I, sug¬ 
gesting certain improvements. I am 

e.ttaching these communications not 

only for your consideration in con¬ 
nection V. ith the matters mentioned 
therein bi t also as indications of what I 

may be a'complished if a staff of ef- | 

ficiency engineers experienced in ef- j 

fectlng reforms and improvements in 
business renditions generally was em- i 

ployed by the City to overhaul the 

corduct of its entire business. Many ! 

reforms are suggested to the mind of j 

even the -asual observer. Some of 
these are not practicable; some could 
not be effected in the manner proposed. 1 
The busy executive, whether he be the 
Mayor, a I >i rector of a department, or 
a Superintendent of a bureau or other 
superior officer, cannot take the time 
from his >‘usy day to give much de¬ 
tailed study to reforming the conduct 
of'the business under his charge and 
then not having the peculiar training 
required and being absorbed in routine 
customs and habits in vogue before 
his Incumbency of the office, It is not 
strange that suggestions of this nature 
rarely come from him. This is not 
only true of public officials, but is also 
true of most persons in their own af¬ 
fairs, Only a few aggressive individ¬ 
uals and corporations have been able 
to discern that reforms in the operations 
of a great and complicated business 
is a task of one who has made this a 
profession. This profession, although 
only a few years old, has accomplished 
such remarkable results that respon¬ 
sible persons In charge of large busi¬ 
ness operations ca’^not afford to ignore 
the existence of this aid or advise its 
application. 

I have thus far only spoken princi¬ 
pally of the effect upon disbursements. 

The revenues of the City need consid¬ 
erable attention, for it is only by en¬ 
larging these tha.t the tax upon real 
estate can be held down in view of 
the constant extension of the City’s 
activities into fields that have been 
hitherto ignored or left to the initi.a- 
tive and administration of individuals 
and voluntary associations. One phase 
of the City’s revenues I particularly 
desire to call your attention to, and 
by way of example of what I think can 
be accomplished I attach hereto as Ex- 


liiblt K a communication from the DI- 
Iector oi me t^eparimeiit of i uoiic 
Salety In relation to placing the Hu- 
reaus of Building Inspection. Electric¬ 
ity and Boiler Inspection upon a .self- 
8upj)ortlr.g basis in whole or in jiart. 
'i here is no reason to my mind why the 
owner of a building should not charge 
to the cost of the same whatever is 
the value of a building permit and the 
Inspection of the bureau during the 
course of instruction. Formerly nuild- 
ing permits were paid for by the owner 
but tor many years this charge as well 
as other items of the public revenue 
has been discontinued. In the Direc¬ 
tor’s communication is also contained 
a recommer.dation for the re-enactment 
of a reasonable street car license, the 
same to pay for the cost of i>ollce serv¬ 
ice In directing and regulating car 
traffic on the streets. Other items of 
revenue if given the proper attention 
would yield much larger returns to 
the City. As I said before, I cite these 
cases where a special service is per¬ 
formed and not now paid for as ex¬ 
amples of a general condition justify¬ 
ing attention. 

After nearly three years of observ¬ 
ation of the conduct of the City’s busi¬ 
ness, 1 do not hesitate to express the 
opinion that very considerable results 
would be accomplisherl by the intro¬ 
duction of “scientific management.” I 
venture the prediction that a very few 
years of expert supervision would 
yield glowing returns In a consider¬ 
ably enlarged revenue, a comparatively 
decreased expenditure, Increased ef¬ 
ficiency in service to the City and its 
citizers and reduced tax bills to the 
real estate owner.

REPORT OF COMMISSION FOR RE¬ 
VISION OF BUILDING LAWS OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH. 
Gentlemen: 

At a meeting of the Commission for 
Revision of Building Laws of the City 
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of Pittsburgh, held December 7, 1911, 
the chairman was directed by resolu¬ 
tion to addreso a communication to the 
Honorabie Mayor and Council of the 
City, setting forth the aims of this 
Commission, If continued, together 
with a resume of what has been ac¬ 
complished to date, and a financial 
statement to date, together with a 
recommendation of the sum required 
to complete the work. 

In compliance with said resolution, 
I beg' to submit the following; 

Upon the organization of the Com¬ 
mission it was determined to make 
a study of the regulations forming the 
Building Codes in use in other cities, 
and to endeavor to thus ascertain in 
what i>articulars the various Acts of 
Assembly and City Ordinances gov¬ 
erning the erection of buildings in the 
City of Pittsburgh failed to adequately 
cover the needs of the situation for 
the proper regulation of building con¬ 
struction. 

A system of compilation was finally 
evolved, by making a classification of 
subjects, in so far as possible, of our 
existing regulations, and placing in 
juxtaposition therewith, corresponding 
regulations of other cities for compari¬ 
son, using for this purpose the codes 
of New York City, Philadelphia, Bos- 
tan, Chicago, Buffalo, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, District of Columbia, Los 
Angeles, Louisville, and St. Louis, and 
also the code recommended by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

This compilation required practically 
a year's time, and naturally covers 
a very wide field, and resulted in very 
voluminous manuscript, and placed in 
concrete form for ready reference, a 
great mass of valuable information, 
and Us perusal is conclusive proof that 
the representations made, which re¬ 
sulted in the appointment of this Com¬ 
mission, were well founded, and based 
on incontrovertible facts, that our laws 
are inadequate, antedated by progress 
in the art of building, and the introduc¬ 
tion of materials now both in common 
use and abuse, and that millions of 
dollars are annually expended in forms 
of construction used in buildings in this 
City, without in some cases said meth¬ 
ods being even mentioned in our lawS; 
either State or Municipal, and their 
use being regulated almost entirely 
by the discretionary powers vested 
in the heads of Departments. 

Inasmuch as we desire to 
furnish relief in those matters 
seemingly capable of correction lo¬ 
cally, several Ordinances were pre¬ 
pared, after careful study and 
such advice, expert and otherwise, 
that your Commission felt should be 
procured, one of which was the Hollow 
Block and Terra Cotta Tile Ordinance, 
which was passed by Councils and ap¬ 
proved by the Mayor, May 29, 1911. 

The second Ordinance covers perhaps 
the most serious regulation lacking at 
this time, viz.: the use of plain and re¬ 
inforced concrete constructions in their 
various applications to building opera¬ 
tions, and which Ordinance will be pre¬ 
sented for your consideration very 


soon, the Bureau of Bulldiiii. Inspec¬ 
tion having just returned s.vme with 
comments for our final con Mjeratlon. 

The original approprlatloi for the 
work of this Commission pif.-vlded for 
the sum of $7,500.00, for the first year, 
and no further appropriai ;)as were 
made, but the balance frotn former 
year was continued, and the total ex¬ 
penditures to date amount t - $2,142.07, 
leaving a balance of $5,357 . 

Your Commission has en<i 'avored to 
economize in every way, and ihe mem¬ 
bers have given generousl. of their 
time, but having gone throut’ii the pre¬ 
liminary and investigating .dage, and 
being in a position to poiii: out sub¬ 
jects which should be covers by Ordi¬ 
nances requiring the most c:>’H-ful prep¬ 
aration, and submitted tt' the very 
ablest technically trained ; »id experi¬ 
enced authorities for advic'^ and criti¬ 
cism, feel that should th: work be 
continued and carried into nfect within 
the next twelve' months, a -um of fif¬ 
teen thousand dollars shooid be avail¬ 
able for use, under the terms and con¬ 
ditions of the resolution creating this 
Commission. 

Prominent in the list of -objects not 
covered by State or Municipal regu¬ 
lations, and which we believe can be 
legally enacted by the Cit.'- under Sec¬ 
tion 42 of Act of Assembly of June 7, 
1895, are “Classification of Buildings,’' 
“Fire .Protection and Prevention," 
“Fireproof Buildings.” “Iron and Steel 
Construction,” and “Rules for Calcula¬ 
tion of Stresses in Materials,” any one 
of which properly prepared would If 
enacted be of practical value to the 
City and its inhabitants in the safe¬ 
guarding of life and property, far be¬ 
yond the sum asked to prosecute the 
work of this Commission.

PRESENTATIONS. 

Mr. Babcock presented 
No. 1307. 

To the City Council of Pittsburgh, 

Gentlemen:—Pursuant to my appoint¬ 
ment under resolution of Councils, I 
beg to submit as follows: 

Ordinance No. 289 provides that the 
Collector of Delinquent Taxes shall be 
entitled to retain from the penalties Im¬ 
posed for the non-payment of taxes and 
water rents the actual expenses of col¬ 
lecting the same, which shall not ex¬ 
ceed the sum of one thousand dollars 
per month, and shall not be entitled to 
any compensation for his services as 
Delinquent Tax Collector by way of 
salary, or by way of docket fees, adver¬ 
tising, commissions, or any other fees 
or perquisites whatever, which said 
fees, perquisites and commissions shall 
be paid over to the City of Pittsburgh. 
And providing in Section 2 for the re¬ 
peal of the Ordinance approved October 
20, 1909, relating to the compensation 
of the Delinquent Tax Collector; and 
in Section 3, for the repeal of all ordi¬ 
nances conflicting therewith. 


Ordinance No. 72 authorizes the Mayor 
to appoint the City Treasurer, Col¬ 
lector of Delinquent Taxes for the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Ordinance known as No. 301, or reso¬ 
lution, provides “that the Delinquent Tax 
Collector be and he is hereby requested, 
authorized and empowered to make 
daily returns of his collections to the 
city treasurer, the said treasurer to 
deposit said moneys In the city deposi¬ 
tories and the city to receive, as on 
all the rest of Its moneys on deposit, 
the regular two per centum on dally 
balances.” 

I will consider flrst, the validity of 
these ordinances, and second, If in¬ 
valid, whether an ordinance could be 
framed that would accomplish the re- 
form.s In this department which you de¬ 
sire to introduce. 

The ordinance empowering the Mayor 
to appoint the City Treasurer Delin¬ 
quent Tax Collector, Is not mandatory, 
but only empowers him to do so. You 
could not compel him to appoint the 
City Treasurer Delinquent Tax Col¬ 
lector, but the Charter provides that It 
may be done. 

The ordinance directing the deposit 
of all moneys In the city treasury dally 
may be considered In connection with 
the ordinance flxlng the salary of the 
collector, known as Ordinance No. 289. 

The question Is as to the pow'er of 
Council to flx the salary or compen¬ 
sation of the Delinquent Tax Collector, 

The office of Delinquent Tax Collector 
of cities of the second class was cre¬ 
ated by an Act of Assembly entitled 
“An act In relation to cities of the 
second class providing for the levy, 
collection and disbursement of taxes 
and water rents,” approved March 22, 
1877. 

This law authorized, in Section 7, the 
city treasurer to appoint a person to 
be denominated collector of outstand¬ 
ing or delinquent taxes and water 
rents, his compensation to be ten per 
centum on the amount collected and 
paid Into the city treasury, which said 
ten per centum shall be added to said 
delinquent taxes and water rents as 
penalty for non-payment at the time 
therein prescribed, and providing that 
out of said penalty shall be paid all 
cost of office rent, clerk hire and sta¬ 
tionery. 
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Section 10 provided that the collector 
should make returns in duplicate on or 
belore the 20th day of every month, and 
pay the amount of his collections at 
the time of making his returns to the 
city treasurer. 

An Act entitled "An act to provide 
for the government of cities of the sec¬ 
ond class, approved March 7th, 1901, 
3*. Li. 20, and Its amendment approved 
June 20th, 1901, P. L. 586, created a De¬ 
partment to he known as the Depart¬ 
ment of Collector of Delln(iuent Taxes, 
making the collector head of the de¬ 
partment, and providing, in the amend¬ 
ment, Section 1, that the head of this 
department shall receive such compen¬ 
sation, either by stated salary or by 
fees, as may he fixed by Councils. And 
again, In Section 10, of the amendment, 
is the proviso that the collector of de¬ 
linquent taxes shall receive such com¬ 
pensation as may be fixed by Councils. 

The Act of Assembly amending the 
Act of 1877, approved May 8th, 1909, 
P. D. 477, made a radical change in the 
original act. The original act provided, 
in Section 8, that out of said penalties 
which should go to the collector should 
be paid all costs of office rents, clerk 
hire and stationery. 

The Act of 1909, eliminates that pro¬ 
viso In the amendment, and the 8th 
Section provides simply that the Col¬ 
lector of Delinquent Taxes shall receive 
such compensation, either by stated 
salary, or by fees, as may be fixed by 
Councils. 

Under this amendment an ordinance 
was passed and approved October 20th, 
1909, which provides that "the com¬ 
pensation to he received hy the 0)1- 
lector of Delinquent Taxes shall be and 
is hereby fixed and established at the 
rate of three-tenths of the penalty of 
five per cent imposed by law on all 
delinquent taxes and water rents, which 
shall be collected by him.” 

The present Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes was appointed and (pmlified prior 
to the passage of this ordinance, and 
holds his office during the term of the 
Mayor, unless sooner removed. 

The Legislature of 1911 passed an 
Act, approved May 31, 1911, amending 
and supplementing Article XIV of the 
Act of March 7th, 1901, as amended by 
the Act of June 2Qth, 1901, changing 
the number of councUmen for cities of 
the second class and providing for their 
election and appointment until the next 
election. 

Under this law, the Governor ap¬ 
pointed nine persons as the Council of 
Pittsburgh, and their powers and duties 
are prescribed by this Act and the Act 
of 1901 and it.s amendments, and such 
other laws as may be in force. 

The ordinances under consideration 
were passed by this Council of nine. 
The Act in the first, second, third and 
fourth sections provides for the ap¬ 
pointment of the Council, and election 
of their successors and the fixing of 
their salaries. 

• The sixth section provides for the 
approval of the Mayor's appointments, 
and In case they are not approved he 


may send In other names, but t\u- ‘ower 
of the pi'esent Council in refer*• ce to 
appointments is limite<l to the a;- 'roval 
or disapproval of the Mayor’s a lolnt- 
nients. 

The seventh section provides ir the 
removal from office. The elghtit ection 
to the furnl.shlng of informatio.;. The 
ninth section to the filling of v ancles 
in Council. The tenth sectio!i -imply 
provides how ordinances may b« !>assed. 
The eleventh section, for con; rences 
with the Mayor. The twelfth ection, 
that sessions of Council shall e pub¬ 
lic; tjie thirteenth, for the levy f taxes 
and making appropriations; tl- • four¬ 
teenth extends the powers oi ('ouncil 
existing prior to the passag* of the 
law; the fifteenth, to prohih; ons as 
to the construction of the Ad ind the 
sixteenth <leclares It shall go into ef¬ 
fect Immediately. 

The fifth section of the A Is the 
most important one in the pr< nt con¬ 
sideration, and it is under th section 
tha.t the ordinances referred t me have 
been passed. 

T have alSo read the mess;i o of the 
Mayor vetoing the ordinan- known 
as No. 289, and have given ; careful 
consideration. 

The question then is, h;. Council 
power to fix the compensati n of the 
Collector of Delinquent Tax 

It is claimed that Counc has no 
such power. That claim Is >a8ed on 
a statement or paragraph the fifth 
section of the Act of May 33. 1911. The 
following parts of this section should 
be considered together, namei\—"Coun¬ 
cil shall have power to anJicrize by 
ordinance the appointment o< such em¬ 
ployes as may be necesso.rv for the 
proper discharge thereof. J'hey shall 
also have power to fix, fro*n time to 
tlme» the salaries of all city officials 
and employes who are not elected. The 
salaries and emoluments of all such 
officers shall not be Increased or di¬ 
minished during their term <»f office.” 

The provision in the paragraph above 
quoted, that "salaries and emoluments 
of all such officers shall not be in¬ 
creased or diminished during their term 
of office” is not new in legislation. It 
was embodied In the original charter 
act of March 7th, 1901. 

Paragraph 9 of Section 3 of Article 
19. of the Act of March 7. 1901, P. L. 
41, provided—"but no ordinance shall 
be passed increasing or diminishing 
the salary or compensation of any 
officer after his election or appoint¬ 
ment.” 

This, however, was left out In the 
amendment of June 20th, 1901. Tt ap¬ 
pears in the Act of 1889, P. L. 277, as 
amended by' the Act of May 16, 1901, 
P. L. 232. Clause 13, Section 10, which 
Is the charter act as amended for citled 
of the third class. . In that Act as 
amended Is a proviso which says "that 
no ordinance shall be passed Increasing 
or diminishing the salary of any officer 
after his election or appointment.” This 
proviso in the Act pertaining to cities 
of the third class has been frequently 
construed by the courts. 
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It ts i that the proviso or llnil> 
tation p 2 ( ibltin^f Council from passing 
any orclli nee increasing or diminish^ 
Ing the s: ! iry or compensation of any 
ofticer aiiM’ his election or appointment 
is a merv imitation on the first para¬ 
graph ol e section of the Act, which 
gives pov r to Council to create any 
oftice whi h they may deem necessary 
lor the g >d government and interest 
of the cil and that it does not pre¬ 
vent them rom reducing or Increasing 
the salary »f an officer whose position 
Is not crej! I'd by Council. See Fellows 
vs. Scranto’i, 1 District lieports, 554. 

Now, ta^ ing the first paragraph of 
Section 5, <,noted, namely, Council shall 
have pown : to authorize by ordinance 
the appoin inent of such employes as 
may be n>. ossary for the proper dis¬ 
charge the eof, and applying the rule 
In’ Fellows vs. Scranton, the limitation 
or proviso ' hat salaries or emoluments 
shall not ! o increased or diminished 
during the term of office, would only 
apply to si! h employes as Council are 
empowered or authorized to create by 
ordinance. The same ruling was fol¬ 
lowed in .ussell vs. Williamsport, 9 
Pa. C. C. and Ferber vs. Scranton, 
5 Daw Tiri'i s, N. S. 121. 

The lang Hge of this paragraph does 
not express the meaning of the words 
’‘as may b« necessary for the proper 
discharge 1 hereof.” It was an at¬ 
tempt to l\*llow the language of the 
charter of third class cities, which 
gives Coun^-il power to create "any 
office whlcli they may deem necessary 
tor the good government and Interests 
of the city, and to regulate and pre¬ 
scribe the powers, duties and compen¬ 
sation of such officers.” 

The words “may be necessary for the 
proper discharge thereof” mean the 
proper discharge of the government of 
the city. That clause or paragraph 
would give to Council , the power to 
authorize by ordinance the appointment 
of such employes as may be necessary 
lor the proper discharge of the gov¬ 
ernment ot the City of Pittsburgh, or 
the proper carrying out of the proper 
go^fciiiment of the City of Pittsburgh, 
or the performance of the duties de¬ 
volving upon the officials. 

The paragraph—“they shall have 
power to fix, from time to time, the 
salaries of all city officials and em¬ 
ployes who are not elected,” being in¬ 
terjected between the two paragraphs, 
and having no particular relation to 
either, cannot affect, alter, change or 
modify the meaning of the first and 
second paragraphs now under consid¬ 
eration, and they must be considered 
as coming together, as they do in the 
law pertaining to cities of the third 
class, because the provision that sal¬ 
aries and emoluments of all such offi¬ 
cers shall not be increased or dimin¬ 
ished during their term of office, cer¬ 
tainly refers to such officers as Coun¬ 
cil are empowered to authorize by ordi¬ 
nance. But even if a more liberal con¬ 
struction is put upon this Act and it 
shall be considered that this limita¬ 
tion applies to officers whose salaries 
they have power to fix, it would not 
necessarily change the rule laid down 


in Fellows vs. Scranton, and Inasmuch 
as courts will follow well considered 
constructions by other courts, of simi¬ 
lar statutes, I think that this limita¬ 
tion on the power of Council of in¬ 
creasing or diminishing salaries would 
apply ordy to the salaries of the officers 
and employes authorized by Council by 
oidlnaiicH*. That, however, does not 
refer and apply alone to the salaries 
authorized by this Council. It applies 
to salaries authorized by former coun¬ 
cils; but it only applies to such sal¬ 
aries ol such officials and does not ap¬ 
ply to the salary of the collector of 
delinquent taxes. 

This limitation does not limit the 
power of Council; it simply makes dl- 
rectin 1 that salaries and emoluments of 
such officers shall not be Increased or 
diminished during their term of office. 
If that paragraph is a limitation of the 
powers of Council It can only apply 
under the decisions herein recited to 
the employes authorized by ordinance 
of Council. Consequently it cannot ap¬ 
ply to the powder of Council over the 
salary of the Delinquent Tax Collector. 
In the cases of Devers vs. York, 150 Pa. 
State, 208, and the same case in 156 
Pa. State, 359, this precise question does 
not seem to have been considered by 
the Supreme Court. 

The next question to consider Is the 
intermediate paragraph of the three re¬ 
cited in the fifth section, namely, “They 
shall also have power to fix, from time 
to time, the salaries of all city officials 
and employes who are not elected.” 

This is much broader power than 
that contained in statutes of this kind 
usually, and Is much broader than that 
contained in the act pertaining to cities 
of the third class. That power is as 
follows: "To create any office which 
they may deem necessary for the good 
government and interests of the City 
and to regulate and prescribe the pow¬ 
ers, duties and compiensation of all such 
officers In accordance with this Act.” 
But it does not say "from time to time,” 
These words "from time to time,” how¬ 
ever, have a legal signification and are 
embraced In statutes, very few, how¬ 
ever, in this state. 

The Century Dictionary defines these 
words “from time to time” aa meaning 
“occasionally.” The Universal Diction¬ 
ary defines them to mean "at inter¬ 
vals”—“as occasion may require,” 

In the case of Upshur vs. City of 
Baltimore, reported In 94 Md. State Re¬ 
ports, 943, the language of the statute 
was that “the Mayor shall detail cer¬ 
tain policemen for park purposes from 
time to time,” and the Supreme Court 
of Maryland held that that meant upon 
such reasonable occasions as the Park 
Commission should deem advisable to 
request the Mayor to detail the police¬ 
men. That power being lodged in the 
Park Commission they could from time 
to time request the Mayor to make 
the details, and he was bound to do It; 
and they might do it as often as In 
their judgment the occasion required. 

In State vs. McBride, 29 Wash. State 
Reports, 335, the same construction was 
given to the words "from time to time.” 
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"l^hey carry a much broader scope of 
PCwCC than .the simple authority to fix 
salaries; They'carry with It the power 
tcf fix salaries ■ whenever in the judg¬ 
ment of Council Such salaries oug-ht to 
b'e fixed, arrd unless such judgment was 
abused, arid such discretion wantonly 
exercised, the power tO fix the salary 
of the Delinquent Tax Collector ex¬ 
ists so often as Council deem it proper 
and right to fix the salary. And It 
can be Very easily seen how the sal¬ 
ary of an officer, or the compensation 
of an officer, should require fixing from 
time to time. Undoubtedly the legis¬ 
lature intended to give to Council pow- 
efr to fix the salaries of City officials 
and “employes from time to time; not 
alone limited to one official, but during 
the official term of that official if oc-^ 
casfon should require. Council may 
from time to time fix the salary. 

The claim that the salary being fixed 
by the ordinance of 1909, cannot be 
changed by subsequent Council until 
the expiration of the term of the pres¬ 
ent official, would require very positive 
and unquestioned words to sustain that 
limitation. 

, Then if the limitation in the third 
paragraph quoted, prohibiting the in¬ 
crease or diminishing of salaries dur¬ 
ing the term of office, applies to all 
officers and employes who are not 
elected, to two paragraphs are wholly 
Inconsistent, because If the Council is 
limited only to the power to fix a sal¬ 
ary for the successor of a present in¬ 
cumbent, then the words "from time 
to time” mean only “from term to 
term.” But the words are “from time 
to time.” 

The rule of law is that where two 
paragraphs are wholly inconsistent, the 
presumption is against a construction 
producing anomalous and absurd con- 
Jiequences. See Pepper & Lewis’ Digest, 
Vol. 20, Col. 3506, 

: It Is absurd to say that Council may 
from time to time fix the salaries of 
City officials and employes, hut they 
shall not be increased nor diminished 
during their term of office. The rule is 
that such a construction shall be put 
upon the language of a statute as pre¬ 
serves the statute and carries out the 
bower Intended to be granted. The 
power here intended to be given to 
Council Is the right of fixing salaries 
from time to time. 

There is po other limitation of the 
power of Council to fix salaries. If 
this paragraph, namely, "the salaries 
and emoluments of all such officers 
shall not be increased nor diminished 
during their terms of office,’* was not 
in the Act of May 31, 1911, there would 
be no question about your power to 
fix salaries as Council had that power 
before the Act of 1911 was passed. It 
is expressly given to them by the char¬ 
ter of 1901, and also by the Act of 1909. 
There Is no limitation In the Consti¬ 
tution against it, because it has been 
held that the provision In the Con¬ 
stitution prohibiting the Increase or de¬ 
crease of salaries during the term of 
the official does not apply to municipal 
bfficers. See Baldwin vs. Philadelphia, 
99 Pa. St. T70. 


And there is no limitation Aviiatever 
In any of the several Acts of Assembly 
pertaining to cities of the second class 
on the power of Council to fix .salaries, 
except this paragraph in tin- Act of 
1911, and that, in my judgmeiii, Is not 
a limitation, unless It may bf a limi¬ 
tation applicable only to such officers 
and employes as Council are author¬ 
ized In the first paragraph, hy ordi¬ 
nance, to create. 

“An Ordinance of the Cou’iclls re¬ 
ducing the salary of the May r of the 
City of Philadelphia after the com¬ 
mencement of his term of fflce, is 
valid.” 


Commonwealth vS. Bacon, ♦; Sar. & 
Rawle, 322. 

“There can be no express^ d or Im¬ 
plied contract for the perni?i.nence of 
a salary of a public officer, nless as 
specifically provided in the ‘’onstitu- 
tion.” 

Koontz vs. Franklin Countj, 76 Pa., 
St. 154. 


“Emoluments of office are iOt in the 
nature of a contract, and so protected 
by the bill of rights and t‘ federal 
constitution ;they may be i luced by 
the Legislature at will, unles specially 
protected.” 

McCormick vs. Fayette Coun' , 150 Pa. 
St. 190. 


I have very grave douhl . In fact 
they lead practically to the 'mcluslon 
that Council would have no power to 
fix a commission as compe (satlon to 
the Delinquent Tax Collectoi. 


Commission does not mear salary or 
fees; while compensation m),;ht mean, 
commission. But clearly th< power is 
not given to Council to fix compensa¬ 
tion. 

In the Act of May 8, 1909, P. L. 477, 
the power given Council is as follows: 
“The Collector of Delinquent Taxes 
shall receive such compensation, either 
by stated salary or by fees, ixp may be 
fixed by Council." Here the compen¬ 
sation is limited and confined to salary 
or fees. 

The language of the Act of May 31, 
1911, is—"They shall also have power to 
fix, from time to time, the salaries of 
City officials and employes who are not 
elected,” 

In neither of these acts is the power 
given to fix a commission. 

Webster, In defining the meaning of 
the word “salary,” says it is derived 
from the word “salt” and was originally 
applied to the salt money paid the 
Homan soldiers as part of their pay; 
and defines it as meaning—“The recom¬ 
pense or consideration paid, or stipu¬ 
lated to be paid to a person at regular 
Intervals for services; fixed regular 
wages, as by the year, quarter or 
month; stipend; hire; recompense for 
services paid at, or reckoned by, short 
intervals, as a day or week, is usually 
called wages; stipend; pay; wages; hire; 
allowance.” 

By this it is understood that this sal¬ 
ary or compensation shall be paid at 
regular intervals. You cannot consider 
a commission to be either salary or 
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fees, Iji jause a commission is not fixed; 
it dep iids upon the amount collected. 

We :nd In the case of Jenkins vs. 
Scrant- 'i, reported In 202 Pa. St., 267, 
timi iJii;-; very Question has been passed j 
upon the Supreme Court of the I 

State. 

One. Jenkins, was appointed by the 
Mayor or Recorder of Scranton, col¬ 
lector <ii delinquent taxes, on April 1, 
1901. Act of March 7, 1901, under 

which tills appointment was made, stip¬ 
ulated (nat the collector was to receive 
a salary of five thousand dollars per 
year. (ui the second day of April, 1901, 
the Council of the City of Scranton 
passed ;i.!i ordinance fixing the compen¬ 
sation «>f the Collector of Delinquent 
Taxes to be three-fifths of five per 
centum of the amount of delinquent 
taxes on real estate and ten per centum 
on all cupation or poll taxes, by him 
actually collected and paid Into the 
City trcn.sury. The collector demanded 
his sala? y, and the City refused to pay 
him onl\ the commission provided for I 
in the ordinance. The Court below held 
that the commission was all he could 
collect, - fe went to the Supreme Court 
on appCMi, where the opinion of that 
Court rendered on April 21, 1902, re¬ 
versing- ihe court below, said: 

“The p, ilary as fixed by the statute 
went wiU^ the office. Even if it could 
be reduced to affect the present In¬ 
cumbent, the reduction would not be 
made by allowing him a percentage on 
his collections. The Act of March 7, 
1901, expressly provides for compen¬ 
sation at a fixed sum, which may be 
reduced to a fixed sum, and the Act 
of March 15, 1878, in so f^ar as It allows 
Councils to fix compensation at a per¬ 
centage on the collections by the col¬ 
lector, is superseded and repealed by 
necessary implication: Nusser vs. Com¬ 
monwealth, 25 Pa. 126; Kellar v. Com¬ 
monwealth. 71 Pa. 413; Best V. Baum- : 
gardner, 122 Pa. 17. Hereafter, under [ 
the supplement to the Act of March 7, I 
1901, passed June 20, 1901, the compen- I 
satlon may be by stated salary or by 
fees, as fixed by Council, but the pres¬ 
ent incumbent is entitled to the com- 
pen.satlon fixed by the statute under 
which he was appointed. This was 
$5,000 per year." 

Now the power is given to Council 
not only by the Act of June 20, 1901, 
but also by the Act of May 8. 1909, and 
the Act of May 31, 1911, to fix salaries 
or fees. 

A commission is neither a salary nor 
fees, and under the decision in Jenkins 
vs. Scranton, the* ordinance of Council, 
approved October 20, 1909, fixing the 
compensation of the collector at three- 
tenths of the penalty of five per centum, 
is not such an ordinance as Council 
had power to pass, and therefore it 
falls, as well as Ordinance No. 289. 

That being the case, there Is noth¬ 
ing in the way to prevent Council from 
fixing the salary of the Delinquent Tax 
Collector, as well as the salaries of 
his clerks, and providing for the proper 
regulation of* that department and the 
payment of all moneys to the City 
Treasurer. 


There is another view to take of the 
powers of Council, which 1 believe is 
correct. The Act of May 31, 1911, in 
the 16th Section, expressly prf>vides— 
“Nor shall this Act be construed to re¬ 
peal any other general, local or special 
Act not inconsistent with the provisions 
hereor" 

The Act of May 8, 1909, vested in 
Council the power to fix the compensa¬ 
tion of the i>elln<}uent Tax Collector, 
and has no limitation upon It, as ex¬ 
pressly provided by the 15th Section 
of the Act of May 31, 1911. 

Then, tf it Is claimed that the limi¬ 
tation in Section 5, of the Act of May 
31, 1911, prohibits the reduction or in¬ 
crease of salaries during the term of 
office of officers, which the Council are 
authorized to fix, from time to time. 
Council may fix the salary of the De¬ 
linquent Tax Collector, from time to 
time, under the power given by the 
Act of 1909, without reference to the 
5th Section of the Act of May 31, 1911, 
as there is nothing inconsistent between 
the Acts of 1909 and 1911. The power 
being in Council to fix the compensa¬ 
tion of the Delinquent Tax Collector 
without limitation as to his term of 
office, under the Act of 1909, and the 
Act of 1911 expressly preserving that 
Act they may do so entirely outside of 
the powers granted by the Act of 1911. 

I hold, then, that Council may, by 
ordinance or by resolution, fix the sal¬ 
aries of City officials and employes, 
whose salaries are not fixed by statu¬ 
tory law, or who are not elected, and 
that this Council may pass an ordi¬ 
nance fixing the salary of the present 
Delln<iuent Tax Collector. They may 
do it now or next year. If the occa¬ 
sion justifies it, such fixing cither may 
raise it or may lower it. 

The next question to consider Is the 
validity of Ordinance No. 289, fixing 
the compensation of the Delinquent Tax 
Collector at the actual expense of col¬ 
lecting the taxes, and putting the limi¬ 
tation of one thousand dollars per 
month on this expense. 

In my judgment this ordinance can¬ 
not be sustained. It is not an execu¬ 
tion of the power conferred on Coun¬ 
cil either by the Charter of 1901, or 
by the Act of 1909, heretofore referred 
I to, amending the original Act of 1877. 

The amendment of 1909, as before 
j stated, changes the original Act creat¬ 
ing the Delinquent Tax Collector for 
! cities of the second class, very mate- 
I rially. It leaves out the proviso of 
! Section 8, that out of said penalties 
I shall be paid the cost of office rent, 

I clerk hire and stationery, and vesting 
In Council the power to fix the com- 
j pensatlon of the Delinquent Tax Col- 
■ lector by stated salary or by fees. There 
is today no legal authority for the De¬ 
linquent Tax Collector to rent an office 
or hire clerks, or pay for stationery, 
except as he voluntarily does It. 

The language of the Act of 1901, cre¬ 
ating the Department of Delinquent 
Taxes, is practically ignored by the 
practice in the Delinquent Tax Col¬ 
lector’s office. There is no such de- 
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partment over which the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cil or the City has any control. 

Neither the City, nor Council, knows 
what the Collector pays his clerks 
or how many he employs, or whether 
the civil service law is recog’nized and 
uijplled by him in his appointments. 

The present system of collecting de- 
Unyuent taxes is not authorized by any 
law, but by custom and practice. It 
is regular until Council shall pass an 
ordinance regulating that department. 

The language in the Act of March 7, 
1901, Section 1, Article 17, which pro¬ 
vides—‘That all City officers and em¬ 
ployes shall receive a fixed salary lor 
tneir services, and all fees and penalties 
snail be collected tor tbe City and paid 
directly into the City treasury,” was 
eiimiiiated by the amendment of June 
20, 1901, by the proviso—”that the pro¬ 
visions 01 this article sHall not apply 
to the collector of* delinquent taxes, 
who shall receive such compensation as 
may be fixed by Council.” 

But that proviso does not authorize 
the Collector of J->elinquent Taxes to 
employ his own clerks and pay them 
sucn compen.sation as he sees fit and 
proper. It simply repeals Article 17 of 
the original law. But the amendment 
itself creates the Department of De¬ 
linquent Taxes, and the law vests in 
Council the supervision and control of 
all the departments of the City. 

In Article 2 of the Act of March 7, 
1901, Section 1 provides, that Council 
shall provide by ordinance for such 
bureaus, clerks and other subordinate 
ofticers as may be required for the 
transaction of the business of the de¬ 
partment. Section 6 is not amended by 
the Act of June 20, 1901, nor by any 
other Act, and under Section 6 it is the 
duty of Council to provide clerks for 
the Tax Collector, especially since the 
amendment to the original law creating 
the Delinquent Tax Collector, of May 
8, 1909, which takes away his authority 
to employ his clerks. 

Article 2 also provides that “each 
department shall furnish to the City 
Recorder or Council or either branch 
of Councils, such information as he or 
they may at any time demand in rela¬ 
tion to its affairs.” 

Council has control, supervision and 
direction over the Department of De¬ 
linquent Taxes, the same as it has over 
any other department, and in the ab¬ 
sence of any legislation directing that 
the Collector shall, out of his commis¬ 
sion, pay all costs of collecting the 
taxes, the burden is on Council to, by 
ordinance, provide for this department 
by giving It sufficient clerks and other 
subordinate officers as may be required 
for the transaction of the business of 
the department. 

In the Act of Assembly of 1911, Sec¬ 
tion 5, the power is—“to fix, from time 
to time, the salaries of all City offi¬ 
cials and employes who are not elect¬ 
ed”—, and there is no reason why Coun¬ 
cil should not pass an ordinance pro¬ 
viding for and regulating the Depart¬ 
ment of Delinquent Taxes, fixing the 
salary of the Collector, providing for 
sufficient clerks and subordinates, fix¬ 


ing their salaries, and dlrectii! that 
every dollar received by him s .dl be 
paid into the City Treasury, uri - r the 
provisions of the Act of 1' .7, as 
amended. 

This ordinance could also provi ie that 
lie should make his monthly • ^Turns 
to the Treasurer, and pay over t mon¬ 
eys to him, and that the mone\■ as re¬ 
ceived daily by him, from the i.<.x pay¬ 
ers, should be deposited in so; o City 
bank, which would pay to ( !<■ City 
the two per cent, because th e will 
always be a balance to his ■ i.*dit in 
some bank, or in his office, at**! there 
is no reason why this balan<' should 
not earn the two per cent as veil as 
after it is paid over to the Tre urer. 


There will be no difficulty draft¬ 
ing an ordinance that will put his De¬ 
partment upon the same footi*.,; as all 
the other departments. But e ordi¬ 
nances that Council has passe are not 
in accordance with the povve .is con¬ 
tained in the Act of Assemb: . 

You cannot by ordinance ai lish the 
office of Delinquent Tax ColL tor, be- 
ceuse that is created by stat e. You 
cannot do it directly, and y« cannot 
do it indirectly by taking om the 
office all its compensations ‘ .ich this 
ordinance practically does. 

Ordinance No, 72 can stan* as it is. 
The ...Layor can at any time c it out, 
but he cannot be compelled t- do so. 

I would therefore advise ou that 
Council may pass an ordinan- e provid¬ 
ing for the government and * ontrol of 
this Department of Delinqu.nt Taxes, 
fixing the number of clerks and sub¬ 
ordinates, and their salaries, and pro¬ 
viding for the regulation (T the de¬ 
partment and the payment of all mon¬ 
eys over to the City Treasure ; the sal¬ 
aries to be paid by the 'I'r. asurer of 
the City to the collector und al! his 
clerks and subordinates, the same as 
other departments. 

You may also repeal the ordinance of 
1909, and the ordinances recently 
passed, and all other ordinahees incon¬ 
sistent therewith. 

KBC A PITULATION. 

First. The proviso in the Act of May 
31, 1911, “that the salaries of all such 
officers shall not be increased or di¬ 
minished during their term of office,” 
applies only to the officers which Coun¬ 
cil by ordinance may authorize, and 
not to the Delinquent Tax Collector, 
whose appointment Council has no 
power to authorize. 

Second. The 5th Section of the Act 
of May 31, 1911, gives to Council the 
power to fix the salary of the Delin¬ 
quent Tax Collector from time to time. 

Third. If Council attempt by ordi¬ 
nance to fix the salary of the Delin¬ 
quent Tax Collector or any other offi¬ 
cer now elected, they must fix a sal¬ 
ary or fees as compensation not a com¬ 
mission. 

Fourth. The Council had no power 
to fix the compensation of the Delin¬ 
quent Tax Collector at tbe actual ex¬ 
pense of collecting the taxes and put¬ 
ting a limitation of $1,000.00 per month 












on thl- xpense, and Ordinance No. 289 
iB inva a. 

Fifth An ordinance should be passed 
regular the Department of Delin¬ 
quent ■ xes, lixing the salary of the 
Collect' fixing the number of clerks 
and enii ‘ >yes and their salaries, provid¬ 
ing toi leports to Council, allotting 
rooms 1 ■ r work, providing for adver- 
tlsemeu of delinquents, and regulat¬ 
ing thr department generally. This 
opinion ? practically the same as the 
private pinion delivered by me to K. 
V. Babe k, Dsq., at his request in Aug¬ 
ust last

Pursuf t to my appointment under 
resolutiv' . of Councils, I beg to sub¬ 
mit as billows concerning the right 
of City . dicitors of cities of the sec¬ 
ond clas.-i to retain Docket Fees. 

An Ac of Assembly approved June 
20, 1901 f’. L. 586, amending an Act 

of Assen.My entitled “An Act for the 
governm-t't of cities of the second 
class," {!.]■ »roved March 7, 1901, P. L. 
20, provides in Article IX under the 
head of ' apartment of Law, page 689, 
Section 1, ihat; 

“The ) • jiartment of Law shall con¬ 
sist of a City Solicitor, who shall be 
the head thereof, and shall hold his 
office for a term of three years, and 
until his ^-uccesso^ shall be duly chosen 
and quail tied. The department shall 
have as many assistants and clerks as 
may be niuhorized by ordinance, who 
shall be appointed by the City Solicitor. 
The Solicitor and Assistant Solicitors 
shall be atlorneys-at-law, admitted and 
qualified to practice in the courts of 
this Commonwealth. 

The City Solicitor shall: 

1. Be the legal adviser, and act as 
attorney and counsel for the City and 
all its departments and officers. 

2. Prepare all contracts to be made 
with the (Mty or any of its departments, 
and endorse on each his approval of 
the form thereof, before the same shall 
take effect, and be the custodian of all 
such papers and records as may be 
designated, and perform such other 
duties appertaining to his department 
as may be required by law or ordinance. 

3. He shall make a monthly return 
to the City Controller of each item of 
money or moneys received by or 
through him or his assistants by virtue 
of his office, including all fees and per¬ 
quisites for the preparation of any con¬ 
tracts, bonds or other instruments of 
writing, or such as may be derived from 
any other subject-matter connected 
with the City or its affairs, and shall 
pay monthly such amount to the City 
Treasurer." 

Section 10, P. L. 592 of the Amend¬ 
ment of 1901, provides that: 

“All City officers and employes shall 
receive a fixed salary for their serv¬ 
ices, and all fees and penalties shall 


be collected for the City and paid di¬ 
rectly into the City Treasury.’’ 

The Charter approved March 7, 1901, 
P. L. 48, provides a salary of $6,000. 00 
per ahnurn for the City Solicitor, and 
the various ordinances of the City of 
i'lttsburgh provide for Assistant City 
Solicitors, and fix their salaries. Since 
the passage of the so-called City Char¬ 
ter pertaining to the cities of i’ltts- 
burgh and Allegheny, there have been 
various City Solicitors in the cities of 
Pittsburgh and Allegheny who have re¬ 
ceived salaries as fixed by Councils or 
hy tlie nriKioul Charfiir Act. ThcNe City 
Solicitors have received and retained 
Docket Fees, or .Judgment Fees, taxed 
as docket costs, in cases of municipal 
liens, delinquent tax liens and other 
suits In the courts in which the cities 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny have been 
parties. 

The Act of 1821, 7th Smith’s Laws, 
page 367, provides: 

“The attorneys at law of the several 
courts of this commonwealth shall be 
entitled to receive a judgment fee of 
three dollars if judgment is entered, 
etc," 

This is followed by the Act of 1868, 
P. L. 11, Section 9, which provides; 

“The attorneys at law of the several 
courts of this commonwealth shall be 
entitled to receive: 

For every suit prosecuted to judg¬ 
ment, discontinuance or non pros, the 
sum of three dollars," to be taxed as 
costs. 

Under these Acts of Assembly, the 
Docket Fee, or Attorney’s fee of $3.00 
Is taxed for the attorney of the suc¬ 
cessful party in every suit. See Wad- 
linger’s Law of Costs in I’ennsylvanla, 
page 77; and it Is a law that the Docket 
Fee, or Attorney Fee, belongs to the 
attorney and not to the client.

Under this rule, the Solicitors of 
f'lttsburgh and Allegheny have retained 
the Docket Fees, or Judgment fees, of 
$3.00 and have not accounted for these 
lees to the controller or paid them into 
the City Treasury. The question is 
whether they have a legal right to re¬ 
tain this Docket Fee, or whether they 
should pay it into the City Treasury. 
The language of the Charter is very 
specific and seems to contemplate that 
the City Solicitor would receive fees 
and penalties by virtue of his office 
as City Solicitor, and it specifically 
specifies, supra: 

“He shall make a monthly return to 
the City Controller of each item of 
money or moneys received by or 
through him or his assistants by vir¬ 
tue of his office, including all fees and 
perquisites for the preparation of any 
contracts, bonds or other instruments 
of writing, or such as may be derived 
from any other subject-matter con¬ 
nected w’ith the City or its affairs, and 
shall pay monthly such amount to the 
City Treasurer." 

And again, the first section as amend¬ 
ed, provides that: 
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"All City offlcera an<l employes shall 
receive a llxed salary fur their services, 
and all tees and petialties stmll be col¬ 
lected for the City and jiald directly 
into ttie (’ity 'rreasury," 

flere, then, the lanKua^e Is specllic: 

First. There is no doul)t that these 
fees were received by the City Solicitors 
and their assistants. 1'he dockets where 
they are taxed and receii>ted show that 
they were received by the City Solici¬ 
tors and their assistants. 

Second. They were received by vir¬ 
tue of the office which the City Solici¬ 
tors held, as no other attorney could 
appear for the City under the Charter 
as amended, but the City Solicitors or 
their assistants. 

Third. These Docket Fees are fees. 
The Act of Assembly allowing- them to 
be taxed calls them fees. They are not 
the collection of moneys paid by either 
the plaintiff or the defendant. They 
are a tee allowed tiie attorney the same 
as a fee allowed the ITothonotary and 
the Sheriff. They are taxed and re¬ 
ceived by the City Solicitors as fees, 
and while they are not fees earned In 
the preparation of contracts, bonds or 
other instruments of writing, yet they j 
are fees derived from other subject ! 
matter connected with the City or its ! 
affairs, namely, the subject matter of 
liens for taxes and municipal liens of 
all kind and character, and suits at | 
law. They are by reason of the amend¬ 
ment to the Charter, received by the I 
City Solicitors or collected by them, for i 
the City, In the language of the Char- | 
ter as amended, and If they are such I 
fees derived from any subject matter, i 
or source, connected with the City or | 
Its affairs, the Charter Act as amended. 
Imposes the duty upon the City Solici¬ 
tors to pay them into the City Treas¬ 
ury. 

That it was the intention of the 
Legi.slature that the City Solicitor 
should pay these fees into the City 
Treasury Is apparent by the knowledge 
that there are no other fees except 
these Docket Fee^ that the City Solici¬ 
tor does receive or can receive a.s fees, 
except for work in preparation of con¬ 
tracts, bonds or other instruments of 
writing, which are meager and of very 
little account; and the amount of the 
Docket Fees, or Attorney Fees received 
by the City Solicitor during each year 
would clearly indicate the intention of 
the Degislature that the City Solicitor 
should j»ay them into the City Treas¬ 
ury, and be compensated for his serv¬ 
ices, which compensation Council might 
fix for him In the way of salary. 

There Is nothing sacred about the 
attorney’s fees, or docket fees of the 
attorney, and they may become the 
property of the client under certain 
conditions. If the client pays the docket 
fee to his attorney, he then may re¬ 
cover it against the opposite party as 
part of the costs, but otherwise it be¬ 
longs to the attorney. See Pontius vs. 
Commonwealth, 4th Watts & Sergeant, 
page 52.

become the property of his client by 
advancement, or purchase or payment,

byeoniract. An attorney may eii' rinto 
a contract with a client that will 
perforin protesslonul Hervi<;es ti t- that 
client for a certain specific m per 
year or per iiioiitli, and Htlpn! t(e in 
(hat agr<*enient that tiie <loclv f fees 
shall belong to the client.

When a p(‘: on ac¬ 
cepts an office fixed by law wii a sal¬ 
ary, which law provides as U-is law 
does, under which the office T City 
Solicitor was accepted, that all . -es and 
per<iuisttes shall be received i»y the 
Solicitor for the City and p ■ <1 into 
the Treasury In lieu of which be, the 
City Solicitor, shall receive a f- «*d sal¬ 
ary, that law Is a contract bet- - en the 
City and the City Solicitor; le City 
is his client. It Is a subject up which 
he could make a contract. 'I'h law is 
the contract. The City Soli, tor as¬ 
sumes to j>erform the service^ for the 
salary fixed by the law, and h under¬ 
takes the obligation of colle. ng the 
fees and paying them into ;ie City 
Treasury. See Dillon on Muni, pal Cor¬ 
poration, 5th Kditlon, Section ' :2, Note 
1, wherein it is held as the pr- iciple of 
law that the officer is estoi d from 
getting more than the salary fixed by 
the law. 

Also see Dillon on Munlcipp Corpor¬ 
ations, 5th Edition, Volume 1. age 739, 
Section 426. 

Public officers should be i-.ld to a 
strict accountability. Albv: ht vs. 
County of Bedford, 106 I'a. 't., page 
588; 

"When a positive law clp;irly pre¬ 
scribes the manner and nature of the 
compensation to be paid to a iniblic 
officer, the directions of that hiw should 
be the only rule and measure of the 
I officer’s claim on the public moneys." 

! In the case of Pittsburgh vs. Ed- 
i wards, 58 Pittsburgh Legal Journal, 

! page 102, which was a case in Common 
j Pleas No. 2, the Acting Superintendent 
j of the Bureau of Health of the City of 
: Pittsburgh, who receives a salary from 

the City, was appointed by the Commis- 
I sioner of the Department of Health of 
j the State, "Local Itegistrar of vital 

! statistics" for the Pittsburgh District, 

' and in the performance of that service 
for the state he received fees which 
1 amounted to the sum of $297.75. Suit 

was brought in this case by the City 
i against him, claiming that under the 

I Charter Act of 1901, these fees were 

' received by him for the City and it 

was his duty to pay them into the City 
I Treasury. Judge Fraxer, delivering the 
I Opinion of the Court, said: 
i "If, in certifying deaths and births 
I to the State Health Department, de- 

! fendant acts In his capacity as a City 

j official, the fees received by him for 

: such services belong to the City under 

I the Act of 1901, above quoted; if, how¬ 

ever, he acts as an officer, agent or 
I employe of the Commonwealth the fees 

! for the services rendetert belong to 

j him." 

I "An officer of the City is one through 
whom the municipality performs its 
I usual political functions, and If the 
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feea In liapute rosultod from the oper¬ 
ation f enforcement of any laws or 
or<lina i-h relating to the government 
of lh( <'lty of I’ittHbufKh they would 
l»e eov. :. cl hy the Act of 1901 and be¬ 
long to I he CMty." 

He I'.rther states: 

“Anj i>erson may be apjminted Local 
Kegisti. t," and he could be removed 
by the- .State Hoard of Health or the 
Coniml.s .ioner of the Hoard of Health 
of the oi ite, and for that reason Judge 
Fraxer held that the fees received by 
Hdward did not belong to the city, 
but to liiinself. 

Ajudying this rule to the case of the 
City Sulieilors, the undisputed facta 
are: 

First. They acted in their capacity 
as City officials when the cases were 
docketed in the Prothonotary’s office 
and Shoriff's office, in which the City 
was a party. 

Secon<I, The municipalities, namely, 
the cltio. of ITttsburgh and Allegheny, 
performed their municipal functions 
through these City Solicitors In the 
effort of (he said cities to collect taxes 
and liens of all character, and the fees 
recelve<i by the City Solicitors resulted 
from tin operation and enTorcement of 
laws ami ordinances relating to the 
government of the said cities, namely, 
the collection of taxes by virtue and 
power of .said laws and ordinances. 

The Solicitors received these 

Docket bees solely because of the 
municipal office held by them. No 
other per.son but the City Solicitors 
and their assistants could receive these 
l>o,:ket Ires. No other municipnllly, 
county, or other corporation, person 
or lndlvid\ial could remove these solici¬ 
tors or their assistants or dictate to 
them terms and conditions concerning 
said laws. They were fees received by 
virtue of their office in the discharge 
of municipal duties, and under the con¬ 
struction of the Charter Act of 1901, 
placed upon It by Judge Frazer, these 
aollcitors are liable to the City for 
Docket Fees which they and their as¬ 
sistants have received and retained. 

That the Legislature could have per¬ 
mitted the solicitors to retain these 
Docket Fees had It been in mind so 
to do, is evidenced by the fact that 
In certain legislation pertaining to 
cities of certain classes they did per¬ 
mit these solicitors to retain their 
Docket Fees. 

Under the Act of Assembly of 1887, 
P. L. 204, Article 13, Section 5, relat¬ 
ing to cities of the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh classes, there is a pro¬ 
vision that the City Solicitor shall In 
like manner pay into the City Treas¬ 
ury all fees received by him in his 
official capacity, but this provision 
shall not be taken to Include the judg¬ 
ment fees allowed him in his capacity 
of attorney under any Act of Assembly 
of this Commonwealth. There was a 
distinct reservation to the City Solici¬ 
tor to retain his Docket Fees. 

Prior to the Charter Act of 1901, 
the City Solicitors of Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny retained their docket fees 


because tliere was no provision In any 
law that they should receive salaries 
HH I heir ofclusive ami only compen- 
HJition, ami pay lh<‘se Iocs and per¬ 
quisites Into the City 'I’reasury. 'I’he 
liatdllty of <'lty Hollcltors of Pltts- 
burgh and Allegheny to t»ay Into the 
City the <locket le<*H began w'lth the 
Charter Act of 1901 and its amendment, 
in which it Is <ieclared that they shall 
receive salaries, and that all fees an<l 
tjorquisltes shall he received by them 
for the City and paid into the City 
Treasury. Accepting office under this 
Act of Assembly, they are ostoptied 
from claiming any ownershij) or right 
to retain these fees. 

in the City of Philadelphia there is 
a similar j)rovislon in the legi.slation 
l)ertainlng to the i>ei)artment of Law. 
Under the Act of Assembiy apj>roved 
June 1, 1885, P. L. 47, .Section Third, 
Article Light, it is provided that tlie 
City Solicitor: 

“ • * • shall make a return dally 
to the City Controller of each Item 
of money or moneys received by or 
through him or his assistants by vir¬ 
tue of his office, inclu<linK all fees and 
perquisites for the preparation of any 
contracts, bonds or other instruments 
of writing, or such as may be derived 
from any other subject matter con¬ 
nected with the City or its affairs, and 
shall pay dally such amount to the 
City Treasurer,’' 

The third Section in the I>epartment 
of l.«aw of the Charter Amen<iment of 
June 20, 1901, page 689, was taken lit¬ 
erally from this provision in the law 
quoted, i)ertalnlng to cities of the first 
clus.s, the oniy alteration being that 
in Philadel]ihia the return should be 
“daily,” while in our Act it should bo 
"monthly,” and payment should be 
made to the City Treasurer “dally” in 
Philadelphia, while in our Charter it 
should be ma<le “monthly.” The City 
Solicitor In Philadelphia, however, does 
not retain the docket fees or attor¬ 
ney fees. They are paid by him under 
the provision of this law into the City 
Treasury. This, of course, would not 
be an authority or jirecedent hinding 
our own City Solicitors, but it shows 
only their construction of a similar 
law, and is to some extent a guide to 
us In construing the same law. I, 
therefore, have no doubt whatever 
about the ability of the City to col¬ 
lect from these City Solicitors all 
docket fees received and retained by 
them and their assistants since the 
passage of the Charter Act for cities 
of the second class. In 1901. 

My attention has been called to the 
fact that in some cases, attorneys not 
holding office of City .Solicitor, or As¬ 
sistant Solicitor, have been employed 
by officials of the City to act as at¬ 
torney for the Delinquent Tax Col¬ 
lector, and as such attorney have re¬ 
ceived docket fees in liens filed for 
taxes, which they have retained. Such 
attorneys were not appointed under 
the provisions of the Charter Act or 
its amendment. This Act creates a 
department of law, and provides that 
the City .Solicitor shall be the legal 
adviser and act as attorney and coun- 
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Also 


sel for the City and all its departments 
I'.iMl (ilTicers. lie is accounlabie lor the 
money received by his assistants, ills 
assistants, however, are authorized by 
ordinance and he Is to appoint tliem. 
Attorneys receiving docket fees as at¬ 
torneys for any officer of the City, not 
having been appointed in accordance 
with the provisions of the Charter, 
have simply received money that be¬ 
longs to the City without any author¬ 
ity or right. The Dellnituent Tax Col¬ 
lector had no power to appoint such 
officials, and he had no right or author¬ 
ity to divert the docket fees belong¬ 
ing to the City; and the. fees they 
have received may be collected from 
them the same as if they had been 
received by the City Solicitors or some 
of their assistants. In my judgment, 
the statute of limitations does not run 
in favor of the solicitors and their at¬ 
torneys, or other attorneys receiving 
such docket fees until after demand is 
made by the City for them. My con¬ 
clusion includes all of the City Solici¬ 
tors and Assistant Solicitors and At¬ 
torneys receiving fees, that have held 
the office and received such fees since 
the approval of the amendment to the 
Charter, to wit, June 20, 1001, and in 
this connection your attention is called 
to the seventeenth Section of the Char¬ 
ter as amended by the Act of June 20, 
1901, P. Li. 594, which provides that: 

“ ♦ * ♦ all officers and agents 

of the City, elected or appointed. * ♦ *” 
shall give bonds for the faithful per¬ 
formance of their <luties. 1 am having 
the records examined to ascertain the 
amount of fees received by each one 
of the City Solicitors and his assist¬ 
ant and attorneys receiving docket 
'-.fees. Until these examinations are 
comiileted I will be unable to know 
the amounts that have been paid them. 
1 have had some correspondence with 
Mr. O’Brien, the present City Solicitor, 
concerning this matter He is willing 
to agree'to a ^ase stated by which the 
question of his liability to the City 
sha.ll be determined amicably, without 
delay; and I have no doubt but that 
all of the City Solicitors and their as¬ 
sistants will do the same. There will 
be no necessity for bringing more than 
one suit at this time, which may be 
regarded as a test suit, provided that 
the other parties concerned will agree 
to abide by the test. I have no doubt 
but that they will do this, as the fees 
retained by them were retained under 
their belief that they had a legal right 
to them; and from the char.acter of the 
men who have held -the office of City 
Solicitor, and their assistants, I have 
no doubt but that they will pay over, 
without litigation, the fees they have 
retained if it shall be decided in the 
test case that these fees belong to the 
City.

H'nere was 
no corroboration of the testimony of 
Mr. Elliott, the person to whom the 
bribe was offered and his testimony was 
emphatically denied by Mr. Dudley, the 
only other person present at the time 
of the alleged bribery. 

Under the foregoing facts your sub¬ 
committee respectfully reports that in 
its opinion the Department has shown 
that it has acted in good faith and has 
attempted to serve the best Intei^sts 
of the City of iMttsburgh, but it be¬ 
lieves that there has been consider¬ 
able irregularity on the part of the De¬ 
partment; first, in the method employed 
I in making tests on which the award 
was made, in that tests were made in 
August and the aw’ard was made on 
tests made in February. There was 
no notice to bidders that this would 
be done so far as shown by testimony, 
except that a verbal statement was 
I made to bidders. This is an irregular 
I and loose practice that should be im- 
i mediately discontinued and all bidders 
should be publicly Informed as to all 
i the conditions under which awards are 
to be made. Second: The practice of 
j allowing bidders to offer additional 
considerations for an award is directly 
i in violation of the spirit of a public 
bid and as your sub-committee believes. 
Illegal; and such practice should be 
immediately discontinued, as same sug- 
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Rests II ifair discrimination between 
bidders ad opens the door for corrup¬ 
tion and ' or charges against the method 
in whicli ihe City is awarding its con¬ 
tracts. 

As to the allegations of bribery 
against t;ie Thornton-Ladley Company, 
the Dep; tment showed indifference to 
the allc: ation when the charge de¬ 
manded in immediate investigation. 
The con- ft of the Director in refusing 
to accej) bids from the Thornton-Dad- 
ley Com; my under the circumstances 
was end 'ly justifiable, but the Di¬ 
rector s -uld have immediately noti¬ 
fied the ompany of the reasons why 
the dlscranimation was made and should 
have cal! <l for an Investigation at 
once.

the Director of the Department of }*ub- 
llc Works.

by and between the Monongahela 
Street liailway Company, a corporation 
of the State of Pennsylvania, herein¬ 
after called “Railway Company,** party 
of the first part, and the City of J’ltls- 
burg, a municipal corporation of the 
County of Allegheny and Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, hereinafter 
called “City,” party of the second part. 

Whereas, Said Railway Company now 
owns, maintains and operates a street 
railway system In certain portions of 
said City, and, inter alia, on a j»rivate 
right of way from Hazelwood avenue 
to Forward avenue, between Murray 
avenue and William iMlt boulevard, and 
on Murray avenue from William Pitt 
boulevard to Forward avenue, and. 

Whereas, Murray avenue has been 
opened by said City for highway pur¬ 
poses from Hazelwood avenue to For¬ 
ward avenue and the Ordinance open¬ 
ing said Murray avenue provides that 
the cost of the same be collected from 
and assessed against properly benefited 
and, 

Whereas, Said City is desirous of 
grading, paving and curbing said Mur¬ 
ray avenue between said terminal 
points, and of erecting a bridge along 
said Murray avenue across William l^tt 
boulevard; and, 

Whereas, The removal of the tracks 
of said Railway Company from Its pri¬ 
vate right of way to Murray avenue, 
and the surrender by said Hallway 
Company of its rights over said private 
right of way, is advantageous to the 
said City for the reason that the sur¬ 
render of said private right of way 
will largely Increase the amount of 
property on the east side of Murray 
avenue which will be benefited by the 
opening of said Murray avenue and 
the grading, paving and curbing of the 
same. 

Now this Agreement Witnesseth, That 
for and in consideration of the respec¬ 
tive covenants hereinafter set forth, it 
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Is agreed by and between the parties 
heretu, as tollows: 

First: Said City agrees to pass an 
ordinance granting a franchise to said 
Itailway Company for street railway 
purposes over Murray avenue, includ¬ 
ing the bridge hereinafter mentioned, 
from and on Hazelwood avenue to For¬ 
ward avenue, a copy of which is here¬ 
to attached and made a part hereof. 

Second; Said City agrees to con¬ 
struct a public bridge along Murray 
avenue over William Pitt boulevard 
having a roadway 36 feet wide and 
two sidewalks and complete the same 
On or before January 1, 11113. 

In Consideration Thereof the said 
Kailway Company agrees as follows: 

First: That it will, upon completion 
of the new bridge herein mentioned, 
remove its tracks from the private 
right of way heretofore occupied by it 
lying between William Pitt boulevard 
and Murray avenue, and will place said * 
tracks upon Murray avenue, and will 
surrender each and every right which 
said Railway Comi)any may have over 
said private right of way. 

Second: Said Itailway Company 

agrees to pay said City of I’itlsburgh 
the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000.00) towards the cost of the 
erection and construction of said bridge 
on Murray avenue over William Pitt 
boulevard, payable as follows: 

The Engineer of Bridges of the City 
of JMttsburgh estimates that the 
bridge will cost $81,000. 

As the work progresses the City will 
issue estimates lor work performed and 
materials furnished by the contractor 
and certify to the Railway Company 
copies of each of such estimates. Said 
Railway Company, within five (5) days 
after reciept of such certificates shall 
pay to the contractor 15-81sts of each 
of such estimates until the total pay¬ 
ments thus made by the Railway Com¬ 
pany shall aggregate $15,000. 

Third: As said bridge is erected by 
said City, said City agrees to remove 
the old bridge now used and owned by 
the Railway Company on or adjacent to 
Murray avenue and crossing William 
Pitt boulevard, and pile the material 
of same in a location suitable for re¬ 
moval by the Railway Company. 

Fourth: Said Railway Company 

agrees, at Its own expense, to pave that 
portion of Murray avenue occupied by 
its tracks and one (1) foot outside 
thereof, excepting on said new bridge, 
and to do said work at the same time 
that said City grades and paves said 
Murray avenue. 

H is understood, and agreed that all 
the covenants and stipulations herein 
contained shall extend to and be bind¬ 
ing upon the respective parties hereto, 
and to their succe'ssors and assigns re¬ 
spectively, 

And it is further understood and 
agreed by the parties hereto that the 
said Railway Company will execute 
appropriate releases to the owners of 
the property upon which its right-of- 
way is situate as soon as the provisions 
of this agreement have been otherwise 


fulfilled, upon the condition, however, 
that the right-of-way, ea^ - inent, or 
franchise, over and upon Mt.iray ave¬ 
nue. grunted to the itailway Company, 
be undisturbed; the said sutjcnder of 
sucli private right-of-way lu become 
void If by any proceeding Murray ave¬ 
nue, as now located, be df-rlared not 
to be a public highway or ifie rights 
of said Ka.llway Company thereon be 
declared invalid.

A n OHDIN.WCE—Providing for the 
regulation of the production or 
emission of smoke within the corporate 
limits of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
prescribing penalties for violation of 
the provisions hereof. 

Section J. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pithburyhf in Oouneit 
a^sembledy and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same^ Ttint 
no steam boiler, furnace or other fur¬ 
nace, excepting in private residences, 
(mill heating furnaces and puddling 
furnaces), shall be constructed within 
the corporate limits of the City of 
I’ittsburgh until the owner, agent or 
lessee shall first make written applica¬ 
tion at the office of the Chief Smoke 
Inspector for a certificate for that pur¬ 
pose, and shall furnish a written state¬ 
ment and drawings of the style and 
dimensions of such boiler or furnace, 
the height and size of stack and chim¬ 
ney, and the method or device for iire- 
venting the emission of dense black or 
dense gray smoke therefrom for more 
than eight (S) minutes in any one hour, 
and the Chief Smoke Inspector’s ap¬ 
proval has been obtained. Provided, 
however, that no discrimination shall 
be exercised for or against any method, 
including hand firing, which will and 
does now prevent the emission of dense 
black or dense gray smoke except for 
eight (8) minutes in any one hour. 

Section 2. *Every boiler furnace or 
other furnace used within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of the City of Pittsburgh, 
(excepting In private residences, mill 
heating furnaces and puddling fur¬ 
naces), In which bituminous coal is 
burned as fuel, shall be so constructed 
or altered as to prevent the production 













and emfaalon of dense black or dense 
Kray smoke therefrom, except for eight 
(8) minutes in any one hour; and no 
person or persons, associations or cor¬ 
porations being the owner or leasee, or 
having control of any such steam boiler 
or other furnace shall use or allow the 
use of any steam boiler or other fur¬ 
nace which shall not be so constructed, 
or if already constructed at the time of 
the passage of this Ordinance, which 
shall not be so altered, or the method 
of stoking be so regulated as to pre¬ 
vent the emission of dense black or 
dense gray smoke for more than eight 
(8) minutes in any one hour. 

Section 3. The issuance and delivery 
by the smoke inspector of any permit 
or certificate for the construction or re¬ 
construction, or any permit for the al¬ 
teration or repair of any plant or chim¬ 
ney connected with a plant, shall not 
be held to exempt any person or cor¬ 
poration to whom any such permit has 
been issued or delivered, or who is in 
possession of any such permit, from 
prosecution on account of the emission 
or Issuance of dense black or dense 
gray smoke caused or permitted by any 
such person or corporation, in violation 
of the terms of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
Deputy Smoke Inspectors personally to 
Inspect all chimneys, steam generating 
plants, and all other furnace apparatus 
in use, (excepting in private residences, 
mill heating furnaces and puddling fur¬ 
naces), and to make written reports of 
the same to the Chief Smoke Inspector, 
who shall keep a permanent record of 
all essential facts relating thereto. The 
Chief Smoke Inspector or his deputies 
shall have authority to inspect and su¬ 
pervise all boilers or furnaces (which 
are subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance) within the corporate limits 
of the City of Pittsburgh and upon the 
waters adjacent thereto, where such 
are within the jurisdiction of the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance, and shall fur¬ 
ther have authority to examine and 
supervise the igniting, stoking, feeding 
and attending such boiler or other fur¬ 
nace fires, and for that purpose he, or 
his duly appointed assistants, shall also 
have authority to enter any steam 
boiler or engine room, or any building 
from which dense black or dense gray 
smoke is being emitted and during the 
preceding twenty-four hours has been 
emitted; and any person or persons 
hindering or obstructing them in the 
performance of such duty shall be 
guilty of a violation of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. If the escape of smoke Is 
the uense black or dense gray smoke 
which is prohibited within the meaning 
of this ordinance, the Chief Smoke 
Inspector shall make complaint to the 
persons so offending, defining the of¬ 
fense. In the event that the cause 
thereof Is unskillful stoking, he shall i 
cause one of his assistants to give 
proper Instructions to correct same and i 
fie shall make immediate complaint to 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health against any and all such 
persons violating this Ordinance. In 
the event that said offense is owing to 
the faulty construction of the furnace, 


sl/e or height of stack conn«-' tfOTiB, or 
other engineering details rr'uting to 
boiler or other furnace co? Htructlon 
or connection, he shall make • tatement 
of the cause of such offense ■ nd report 
to the owners or oprators to the 
necessary changes, altera.tlofts or ad¬ 
ditions to be made; and in . uch case 
such time for such alterations or re¬ 
pairs in no instance shall exceed six 
(6) months. In the event that it should 
appear from the Inspection ut the Chief 
Smoke Inspector that no cliiwige or al¬ 
teration of the furnace, furnace con¬ 
nection, stack or appurtenances thereto 
would eradicate said offens- . and that 
said offense is owing to a j'lant being 
worked to excess of Its normn.l capacity, 
or for other organic reason cannot be 
converted by such changes into a plant 
which is not an offender within the 
meaning of this Ordinance, iJ*en he shall 
report to the owners or operators as 
above mentioned the conditions of such 
plant and the required chrtvges or ad¬ 
ditions necessary therein, s^' that it may 
not be operated as an orionder. Not 
more than nine (9) monOis shall be 
allowed in which to cof^rplete such 
changes. Notices as abo^; shall be In 
writing, and at the expirntion of the 
time allowance the Chief Smoke In¬ 
spector shall investigate i;.nd make re¬ 
port to the Director of the Department 
of Public Health as to the condition 
of the plant, who, in the event it is 
maintained as an offender against the 
provisions of this Ordinance, may cause 
suit to be entered, as provided by law, 
against any and all per3^.lns in charge 
who are violating this Ordinance. 

Section 6. All accidents to furnaces 
or smoke preventing devices in use (ex¬ 
cepting in private residences, mill heat¬ 
ing furnaces and puddling furnaces), 
shall be reported within seventy-two 
(72) hours to the Chief Smoke In¬ 
spector, giving the nature of the acci¬ 
dent and the time required to repair 
the same. Failure to make such report 
shall constitute a violation of this Or¬ 
dinance. 

Section 7. During the first hour in 
which a new fire is being kindled In or 
under a cold boiler or other furnace, 
(excepting In private residences, mill 
heating furnaces and puddling fur¬ 
naces), sixty (60) minutes once a day 
I for the first year, forty-five (45) min¬ 
utes once a day for the second year, and 
thirty (30) minutes once a day for the 
third year and each and every year 
thereafter of dense black or dense gray 
smoke issuing from the stack or chim¬ 
ney thereof will not be a violation of 
this Ordinance; but during each suc¬ 
ceeding hour that such boiler or other 
furnace is in service, more than eight 
(8) minutes of dense black or dense 
gray smoke issuing from the chimney 
or stack thereof in any one hour shall 
be and the same is a violation of this 
Ordinance.
